Annual  Conference: 

The  Episcopal  Address 

Excerpts  from  the  episcopal  address  of  Bishop  James  W.  Henley  on  "The 
State  of  the  Church"  given  at  the  June  1971  session  of  The  Florida 
Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 
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Bishop  Henley 


The  church  is  called  into  being  for  the  spiritual 
cultivation  of  those  within  its  fellowship,  to  become  the 
koinonia  or  the  rejoicing,  committed,  proclaiming  body 
of  those  who  have  discovered  God  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Its  way  of  life  is  delineated  in  the  pattern  and  example 
of  Jesus,  his  teachings,  his  serving  ministry,  his  love  to 
the  death. 

Its  unfaltering  hope  is  founded  upon  the  Easter 
message  and  the  prospect  of  eternal  life.  Its  standard  of 
ethics  of  right  and  wrong  — both  personally  and  in 
society  are  to  be  found  in  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  Life 
styles  which  contradict  the  teaching  or  example  of  Christ 
or  the  revelation  of  his  spirit  through  the  scriptures  are 
not  to  be  entertained. 

Personal  morality  is  never  practiced  in  a vacuum.  The 
Christian  life  becomes  the  salt  of  the  earth  for  the  saving 
of  others.  The  unChristian  life  becomes  a virus  which 
destroys  the  high  and  the  holy.  The  Gallup  Poll  or  a 
Kinsey  Report  have  no  relationship  to  what  is  good  or 
bad.  Their  revelations  may  end  with  their  statistics  on 
how  much  licentiousness  and  drunkeness  there  is  abroad. 
This  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  u'hat  is  Christian  or 
what  is  not  Christian. 

Conversely  the  social  practices  of  society  are  under  the 
judgement  of  Christ.  Wherever  there  is  injustice  or 
discrimination  or  callousness  or  prejudice  there  is  evil.  As 
such  it  is  under  the  judgement  of  God  and  should  be 
under  the  condemnation  of  the  Church. 

But  let  us  beware,  lest  we  abandon  the  indispensible 
qualities  of  personal  experience,  personal  spiritual 
renewal,  personal  moral  discipline  to  pursue  the  other 
tangent  of  social  concerns.  The  Christian  message  to  the 
world  begins  with  the  Christian  rebirth  of  the  individual. 
Yet,  the  individual  who  is  not  deeply  concerned  socially  is 
a spiritual  dwarf. 
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Missions 

I am  confident  that  if  we  will  allow  ourselves  to  bt 
God’s  instruments  He  will  use  us  and  our  dollars  tc  | 
build  His  kingdom  in  a way  that  outruns  our  largest 
dreams.  It  is  possible  to  fulfill  the  Great  Commis- 
sion because  it  is  from  God  and  because  the  risen 
Christ  is  with  those  who  seek  to  obey  it. 

The  first  benevolent  responsibility  of  Unitec 
Methodists  is  World  Service  and  Conference 
Benevolences.  This  is  the  very  life-blood  of  Methodism. 
All  of  her  boards  and  agencies  depend  upon  it  for  their 
continued  operation,  and  much  of  the  program  which' 
enables  us  to  be  the  “body  of  Christ”  in  the  world  is] 
dependent  upon  World  Service  gifts.  In  a vital  way  this 
“First  Mile”  giving  offers  the  local  parish  an  arm  which 
can  be  extended  into  all  areas  of  Christian  concern. 

As  Florida  United  Methodists  we  feel  called  to: 
continue  enthusiastically  "Second  Mile”  giving  through 
the  Advance  For  Christ  and  His  Church. 

The  Advance  has  become  for  us  a primary  way  in 
which  to  express  our  compassion  and  concern. 

A priority  for  World  Advance  support  is  the  salaries, 
and  needs  of  the  missionary  couples  who  have  a special 
relationship  to  Florida.  Among  National  Advance! 
Specials  our  first  priority  is  our  Florida  Spanish 
Ministry.  In  addition,  w'e  have  great  concern  for  the! 
pastors  of  our  churches  in  Puerto  Rico. 

Through  your  support  of  the  United  Methodist 
Commission  for  Overseas  Relief  you  participate  in  a very; 
real  way  in  meeting  crisis  needs  among  people  around  the 
world. 

Ministry  in  the  Small  Church 

We  have  some  250  churches  in  the  Florida  Conference] 
w ith  less  than  250  members.  Nearly  200  of  these  have  less! 
than  100  members. 

Most  of  these  churches  were  established  in  horse  and 
buggy  days.  The  roads  on  which  our  church  people  travel! 
to  these  small  churches  are  now  excellent.  The  cabinet! 
has  been  striving  to  get  many  of  these  churches  together- 
for  the  purpose  of  serving  the  membership  better  and  of! 
having  a greater  impact  in  the  name  of  Christ  on  the 
country  round  about. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  plead  with  the  delegates  from 
our  small  churches  to  give  their  support  and! 
encouragement  to  the  members  of  their  congregations  in| 
bringing  about  unions  of  historic  church  families  into 
larger,  more  compact,  more  effective  congregations. 

A number  of  mergers  have  been  affected  and  without] 
exception  they  are  proving  a blessing  to  everyone 
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nvolved.  The  minister  is  able  to  serve  his  people  more 
effectively . The  congregation  is  sufficiently  large  to 
;reate  a sense  of  confidence  and  security. 

Sunday  School  Attendance 

Some  of  us  have  been  deeply  concerned  for  five  years 
tow  because  of  a gradual  decline  in  Sunday  School 
ittendance  (9:30  Sunday  morning)  which  has  become 
iccepted  as  almost  inevitable. 

1 have  personally  entertained  the  conviction  that  the 
Drimary  reason  for  our  disappointing  statistics  with 
-egard  to  the  Sunday  School  lay  in  the  fact  that  neither 
ninisters  nor  Sunday  School  leaders  are  making 
ieliberate,  sustained  and  systematic  efforts  to  reach 
:hildren,  boys  and  girls,  youth  and  adults  for  this 
ndispensable  area  of  our  program  of  Christian 
;ducation. 

Last  December  I invited  the  superintendents  and 
rastors  of  58  selected  churches  in  five  districts  to 
:ooperate  in  a special  effort. 

After  four  months  of  renewed  emphasis  on  reaching 
ind  enlisting  people,  our  total  net  gain  in  Sunday  School 
ittendance  for  the  58  participating  churches  was  1 ,970 
lot  spectacular,  but  significant.  It  can  be  done. 

rhe  Laity 

Methodism  has  been  made  great  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
vorking  through  the  laity  - unordained  and 
inappointed  ambassadors  of  Christ  who,  like  the  first 
:entury  Christians  became  witnesses  of  a new  experience. 

We  in  Florida  owe  a debt  that  transcends  our 
iwareness  to  the  laymen  and  lay  women  and,  may  I say, 
he  youth,  who  across  the  years  in  an  unbroken  line  of 
plendor  have  become  known  far  and  wide  for  their 
ledication  of  mind  and  heart  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  will 
>f  Christ. 

We  in  Florida  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  quality  of 
haracter,  mind  and  heart  of  the  laity  of  our  church.

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Annual  Conference  Provides  ‘Seal  of  Approval’ 


The  129th  annual  session  of  ihe  Florida  Annual 
Conference,  with  approximately  1600  lay  and  ministerial 
members  in  attendance  was  held  .lunel-5  in  Lakeland 
with  Bishop  James  W.  Henley,  presiding. 

A meeting  of  an  annual  conference  is  always  exciting 
and  interesting  and  this  year  was  no  exception.  Included 
in  the  agenda  was  the  election  of  delegates  to  represent 
the  conference  at  United  Methodism's  General 
Conference  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  April  16-30,  1972 
and  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  meeting  in  Lake 
Junaluska,  N.  C.  July  11-14,  1972.  Balloting  for  28 
clerical  and  28  lay  delegates,  plus  electing  alternates  and 
reserves,  began  on  the  first  day  of  the  conference  and 
continued  throughout  the  week.  A list  of  the  elected 
delegates  can  be  found  on  page  3 of  this  issue. 

A report  from  the  Board  of  Evangelism  indicated  that 
during  1970  United  Florida  Methodism  received  7,246 
members  on  profession  of  faith;  15,582  from  other 
denominations  and  other  United  Methodist  churches, 
making  a total  membership  at  the  end  of  1970  of  316,056 
members. 

Reports  from  boards  and  agencies  indicated  that 
much  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  in  the  various 
fields  of  endeavor.  Most  ongoing  programs  were 
endorsed  for  another  year,  with  some  new  programs 
planned  for  1972. 

Among  the  new  programs  is  the  Family  Life 
Conference  scheduled  as  a satellite  conference  to  be  held 
at  Florida  Southern  College  during  the  time  of  the  1972 
School  of  Christian  Mission.  The  Board  of  Education

Lay  Workers  Consecrated 

The  annual  conference  Committee  on  the  Lay  Worker 
presented  to  the  conference  four  lay  workers  for 
consecration. 

Under  the  new  structure  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  lay  workers  who  qualify  may  be  admitted  as 
members  of  the  conference  and  receive  consecration. 

Consecrated  at  the  past  session  of  the  conference 
were  I.li/abeth  Ann  Brown,  Suzanne  Lynch,  and  Thomas 
Webb  Hamilton,  all  of  whom  had  been  certified  as 
direc  rs  of  Christian  education  by  the  conference  Board 
of  Education,  and  Robert  G.  Carr,  certified  as  a director 
of  music. 

During  the  1 970  conference  10  directors  of  Christian 
education,  nine  directors  of  music,  one  deaconess  and 
one  educational  associate  were  consecrated. 

Also  certified  this  year  as  a minister  of  music  was 
James  A.  Vines,  Jr. 


proposed  a program  of  laboratory  training  for  worker!

The  Board  of  Evangelism  included  in  theij 
recommendations  a Florida  Congress  on  Evangelism  t(| 
be  held  April  27-30,  1972  at  The  Lake  Yale  Assembly! 
The  congress  is  planned  for  laymen  and  ministers  witlj 
overlapping  dates  so  that  both  groups  may  participate.  | 

The  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries! 
recommended  two  workshops,  the  first  to  be  held  irp 
Miami  on  October  26,  1971  and  in  Tampa  on  Octobei 
28,  1971. 

Stewardship  received  much  attention  during  the 
conference  and  in  line  with  this  approved  a program  thaii 
sets  stewardship  emphasis  rallies  to  be  held  in  areas 
districts  and  sub-districts  throughout  the  conference  at 
each  area  decides. 

The  conference  adopted  a specific  goal  set  by  the 
Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  Executive 
Committee  to  have  10%  of  local  church  work  area 
chairmen  present  at  the  school  for  leadership  training  at 
the  Conference  School  in  July,  1972. 

The  Conference  approved  the  report  of  the 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  setting  a 
total  budget  for  the  Florida  Conference  for  1972  at 
$3,396,288.  This  amount  is  broken  down  into  four 
categories:  Ministerial  support,  $1,061,736;  World 

Service  and  Conference  Benevolences,  $1,594,359; 
Administrative  Budget,  $525,960;  and  Capital  Funding 
and  Debt  Payments,  $214,233. 

The  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  reported  598  societies  and  205 
guilds  with  a total  membership  of  44,245.  They  also 
reported  a total  budget  of  $37  1,400. 

The  1971  Annual  Conference  required  a great  deal  of 
stamina  from  all  members  since  it  was  “chock  full"  from 
beginning  to  end  but  the  concensus  of  opinion  seemed  to 
be  that  it  was  a “good  conference."

William  A.  Meadows,  Jr.,  Miami,  was  re-elected  lay 
leader  of  the  Florida  Conference  and  president  of  the 
Board  of  the  Laity  at  the  board's  annual  meeting  June  4 
during  the  Annual  Conference. 

This  is  Meadows'  seventh  straight  year  in  the  post 
since  he  succeeded  the  late  Howard  Berg  in  1965. 

John  E.  Morris,  Fort  Lauderdale,  was  elected 
associate  lay  leader  of  the  conference,  and  two  other 
associates  Dr.  Richard  V.  Moore,  Daytona  Beach,  and 
Charles  I.  Babcock,  Jr.,  Coral  Gables,  were  re-elected.

I.  In  Response  to  God's  Reconciling  Love, 

It  Is  Our  Purpose 

A.  To  bring  persons  into  a vital 
relationship  with  the  mind  and 
spirit  of  Christ; 

B.  To  draw  them  into  a fellowship 
of  mutual  trust  in  which  they  may 
grow  in  the  knowledge  and  worship 
of  God; 

C.  And  to  so  order  our  lives  by  proc- 
lamation, witness,  and  service 
that  we  may  manifest  that  recon- 
ciling love  in  the  world  at  the 
point  of  personal  and  social  needs. 

II.  In  Order  to  Carry  Out  This  Purpose,  It  Is 
Our  Responsibility  As  An  Annual  Confer- 
ence To 

A.  Exercise  the  strength  of  our 
connectional  church  in  accom- 
plishing our  corporate  minis- 
try as  a community  of  faith; 

B.  Define  priorities  that  will 
guide  our  churches  in  fulfilling 
this  ministry;  and 

C.  Devise  strategies  that  will  en- 
able our  churches  to  meet  these 
priority  needs. 

III.  The  Following  Shall  Be  Priorities  for 
The  Florida  Annual  Conference  During 
1973: 

. . . Key  73  Program  (ecumenical  and 
evangelistic  emphasis) 

. . . Higher  Education  Ministry 
. . . Continuing  education  for  laity 
and  clergy 

. . . Alleviation  of  economic  exploitation 
poverty,  and  racism 
. . . Peace  and  World  Order 
. . . Conservation  and  ecology 
. . . Alcohol  and  drugs 

IV.  The  Following  Principles  Will  Guide  the 
Development  of  Strategies  (Programs)  to 
Fulfill  the  Conference  Purpose  and 
Priorities: 

A.  People  take  precedence  over  things. 

B.  Build  trust,  understanding  and 
acceptance  within  the  church  and 
in  the  world  among  sexes,  races, 
ages,  economic  and  cultural  groups.

Receives  Special  Emphasis 

The  Board  of  Education  expressed  an  interest  and 
concern  regarding  church  school  decline  in  the  Annual  | 
Conference  of  1969,  and  recommended  that  a study  be 
made.  However,  since  no  funding  had  been  provided  the 
study  was  not  carried  out. 

During  this  year,  1971.  Bishop  James  W.  Henley  , 
conducted  a three-month  study  and  experiment  in 
Sunday  School  attendance  with  60  churches  in  five  §j 
districts.  The  experiment  was  successful  and  with  the 
statistics  available  the  Board  of  Education  presents  the 
following  proposals  which  were  approved  by  the  1971 
Annual  Conference.  The  proposals  are  that: 

1 . The  Board  of  Education  establish  a committee  toi  f 
work  toward  an  increase  in  church  school  attendance 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  Sunday  morning  setting  for 
the  conference  year  1972. 

2.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  will  be  to  stimulate:  & 
attendance  in  Sunday  School,  not  for  the  sake  of 
numbers  alone,  but  for  individual  Christian  commitment  !' 
and  growth  for  the  sake  of  the  future  of  the  church. 

3.  A representative  from  every  district  in  the>  ■' 
conference  to  be  chosen  by  the  district  superintendents.  ' 
These  representatives  will  create  a committee  under  the' 
Board  of  Education  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating: 
Sunday  School  attendance.  Suggested  committee 
members-at-large  with  particular  skills  are:  the  president  f 
of  the  Directors  of  Christian  Education,  the  secretary)  r 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  chairman  of  the  I 
Committee  on  Settings  and  Groupings  of  the  Board  of] 
Education,  a cabinet  representative,  a Program  Council, 
representative,  and  such  other  members  as  the  Board  of , 
Education  may  choose. 

4.  Each  district  superintendent  may  select  a| 
committee  from  his  district  to  work  toward  the  increase!, 
in  Church  School  attendance.  The  success  of  this 
program  will  depend  on  an  active  district  committee  and 
a conscientious  response  at  the  local  level. 

5.  The  Conference  committee  may  work  toward  all: 
quarterly  evaluation  technique  in  order  to  share  the  If 
results.

William  Meadows,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  the 
iity,  Mrs.  Allen  Watson,  president  of  the  Women’s

rector  of  Methodist  Men  and  Raymond  A.  Alley, 
esident  of  the  cabinet,  presented  a resolution  asking 
at  the  entire  membership  of  the  conference  be  provided 
i opportunity  to  make  a personal  gift  to  Bishop  and 
rs.

That  the  Florida  Annual  Conference  of  The  United 
ethodist  Church  urge  the  governor  and  the  legislature 
the  State  of  Florida  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
iminate  and  relieve  the  overcrowded  jails  and  to  afford 
e accused  a fair  and  speedy  trial. 

That,  as  there  are  some  80  prisoners  on  death  row  in 
e Florida  State  prison  (with  some  prisoners  having 
:en  there  as  long  as  ten  years),  and  the  Supreme  Court 
ts  not  acted  on  the  constitutionality  of  the  death  penalty 
the  State  of  Florida,  the  Florida  Annual  Con- 
rence  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  urge  the 
ivernor  to  examine  the  cases  of  each  prisoner  sentenced 
death,  with  the  intent  of  commuting  to  life 
iprisonment  the  death  sentence  as  an  expression  of 
nristian  love  and  humane  treatment  of  prisoners. 

On  World  Peace:  We  cannot  prescribe  all  that 

.iders  of  government  should  do  but  "We  belive  that 
hristianity  cannot  be  nationalistic;  it  must  be  universal 
its  outlook  and  appeal.”  (Discipline,  Paragraph  96E) 
the  name  of  the  Prince  of  Peace  and  of  suffering 
imanity,  we  ask  that  our  Nation  leave  no  stone 
lturned  in  cooperating  with  all  concerned  nations  and 
:oples  to  effect  negotiation  and  reconciliation  to  bring 
1 the  tragic  warfare  in  Southeast  Asia  to  a speedy  end. 

Regarding  Tax-free  Status:  To  avoid  unfair 

impetition  with  private  enterprise,  tax  exempt  status  on 
1 profit-making  business  owned  by  religious 
ganizations  should  be  eliminated.  The  Board  of 
hristian  Social  Concerns  resolution  reads:  The  United 
ethodist  Church,  the  Florida  Conference  and/or  each 
dividual  United  Methodist  Church  shall  pay  taxes  on 
1 business  and  income  enterprises  which  are  not  directly 
lated  to  their  primary  function  of  religious  worship, 
aching,  extension,  care-type  and  Christian  social 
Ton.  To  secure  proper  legal  guidance  to  assure  tax 
emption  of  all  non-profit  properties  of  the  church. 

On  Housing:  Since  many  low  and  middle  income 

milies  in  our  state  are  currently  being  deprived  of 


decent  and  adequate  housing,  the  Florida  Annual 
Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  urges  the 
governor  and  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  establish  a revolving  loan  fund 
so  that  non-profit  sponsors  of  housing  would  thereby  be 
enabled  to  find  and  purchase  land  on  which  new  housing 
might  be  built.  ( Ref.  House  Bill  # 1 369;  Senate  #940) 

On  Pornography:  Florida  United  Methodists  have 
petitioned  the  state  legislature  to  see  that  laws  banning 
commercialized  pornography  are  more  diligently 
enforced,  and  to  enact  stiffer  curbs  if  necessary. 

The  church  action  was  in  the  form  of  a resolution  by 
the  Rev.  Whitney  Dough  of  Miami  at  the  closing  session 
of  the  annual  conference. 

"Besides  the  x-rated  movies,  just  look  at  the  ads  in 
your  daily  newspaper  to  see  how  Florida,  even  small 
communities,  is  being  Hooded  with  all  kinds  of  hard-core 
pornographic  films,  books  and  magazines  by  the  so- 
called  ‘mini-adult  theaters’  and  ‘adult  bookstores’.”  he 
told  the  lay  and  ministerial  delegates  to  the  annual 
meeting. 

He  asked  also  that  United  Methodists  join  in  “urging 
our  newspapers  to  follow  the  constructive  example  of  the 
San  Francisco  Examiner  in  refusing  to  accept 
advertisements  promoting  obscenity  and  commercialized 
pornography.” 

On  Project  Equality: 

The  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns  made  the 
following  report:  "We  endorse  the  principle  of  Project 
Equality  and  recommend  this  principle  to  the  annual 
conference,  its  institutions  and  the  local  churches,  to 
implement  equal  employment  opportunities  in  their  own 
way.  However,  because  complete  information  concerning 
financial  involvement,  organizational  structure  and 
representation  on  the  board  has  not  been  available  since 
January  I,  1971,  the  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns 
requests  the  opportunity  to  secure  complete  information 
and  to  report  to  the  1972  annual  conference. 

Special  Gifts  Campaign 
For  Florida  Colleges 

A special  gifts  campaign,  with  a goal  of  $2  to  $4  million, 
was  approved  by  the  Florida  Annual  Conference  in  its 
recent  session. 

United  Methodist’s  colleges  in  Florida  Florida 
Southern  College  and  Bethune-Cookman  College  will  be 
the  recipients  of  the  gifts. 

The  campaign  was  recommended  by  the  conference 
committee,  “The  Committee  of  Nine”,  following  a 
feasibility  study  and  in  consultation  with  the  cabinet  and 
other  conference  leaders. 

The  committee  recommended  that  a steering 
committee  be  appointed  to  handle  the  campaign.  The 
committee  would  have  15  members  with  five  to  be  named 
by  the  bishop  and  cabinet,  five  by  the  president  and 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Florida  Southern 
College,  and  five  by  the  president  and  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Bethune-Cookman  College. 

On  a vote  by  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  of 
227  to  1 33,  the  recommendation  was  approved. 

The  feasibility  study,  upon  which  the  recom- 
mendations were  made,  was  done  by  the  firm  of  Marts 
and  Fundy.  The  Rev.  Sam  Banks,  Jr.  was  chairman  of 
the  “Committee  of  Nine.” 
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United  Methodist 
Credit  Union  Grows 

r he  report  of  the  Honda  United  Methodist  Credit  Union 
as  given  to  the  recent  Florida  Annual  Conference  showed 
remarkable  growth  during  the  past  I 2 months. 

The  Credit  Union  is  now  about  a year  and  a half  old. 
It  has  grown  in  the  number  of  members  and  the  number 
of  share  deposits,  as  well  as  the  number  of  loans 
processed. 

According  to  the  figures  released  at  the  Annual 
Conference  the  Credit  Union  has  made  I 10  loans  as 
against  20  at  the  last  annual  conference  — a 450% 
increase!  Loans  made  show  a gain  of  427%  and  share 
deposits  increased  446%. 

Membership  in  the  Credit  Union  has  increased  from 
196  members  to  just  a few'  short  of  400  a doubling  of 
membership. 

Laymen  and  ministers  are  urged  to  continue  their 
support  of  the  Credit  Union  as  an  investment  for 
themselves  and  as  a service  to  others.

Jim  and  Rosemary  Walther  served  at  Ormond  Beach 
the  year  prior  to  accepting  the  mission  work  in  the  Virgin 
Islands.

Youth  Make  Gains  In 
Conference  Membership 

Two  proposed  constitutional  amendments  approved  by 
the  Florida  Annual  Conference  remove  restrictions  on 
age  in  the  election  of  local  church  members  to  the  annual 
conference  and  adds  two  youth  (under  25  years  of  age) 
from  each  district  of  the  conference. 

The  1970  special  session  of  The  General  Conference 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  held  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  approved  the  amendments  and  submitted  them 
to  the  annual  conferences  for  vote. 

One  of  the  amendments  (No.  5)  affects  the  election  of 
annual  conference  members  from  the  local  church.  It 
deletes  the  sentence  which  reads  “shall  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  (21 ) years  of  age,"  and  adds  the  the  following  words 
at  the  end  of  the  sentence:  “which  states  that  the  member 
elected  shall  have  been  a member  of  the  charge  for  one 
year  next  preceding  their  election.”  This  means  that  there 
shall  be  no  age  limit  in  the  election  of  members  of  the 
annual  conference  from  the  local  church,  provided  the 
person  has  been  a member  of  that  charge  for  at  least  a 
year. 

The  second  amendment  approved  b\  the  Florida 
Annual  Conference  provides  for  the  election  of  two  youth 
members  from  each  district  of  the  conference.  The 
proposed  amendment  adds  the  words  “and  two  voting 
persons  under  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  age  from  each 
district,  to  be  selected  in  such  manner  as  mav  be 
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determined  b\  the  Annual  Conference  (Paragraph  36, 
Article  I )." 

These  two  proposed  constitutional  amendments, 
(Nos.  five  and  six)  give  \oung  United  Methodists 
additional  opportunities  and  representation  as  they 
become  an  integral  part  of  the  annual  conference. 


WSCS  Sponsors  Racism 
Workshop 

The  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  sponsored  a 
training  session  on  racism  at  the  United  Methodist 
Building  in  Lakeland  on  May  18-20. 

The  Rev.  Woodie  White,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and  the  Rev.  James 
Jones,  associate  secretary,  were  instructors  for  the 
training  period.

When  the  1972  United  Methodist  General  Conference 
convenes  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  April  16,  1972,  almost  60 
percent  of  the  998  delegates  will  not  have  attended  the 
last  previous  session  ol  the  church’s  top  world-wide,  law- 
making body  and  a substantially  increased  number  of 
them  will  be  women. 

Based  on  unofficial  tabulation  by  United  Methodist 
Information  and  the  Christian  Advocate  of  voting  in  the 
first  47  of  79  conferences  in  the  U.  S.  to  report,  59 
percent  of  the  elected  delegates  did  not  attend  the  1 968  or, 
'70  sessions.  Of  the  total,  64  lay  delegates  are  new  and  54 
percent  of  the  clergy. 

At  the  date  of  this  report,  a total  of  92  women  had 
been  elected  by  conferences  from  which  reports  had  been 
received,  compared  with  82  women  in  the  entire  previous 
sessions. 

Special  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  number  of 
ethnic  groups  represented  in  the  voting  and  how  large 
or  small  the  representations  will  be.

The  newly  structured  Council  includes  two  youth 
from  each  of  the  twelve  districts  in  the  Florida 
Conference,  plus  the  youth  coordinator  on  each  district 
council.  The  new  structure  gives  more  representation  in 
the  Council  and  will  enable  the  Conference  Program 
Council  to  work  more  closely  with  youth  structures 
within  each  district. 

One  of  the  emphases  of  the  conference  youth 
program  this  year  is  toward  more  district  and  locally 
planned  activities  and  programs  so  that  more  youth  may 
be  reached  in  meaningful  and  significant  ways. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Doug  Bolin  the  Council 
formed  itself  into  study-action  committees  which  will  be 
meeting  throughout  the  year.  The  committees  represent 
the  work  of  the  six  priority  issues  put  forth  by  the 
General  Church  as  well  as  the  priority  issues  presented 
and  approved  by  the  Florida  Annual  Conference.  These 
include  poverty  and  racism,  peace  and  world  order, 
continuing  education,  ecumenical  and  evangelistic 
emphases  including  lifestyle  and  values  and  ecology. 

The  Council  also  made  youth  assignments  to  selected 
boards  and  agencies  of  the  annual  conference.

he  old  saying,  “Nothing  succeeds  like  success,”  is 
roving  pleasantly  embarrassing  to  the  Florida  United 
lethodist  Church’s  Board  of  the  Laity. 

The  board’s  annual  series  of  four  October  weekend 
greats  for  laymen  at  the  church’s  youth  camp  in 
eesburg  is  already  booked  to  maximum  capacity  with 
,200  reservations. 

“We  are  gratified  at  the  early  response,  but  regret 
lat  we  cannot  accommodate  all  who  applied,”  said 
v'illiam  A.  Meadows,  Jr.,  Miami,  president  of  the  board 
nd  Florida  Conference  lay  leader. 

Meadows  said  he  was  particularly  concerned  about 
ie  churches  who  have  never  been  represented  at  the  lay 
etreats. 

“We  have  suggested  that  some  churches  with  large 
elegations  reduce  their  number  in  order  to  make  room 
jr  more  first-timers,”  he  said. 

“We  will  try  to  squeeze  in  one  or  two  first-timers 
rom  each  church,”  Meadows  added,  “if  they  will  write 
le  at  P.  O.  Box  516,  Kendall,  Florida  33 156.” 

The  Leesburg  retreats  for  Methodist  Men  started  23 
ears  ago  with  a single  weekend  meeting,  and  expanded 
radually  to  four  successive  weekends.  The  youth  camp 
ccommodates  500  persons  in  its  rustic  cabins,  and 
learby  motels  are  also  utilized. 

Why  do  they  come  fanners,  bankers,  state  legis- 
ators,  judges,  lawyers,  physicians,  mechanics, 
nerchants,  school  teachers? 


James  Russell,  Miami  Herald  business  editor,  put  it 
this  way: 

“In  more  than  two  decades  of  reporting  every  type  of 
news  event  from  murders  and  hurricanes  to  football 
games  and  racial  turmoil,  I have  seen  some  memorable 
sights  ...  but  at  the  Leesburg  retreat  I found  a sort  of 
restoration  of  faith  in  man’s  inherent  goodness  in  the 
spectacle  of  hundreds  of  men  linked  together 
philosophically  and  spiritually  by  nothing  more  binding 
than  a 2,000-year-old  idea. 

“We  were  up  before  dawn  each  day  for  communion 
services  or  prayer  sessions.  Through  the  day  and  night 
there  were  speakers  of  all  types,  each  with  a message  or 
an  experience  that  seemed  refreshingly  different,  yet 
comfortingly  the  same  in  that  the  theme  was  constant. 

“In  the  tranquil  setting  of  a lakeside  camp  that 
seemed  a million  miles  away  from  the  trouble  spots  of  the 
nation  and  the  world,  the  sound  of  550  men  singing  the 
popular  hymn,  ‘How  Great  Thou  Art,’  is  an  inspiring 
experience. 

“But  perhaps  even  more  inspiring  are  the  words  of 
men  of  the  kind  you  meet  every  day,  giving  ‘witness’  to 
their  Christian  conversion.”

During  the  luncheon  break  the  visitors  toured  the 
Mary  McLeod  Bethune  Foundation  and  the  college’s 
new  Carl  Swisher  Library. 

National  Memorial  For 
Mary  McLeod  Bethune 

Ground  was  broken  June  19  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  tor  a 
memorial  to  Mary  McLeod  Bethune,  a Methodist 
woman  who  “epitomized  the  black  man’s  quest  tor 
dignity  and  justice.” 

" The  statue,  reported  to  be  the  first  memorial  to  a 
black  American  on  public  land  in  the  nation’s  capitol, 
will  be  the  focal  point  in  a two-block  park,  featuring  a 
site  for  educational,  recreational  and  cultural  activities. 

Mrs.  Bethune,  born  in  1875  of  slave  parents,  was  the 
founder  of  United  Methodist-related  Bethune-Cookman 
College  at  Daytona  Beach  and  is  buried  there. 

The  Women’s  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
The  United  Methodist  Church  last  April  authorized  a 
special  appeal  for  $100,000  for  the  memorial  project, 
from  members  of  the  Women’s  Society  and  Guild,  to 
honor  Mrs.  Bethune’s  “contribution  to  church  and 
society.” 

School  of  Christian  Mission 
Committee  Makes  Fine  Report 

line  reports  have  come  in  concerning  the  1971 
Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  held  in 
Lakeland  in  July. 

Statistically,  the  committee  reports  a total  of  867 
persons  registered  382  for  the  weekend  school,  361  for 
the  week  school  and  1 24  registered  for  visitors  day. 

Financially,  the  offering  for  the  week  and  the 
weekend  totalled  $839.78.  In  accordance  with  School 
policy,  no  offerings  of  any  kind  were  taken  during  the 
sessions  except  the  one  authorized  by  the  School 
Committee.  This  offering  was  taken  in  order  to  provide 
bicycles  or  motor  bikes  for  pastors  in  Africa,  many  of 
whom  have  no  means  of  transportation. 

The  program  included  a Bible  study  by  Dr.  Charles 
M.  Laymon  in  which  all  registrants  participated;  classes 
in  the  two  studies,  The  New  Generation  in  Africa,  and 
Man  and  Machines.  Also  offered  were  leadership 
training  courses  for  a variety  of  local  church  activities. 

The  School  closed  with  a worship  service  led  by  the 
Rev.  .1.  P.  Floyd  and  Dr.  Melton  Ware,  both  of  Lakeland 
and  both  staff  members  of  the  Florida  Conference

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5rivate  Schools  and  Use  of  United  Methodist  Property 


he  Position  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  on  the  Use 
f United  Methodist  Property  and  Private  Schools  (A 
lesolution  adopted  by  the  1970  General  Conference) 

Use  of  church  property  for  segregated  private  schools 
r other  activities  designed  to  circumvent  integration  of 
ublic  schools  is  directly  in  violation  of  the  clearly 
xpressed  policy  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  on  the 
abject  of  race.  The  constitution  of  the  Church  states: 

The  U nited  Methodist  Church  is  a part  of  the  Church 
Jniversal  which  is  one  Body  in  Christ.  Therefore,  all 
ersons  without  regard  to  race,  color,  national  origin,  or 
conomic  condition,  shall  be  eligible  to  attend  its  worship 
ervices,  to  participate  in  its  programs,  and  when  they 
ake  the  appropriate  vows,  to  be  admitted  to  its 
tembership  in  any  local  church  in  the  connection.  In  the 
Inited  Methodist  Church  no  conference  or  other 
rganizational  unit  of  the  Church  shall  be  structured  so 
s to  exclude  any  member  or  any  constituent  body  of  the 
hurch  because  of  race,  color,  national  origin,  or 
conomic  condition.  (Article  IV) 

We,  therefore,  urge  the  Bishops  and  District 
uperintendents  to  communicate  with  the  pastor.  Board 
f Trustees  and  Administrative  Boards  of  any  local 
hurch  in  which  private,  segregated  school  activities  are 
onducted  that  such  is  in  contradiction  and  violation  of 
nited  Methodist  Church  policy  and  law. 

We  urge  the  Bishops  to  make  it  clear  that  they  will 
ally  and  unequivocally  support  pastors  in  their  efforts  to 
ersuade  their  congregation  to  follow  such  policy  and 
lose  pastors  and  District  Superintendents,  who,  where 
ecessary,  exercise  their  authority  under  paragraph  1536 
f the  Discipline  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  to 
revent  the  use  of  church  property  for  such  school 
ctivities. 

We  commend  the  many  Methodist,  clergy  and  lay, 
ho  have  expressed  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ  and  United 
lethodist  policy  in  the  private  segregated  school 
ituation.  We  also  commend  the  other  Protestant, 
toman  Catholic,  and  other  religious  leaders  who  have 
ppose^  or  prevented  use  of  Church  facilities  for 
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Open  Letter  From 
Bishop  James  W.  Henley 

September  20,  1 97 1 

To  The  Pastoral  Ministers  of  the  Florida  Conference, 
The  United  Methodist  Church 

Dear  Brethren: 

I am  attaching  hereto  a resolution  adopted  by  the 
1970  General  Conference  which  1 think  should  be 
seriously  considered  by  every  congregation  giving 
consideration  to  the  establishment  of  a parochial  school 
under  its  own  auspicies  or  in  its  properties. 

First,  please  call  to  the  attention  of  all  of  your 
officials  that  no  such  school  can  be  established  which  in 
any  sense  is  designed  to  circumvent  integration  or  which 
is  in  violation  of  the  clearly  expressed  policy  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  on  the  subject  of  race. 

I think  the  resolution  is  self-explanatory.  Any  church 
contemplating  the  establishment  of  a private  school  must 
within  its  own  conscience  and  within  its  practice  clearly 
design  its  policies  and  its  program  to  the  end  that  the 
school  will  be  as  fully  integrated  as  the  public  schools  of 
its  city  or  community.  It  must  not  only  be  willing  to 
accept  students,  it  must  purposefully  and  effectively 
maintain  an  enrollment  which  will  demonstrate  its 
intentions.  Any  private  school  under  the  sponsorship  or 
in  the  properties  of  a United  Methodist  Church  should 
also  seek  to  have  an  integrated  faculty.  It  should  and 
must  maintain  an  academic  program  equivalent  to  or 
superior  to  the  available  public  schools. 

Let  it  also  be  observed  that  the  minister  of  the  church 
is  “pastor  in  charge”  and  that  he  is  the  authorized  leader 
of  the  congregation  either  in  the  establishment  of  or  the 
prevention  of  the  establishment  of  such  schools. 

When  there  is  question  as  to  the  legitimacy  of  a 
private  school  which  has  been  established  under  the 
sponsorship  or  within  the  properties  of  a local 
congregation  the  minister  will  first  be  required  to  justify 
.he  situation  before  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Investigation.  Any  further  procedures  would  follow  the 
Disciplinary  course  under  which  both  ministers  and 
congregations  are  related  to  the  connectional  church.

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Dear  Friends: 

Changes  are  taking  place 
faster  than  any  of  us  ean 
begin  to  realize.  The  as- 
pects and  lineaments  of 
the  future  are  beginning  to 
become  evident.  There  is 
no  question  about  it,  the 
world  that  is  about  to  be 
born  will  be  very  dissimi- 
lar to  that  of  a generation 
ago.  indeed,  to  this  very 
generation  in  which  we 
live. 

Science  and  technolo- 
g\  have  introduced  us  to  new  ways  of  life.  We  cannot 
turn  back.  The  frightening  increase  of  population  will 
great l\  modify  the  structure  of  cities  and  of  all  public  in- 
stitutions. It  is  a new  ball  game! 

To  meet  this  new  day  we  must  have  a renewed  church. 
The  ministry  of  the  church  and  the  membership  of  the 
church  must  be  revitalized  with  a new  commitment  to  the 
L.ord  of  the  church.  He  holds  the  key  to  the  future. 
I nless  tomorrow  is  molded  by  the  philosophy  of,  the 
faith  of,  the  concerns  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  the  people  of 
this  earth  will  be  in  for  indescribable  sorrow.  But  if  the 
love  of  Christ  and  the  love  of  all  men  and  the  selflessness 
of  true  Christian  discipleship  undergird  human  society 
and  inter-social  relations,  we  can  look  for  a world  of 
incredible  beauty,  free  from  war,  free  from  want,  free 
from  much  misery  we  now  take  for  granted. 

Some  years  ago  we  had  a special  four-year  emphasis 
in  The  Methodist  Church  programmed  under  the 
masthead  of  “Christ  is  the  Answer.”  My  friends,  that  is 
true,  lie  lias  been  the  answer.  He  is  the  answer.  He  will 
ever  be  the  answer  and  the  only  answer.  We  may 
fumble  about  in  a thousand  efforts  to  solve  our  problems, 
but  when  they  are  at  long  last  resolved  we  will  discover 
that  it  was  in  accordance  with  the  teachings  and  the  spirit 
and  purpose  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

The  church  itself  must  be  willing  to  change.  It  must 
not  be  dedicated  to  change  for  change's  sake.  But  the 
church  must  be  flexible  in  a mobile  society.  It  must  seek 
the  answers,  knowing  that  the  old  answers  are  often 
inadequate  and  irrelevant.  The  minister  and  his  people 
must  go  to  their  knees  again  and  then  go  out  into  the 
world  to  declare  the  Good  News. 

The  institutional  church  is  here  to  stay.  But  the 
institution  itself  will  change  and  its  ministers  will  change. 
That  isn't  bad.  Indeed,  it  is  good.  We  will  not  have  a 
different  Lord.

We  are  already  in 
a different  world  from  theirs.  We  have  a different  church 
to  serve  a different  world. 

These  adjustments  are  difficult.  We  like  to  do  things 
as  we  have  always  done  them.  It's  easier  that  way.  We 
are  familiar  with  the  past.  We  are  accustomed  to  the 
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present.  We  stand  in  awe  of  the  future.  But  let  us  that 
God  that  he  has  called  us  for  such  a day  as  this.  It  is  | 
exciting  moment  in  history.  There  are  some  of  us  wli 
feel  that  perhaps  the  Lord  is  moving  in  wondrous  ways ; 
bring  about  the  full  declaration  of  His  will  and  purpo 
and  to  challenge  once  more  the  hearts  of  all  mi 
everywhere  to  enter  His  Kingdom,  to  seek  to  fulfill  H 
purpose,  and  to  be  accepted  into  the  family  of  God. 

May  the  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you  and  cause  H 
face  to  shine  upon  you.

segregated  schools  and  are  standing  for  support  of 
quality  integrated  public  education. 

We  now  call  upon  this  1970  session  ol  the  General 
Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  to 
unequivocally  declare  by  adopting  the  following 
Resolution,  that  such  private  schools  in  United 
Methodist  Churches  are  clearly  in  violation  of  the  spirit 
and  law  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

“Be  it  resolved  by  the  1970  Session  of  The  General 
Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  that:  All 
private  schools  operating  on  the  property  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  that  are  not  open  and  available  to 
students  of  all  races  and  that  are  designed  either  to 
encourage  segregation  or  to  discourage  integration,  shall 
cease  and  desist  immediately.  That  such  schools  are  in 


violation  of  Article  IV  of  Division  I of  the  Constitution. 

“Be  it  further  resolved,  that  u'here  such  schools  art1 
operating  without  the  consent  of  the’  pastor  in  chargt 
that  said  schools  are  in  violation  of  paragraph  1536  of  thi 
Book  of  Discipline.  Further,  such  schools  are  contrary  u 
paragraphs  107,  814(1),  1162.2,  1506  of  the  Book  o 
Discipline. 

“Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  Episcopal  leadership 
in  the  Areas  where  such  schools  have  been  establishes 
communicate  the  action  of  this  General  Conference  tc1 
the  District  Superintendents.  Pastors,  Chairmen  of  loca 
Church  Boards  of  Trustees  and  Chairmen  of  iht 
Administrative  Boards. 

“Be  it  further  resolved  that  where  such  private 
segregated  schools  continue  that  appropriate  legal  actior 
be  initiated  immediately.”

In  these  critical  days  when  higher  education  is 
assuming  a place  of  ever-greater  importance  for 
every  talented  and  ambitious  young  person  and  for 
our  country,  the  private  colleges,  particularly  those 
with  church  connections,  are  having  greater 
difficulties  in  obtaining  the  increased  funds  which 
are  absolutely  necessary  if  they  are  to  maintain 
their  high  standards. 

The  wealthier  institutions  with  heavy  endow- 
ments, and  the  tax-supported  colleges  and 
universities,  can  frequently  outbid  private  colleges, 
such  as  Florida  Southern  and  Bethune-Cookman, 
in  obtaining  highly  qualified  faculty  members  and 
in  offering  adequate  scholarship  aid  for  students  of 
small  means  but  of  great  intelligence  and  ambition. 

There  has  been  no  time  since  my  student  days 
when  the  financial  need  of  private  church-affliated 
colleges  has  been  so  great  as  it  is  right  now.

FSC  Student  Enrollment  Up 

A sharp  increase  of  better  than  1 5 percent  in  the  number 
of  new  students  has  advanced  Florida  Southern  College's 
fall  enrollment  to  1,388  students. 

“This  is  an  appreciable  gain  over  last  year  at  a time 
when  many  private  colleges  are  reporting  decreases  in 
enrollment,"  Dr.  Charles  T.  Thrift,  Jr.,  president,  said, 
“and  we  are  especially  pleased  with  the  high  academic 
quality  of  our  new  students.” 

He  noted  that  19  new  students  are  skipping  their 
freshman  year  entirely  as  the  result  of  high  achievement 
on  the  national  College-Level  Examination  Program 
(CLEP),  an  innovation  in  Florida  Southern's  testing 
procedure. 

He  added  that  139  other  new  students,  comprising  4C 
percent  of  the  freshman  class,  earned  three  to  15  hours  ol 
college  credit  on  the  CLEP  tests* 

Dr.  Thrift  said  that  a high  percentage  of  this  year's 
students  have  earned  the  Associate  in  Arts  degree  in 
junior  colleges,  and  are  classified  at  Florida  Southern  as 
juniors  with  no  loss  of  credit.

)iscussion  on  proposed  restructuring  of  the  church’s 
eneral  agencies  and  preparations  for  the  Quadrennial 
ieneral  Conference  in  1972  dominated  the  semi-annual 
leeting  of  the  United  Methodist  Church’s  Program 
'ouncil  held  recently  in  Chicago,  Illinois. 

The  body  also  heard  major  addresses  on  the 
nportance  of  support  for  the  denomination's 
redominantly-black  colleges  and  the  potential  of  cable 
devision. 

In  a series  of  discussion  groups,  many  members  of  the 
ouncil  approved  in  a general  way  the  direction  that  the 
tructure  Study  Commission  is  taking  in  relation  to  a 
roposed  Council  on  Ministries,  but  voiced  reservations 
bout  the  proposed  voting  membership  of  170  persons 
nd  another  84  ex  officio  members. 

The  Program  Council  was  told  that,  as  presently 
roposed,  the  Council  on  Ministries  intends  to  "insure 
te  development  of  a unified  and  coordinated  ongoing 
ilendar  and  program  for  the  connectional  ministries  of 
te  church,”  among  other  functions.

Times  are 
Turbulent 

Dear  Friends, 

It  is  so  easy  and  often  so 
pleasant  to  reminisce.  I 
look  back  to  the  village 
where  my  first  parsonage 
was  located.  They  told 
me  there  were  1001  resi- 
dents in  our  community. 

There  were  no  televi- 
sions. There  were  a few 
radios.  It  seems  strange, 
doesn’t  it?  But  in  that  lit- 
tle town  we  always  had 
something  to  talk  about 
— something  that  was  important. 

There  was  always  someone  seriously  ill  and  everyone 
became  concerned.  A couple  was  married,  someone  died, 
a baby  was  born  -someone  was  going  to  take  a trip! 
There  were  rumors,  suspicions,  antagonisms,  and  gossip, 
too.  There  was  always  a bit  of  turmoil,  a bit  of  surprise, 
and  a pinch  of  joy. 

But  the  person  living  in  a little  town  or  a big  city  now 
has  his  fingers  on  the  pulse-beat  of  the  world.  What 
happens  in  Vietnam,  or  Wall  Street,  or  the  World  Series, 
or  whatever  -every  bit  of  knowledge  that  is  important  is 
available  to  everyone.  AH  news  is  instantaneously 
disseminated. 

And  the  times  are  turbulent!  There  has  never  been 
another  age  like  this.  This  fact  cannot  be  contended.  But 
it  is  an  exciting  age  and  an  exciting  world.  There  is  so 
much  of  beauty  and  of  love  and  of  truth  and  of  heroism 
and  of  self-forgetful  service  and  of  hope  and  faith!  Every 
sunrise  may  be  somewhat  overcast  with  the  sorrow  and 
the  tragedy  of  mankind.

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United  Methodist  Men  Have 
Many  Opportunities  For  Service 

Motivation,  fellowship,  studs,  service  on  these  lour 
words  rests  the  reason  for  being  lor  the  organization  in 
The  United  Methodist  Church  known  as  United 
Methodist  Men. 

The  month  of  October  being  one  of  particular 
significance  to  United  Methodist  Men  in  Florida,  it 
seems  appropriate  to  speak  to  and  about  the  work  of  this 
group  in  the  local  church. 

I kindreds  of  men  from  churches  throughout  the  state 
have  spent  several  dass  at  one  of  the  annual  lay  retreats 
held  each  weekend  at  Leesburg  during  the  month  of 
October.  Thes  have  experienced  fellowship,  have  studied 
together,  have  acquired  new  motivation  through  inspired 
worship  and,  hopefully,  are  ready  to  return  to  the  local 
church  with  new  ideas,  new  enthusiasm,  new  hope  and 
new  determination  to  be  of  service. 

Questions  which  are  asked  each  local  church 
organization  of  United  Methodist  Men  when  they  report 
to  the  Board  of  the  Laity  include:  (Motivation)  What 
activities  have  been  planned  and  executed  by  your 
fellowship  that  would  motivate  your  men  to  become 
stronger  in  their  faith?  (Fellowship)  What  fellowship 
activities  have  you  had  which  may  have  helped  persons 
know  their  fellow  man  and  "to  live  in  the  spirit  of  God  in 
every  relationship?”  (Study)  What  learning  or  study 
experiences  were  made  available  by  your  fellowship  to  its 
members?  (Service)  What  has  been  your  fellowship's 
participation  in  local,  district,  conference  or  national 
projects? 

Sometimes  program  planners  are  tempted  to  think 
that  only  with  something  "new"  or  “sensational”  can 
they  best  serve  Christ  and  His  church.  The  purposes  and 
goals  of  United  Methodist  Men  are  that  of  proclaiming 
the  gospel  of  Christ  and  the  needs  of  mankind.  These  too 
are  the  goals  of  the  church  and  call  for  men  to  undergird 
the  church  as  it  seeks  to  reach  this  goal. 

Increasingly  laymen  in  the  local  church  are  being 
called  upon  to  take  a more  active  role  in  proclaiming  the 
gospel,  in  working  with  pastors  and  congregations  in 
church  renewal  through  sharing  experiences,  through 
service  to  those  in  need,  through  active  participation  in 
projects  which  make  the  church’s  ministry  to  persons  its 
number  one  priority. 

United  Methodist  Men  can  be  the  rallying  point  for 
the  men  of  the  church  to  enter  into  such  commitment  and 
service.  They  can  become  partners  in  helping  to  build  the 
kingdom  of  God. 


Cable  TV  Has  High  Potential 
For  Community  Communications 

Recognition  of  the  potential  of  cable  television  (CATV) 
and  the  church's  opportunity  to  cooperate  in  the  best  use 
of  this  important  new  means  of  communication  was 
emphasized  in  a policy  statement  recently  issued  by 
United  Methodism's  Division  of  Television,  Radio  and 
Film  Communication  (TRAFCO)  of  the  General 
Program  Council. 

first  adopted  by  TRAFCO,  the  statement  was  later 
adopted  by  the  entire  council.  It  urges  that  pastors  and 
churches  study  the  granting  of  franchises  for  CATV  in 
their  communities  “in  order  that  each  community  mas 
realize  the  greatest  potential  of  this  important  new  means 
of  communication.” 

Designed  to  be  far  more  than  | ust  a gimmick  which 


can  "bring  in  more  commercial  TV  stations  with  better 
pictures,”  CATV  can  and  will  have  tremendous  impact 
on  every  community  as  it  becomes  the  “voice  of  the 
people"  in  the  community.  The  rapid  pace  of  new 
developments,  the  proliferation  of  ideas  as  to  its  possible 
future  use,  and  the  need  for  responsible  citizens  to  be  a 
part  of  its  development,  makes  it  both  a responsibility 
and  an  opportunity  for  local  church  leaders  and  ministers 
to  become  knowledgeable  and  involved. 

According  to  TRAFCO  officials,  the  first  thing  is  to 
know  about  the  franchise  being  adopted  or  considered  in 
the  community.  They  recommend  that  in  view  of  the 
rapidity  of  developments  in  CATV  that  long  term 
franchises  not  be  considered  lest  the  community  finds 
itself  “frozen"  for  future,  and  that  the  number  of 
channels  to  be  made  available  should  not  be  less  than 
20  and  probably  should  be  nearer  40. 

The  General  Program  Council  has  authorized  the 
TRAFCO  staff  "to  continue  aggressive  research  and 
investigation  into  the  potential  of  CATV,  always  keeping 
in  mind  the  advocacy  of  public  interest.

Any  magazine 
which  seeks  to  deal  with  the  cutting  edge  of 
contemporary  problems  is  going  to  be  controversial  in 
some  circles.  But  motive  has  often  gone  far  beyond 
propriety  or  beyond  justification  for  the  causes  it  has 
espoused. 

Its  editors  hope  that  they  will  be  able  to  find  money  to 
continue  the  publication  of  their  magazine.  Persons 
knowledgeable  of  their  plight  doubt  that  they  can  bring 
this  about. 

Whatever  the  outcome,  motive  is  no  longer  United 
Methodist  Church-related. 


Obituary 

The  Rev.  Edgar  Thomas  Standifer,  74,  died  September 
26  in  Bradenton  after  a long  illness.  Born  in  Montevallo, 
Ala.,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Standifer  received  his  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  from  the  University  of  Alabama, 
Bachelor  of  Divinity  and  Master  of  Arts  from  Emory 
University  and  received  a Master  of  Systematic 
Theology  degree  from  Union  Theological  Seminary.

A Tiny  Girl 

-And  A Great  Big  Story 

Sometimes  a dream  is  born  in  the  heart  and  mind  of  one 
individual.  Sometimes,  by  some  miracle  (could  it  be  God 
at  work?)  the  same  dream  is  born  in  the  hearts  of  two  — or 
three,  or  more. 

To  tell  the  story  of  "Tiny",  a small  girl  living  in 
Belize,  British  Honduras,  we  have  an  amazing  example 
of  a dream  being  born  in  the  hearts  of  two  men.  And  who 
knows  what  dreams  and  longings  were  present  in  the 
heart  of  the  little  girl  far  away  from  the  St.  John's  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Winter  Haven?  This  is  her  story, 
but  it  is  also  the  story  of  two  men  who  dreamed  the  same 
dream,  and  the  story  of  an  entire  congregation  as  it 
became  their  dream,  too. 

The  Rev.  H.  W.  Parker,  pastor  of  St.  John’s  Church 
says,  "As  I looked  at  myself,  a minister  of  God,  1 asked 
what  can  1 do  within  the  framework  of  this  church,  to 
make  it  a better  church,  carrying  out  God’s  plans?" 

And  so  the  search  began.  And  the  dream  was  born. 
Why  not  send  three  or  four  laymen  to  the  mission  field 
and  let  them  bring  the  needs,  the  longings  and  the 
unfulfilled  hopes  back  to  the  people  of  our  church?  But,” 
says  Mr.  Parker,  “I  did  not  mention  this  to  one  soul,  not 
even  my  wife.” 

And  then  one  day  the  telephone  rang.  It  was  a 
layman,  Marlowe  Baxter,  chairman  of  the  work  area  on 
missions.  He  asked  to  come  over  as  he  had  something 
very  important  to  talk  about. 

"To  my  amazement,  " continued  Mr.  Parker,  "he 
had  the  same  idea  I had!"  For  over  a year  the  two  men 
worked  quietly  writing  the  mission  board  and 
missionaries  all  over  the  world  to  find  out  if  their  idea  of 
“search  and  relate  mission  work"  was  feasible.  The 
replies  they  received  left  no  doubt. 
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And  so  the  plan  was  put  into  effect.  Interest  and 
enthusiasm  spread  throughout  the  church  and  plans  were 
made.  The  team  of  four  went  to  British  Honduras.  There 
they  found  the  “tiny”  girl,  Hellen  Garay,  so  under- 
privileged and  under-developed  that  at  seven  years  of  age 
she  was  no  larger  than  a four  year  old.  She  had  never 
spoken  a word,  she  had  never  had  a bite  of  anything  to 
eat  except  a sort  of  gruel  or  baby  food.  Because  of  a 
harelip.  Hellen  had  a gaping  hole  on  the  right  side  of  her 
face. 

So  the  team  from  St.  John's  Church  brought  her  back 
to  the  States,  back  to  Florida,  back  to  the  loving  care  of  a 
church. 

Hellen  was  brought  to  Lakeland  General  Hospital 
where  plastic  surgeon.  Dr.  Robert  Peddy,  performed  the 
operation.  Today  Hellen  is  “eating  from  the  table”  as  the 
doctor  ordered,  and  no  more  baby  food.  Her  food  is' 
staying  down.  Before  she  left  to  fly  back  home  she  had 
mastered  Swiss  steak,  fruit  salad  and  several  vegetables. 

While  this  is  Hellen’s  story  to  a large  degree,  the  story  , 
of  what  happened  to  the  members  of  St.  John's  church  is 
even  more  exciting.  For  the  Hellen  story  was  ojily  the 
beginning  of  a continuing  and  thrilling  story  of  a church 
alive,  of  people  involved  with  open  hearts  and  minds  to  j 
the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  they  work  in  God's  ;l 
world,  at  home,  in  the  community  and  in  the  world. 

All  You  Have  To  Do  Is  Love 

These  are  the  words  of  Mrs.  Edward  (Ruth)  Bamber  who  | 
initiated  and  organized  the  tutorial  work  being  done  with 
migrant  children  in  the  Miami  area. 

Mrs.  Bamber,  whose  story  will  appear  soon  in  the 
Interpreter,  read  a series  of  articles  on  the  plight  of 
migrants.  Then,  a fire  resulted  in  the  death  of  several 
migrant  youngsters.  Mrs.  Bamber  decided  to  take  some, 
action. 

Her  plan,  originated  as  a home  mission  project  for; 
her  church,  Kendall  United  Methodist,  involved  six 
months  study  on  migrants,  the  recruitment  of  volunteers 
to  aid  migrant  children  in  their  school  work.  Twenty 
women,  many  of  them  former  school  teachers,  formed 
the  original  group.  There  were  many  obstacles  to 
overcome,  one  of  which  was  to  find  a school  that  would 
work  with  them. 

"We  found  it."  says  Mrs.  Bamber.  They  began  at  the 
Naranja  Elementary  School,  working  with  the  principal 
Dr.  William  K.  Pennebaker. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  requests  from  four 
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rincipals  plus  the  complete  blessings  of  the  migrant 
roject  manager  of  the  South  School  District.” 

Today  the  volunteer  group  numbers  66  women  and 
ne  man.  At  first  they  came  from  Kendall  Church  but 
ow  the  non-profit  program  has  women  from  all 
digions.  In  addition,  tutors  can  receive  three  credits 
■om  Miami  Dade  Junior  College  for  their  work. 

For  the  full  story  of  how  the  work  has  developed  and 
hat  is  being  done  today  watch  for  the  story  in 
nterpreter  or  contact  Mrs.  Bamber  through  the  Kendall 
hurch.

orked  with  James  A.  Shelly,  Jr.,  a contractor,  on  the 
irsonage  of  St.  John's  United  Methodist  Church.  Says 
lr.  Shelly,  “I  thought  it  would  be  mass  confusion.  I was 
ary  about  directing  them,  but  I’m  impressed  with  their 
ill i ngness  to  work.  I will  miss  them  when  they  leave  and 
ish  they  could  stay  till  the  house  is  finished.” 

The  young  people  stayed  with  local  church  groups  in 
e evenings,  visited  Spectrum  House  and  talked  with 
ice  Mayor  Virginia  Young  and  attorney  Alcee  Hastings 
i black  problems.

According  to  the  survey,  21  percent  more  persons 
ho  had  left  the  church  in  the  past  two  years  described 
sinterest  due  to  coldness  and  impersonality  of  the 
ingregation  as  the  reason  for  their  departure  than 
:cause  they  thought  the  church  was  too  liberal  or  too 
inservative.

More  Alive  At  Seventy-Five! 

This  is  the  theme  selected  by  the  First  United  Methodist 
Church  of  Miami  as  it  celebrates  75  years  of  service  to 
the  community  and  the  world  with  special  services  and 
activities  on  Sunday,  November  2 1 . 

Highlights  of  the  75th  Anniversary  Sunday  will 
include  an  “open  house”  fellowship  period  at  9:00  a.m., 
the  anniversary  sermon  by  Bishop' James  W.  Henley  at 
the  10:30  worship  service,  and  a historical  pageant  at  the 
7:00  p.m.  service,  depicting  the  life  of  First  Church. 

The  history  of  Methodism  in  Miami  goes  back  to 
1896  when  four  other  churches  were  founded  the  same 
year  as  the  founding  of  the  City  of  Miami.  All  five 
churches  were  presented  a 75th  anniversary  plaque  from 
the  city  by  Mayor  David  Kennedy  at  a meeting  of  the 
City  Commission  on  September  9. 

The  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  Miami  was 
created  in  1966  by  the  merger  of  Trinity  and  White 
Temple  Churches.  White  Temple  was  organized  in  1896 
and  Trinity  in  1898.  For  seventy  years  these  two  great 
downtown  churches  ministered  to  the  Miami  community. 
Now,  as  the  First  United  Methodist  Church,  the 
tradition  of  service  continues  as  this  vital  congregation  is 
deeply  involved  in  all  that  is  going  on  in  downtown 
M iami. 

Representatives  of  the  church  recently  attended 
ground-breaking  rites  for  the  new  branch  of  the 
downtown  Miami-Dade  Junior  College,  directly  across 
the  street  from  the  church.  The  church  has  opened  its 
doors  to  the  college  as  21  college  classes  are  meeting  in 
the  church’s  educational  building. 

So  the  theme  for  the  celebration  becomes  not  only  a 
theme,  but  a watchword,  a slogan,  a reality  First 
Church,  Miami  is  “More  Alive  at  Seventy-Five!” 
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M uric  Palmer,  a member  of  the  hirst 
i nited  Methodist  Church  of  Ft. 
Myers  and  graduate  of  Florida 
Southern  College,  has  entered  the 
Perkins  School  of  Theology , Dallas.

A note  of  appreciation  from 
Mabel  Michel  who  vvorks  in 
Mocambique,  Africa,  says,  “I  want 
to  thank  you  especially  for  your 
contribution  of  $420  through  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  bicycles  for 
our  pastors.  We  look  forward  to 
your  continued  support.” 

Mrs.  Michel  concludes,  “There 
never  was  a time  when  missionary 
service  was  more  needed  than  today 
and  there  has  never  been  greater 
opportunity.  We  hope  that  our  home 
churches  will  be  awakened  to  this 
need  and  come  to  our  aid."

Three  purposes  should  be  kept  in  mind,  says  Mr.  Wallace.  (1)  Tc 
Acknowledge:  (2)  to  Celebrate;  (3)  to  Respond. 

In  the  event  that  you  do  not  have  access  to  this  article  in  the  Interpreter  we 
are  reproducing  a portion  of  it  here: 

We  have  seven  work  areas  of  concern  as  local  churches  in  mission.  De- 
pending upon  the  si/e  of  the  congregation  and  the  availability  of  time  and 
talent,  we  could  bring  up  to  seven  gifts  to  Christ  this  year. 

(1)  Ecumenical  Affairs:  This  is  our  newest  area.  Could  one  event  be 
scheduled  during  Advent,  in  cooperation  with  another  denomination,  to  give 
witness  to  the  universal  church? 

(2)  Education:  This  response  max  be  made  by  providing  materials  and 
incentives  for  home-oriented  observances  of  Christmas. 

(3)  Evangelism:  Perhaps  we  could  tell  more  personallx  and  persuasively 
the  Good  News  at  Christmas  time. 

(4)  Missions:  The  setting  of  Christmas  lakes  us  acrosN  the  seas  to  distant 
places  and  different  peoples.  An  Advance  Special  gift  would  be  a most 
appropriate  project. 

(5)  Social  Concerns:  Christmas  baskets  and  clothing  are  worthy  gifts,  but 
too  often  they  are  impersonal.  Would  it  be  possible  to  “go  beyond  the  basket" 
and  share  a little  more  of  ourselves  with  persons  w ho  receive  the  baskets? 

(6)  Stewardship:  Christmas  offerings  are  almost  always  on  the  agenda. 
Can  the  cause  behind  the  offering  be  made  more  personal?  Can  the  response 
be  more  than  money? 

(7)  Worship:  This  is  the  atmosphere  we  should  seek  for  each  of  the 
activities  listed  above.

the  Sunday  School  attendance  study  made  last  year  in 
; districts  of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference,  results 
>wed  that  54  churches  participated  in  the  study  and 
it  the  average  attendance  increase  was  964  over  a 
ee-month  period. 

Initiated  and  directed  by  Bishop  James  W.  Henley, 
study  emphasis  on  Sunday  School  attendance  in  54 
lited  Methodist  Churches  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  a 
tilar  plan  on  a conference-wide  basis. 

The  annual  conference  at  its  1971  June  meeting 
proved  the  recommendation  and  a Sunday  School 
tendance  Committee  was  appointed.  The  campaign 
underway  the  first  Sunday  in  November  and  will 


conclude  the  last  Sunday  in  April,  1972. 

In  light  of  the  fact  that  some  of  the  churches  which 
participated  in  the  study  last  year  were  unable  to  have 
any  increase  whatsoever  and  on  the  other  hand 
experienced  a decline,  the  average  increase  of  964  shows 
that  some  churches  experienced  a remarkable  increase  in 
average  attendance.  It  is  hoped  that  many  churches  will 
become  actively  involved  in  the  Sunday  School 
attendance  effort.

B v Robert  M.  Temple,  Jr. 

Recently  the  Reader's  Digest  joined  the  ranks  of  those 
legion  numbers  who  are  bombarding  the  church.  In  doing 
so  it  picked  up  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  familiar 
hammers  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

In  two  articles  in  the  October  and  November,  1971 
issues,  free-lance  writer  Clarence  W.  Hall  sought  to 
express  his  critique  with  what  a United  Methodist  leader 
(The  Rev.  Eugene  Smith,  United  Methodist  minister, 
former  missionary,  and  now  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
New  York  office  of  the  WCC),  called  “unsubstantiated 
charges,  mis-statements  of  fact,  distorted  reporting, 
(and)  quotation  of  statements  out  of  context  . . . 

“The  total  effect  of  these  articles  is  to  present  a false 
picture  of  the  World  Council ...” 

To  begin  with.  Hall  casts  unfounded  aspersions 
against  the  Council  in  the  very  title  he  uses  for  his  first 
installment:  “Must  Our  Churches  Finance  Revolution?” 
Robert  .1.  Marshall,  president  of  The  Eutheran  Church  in 
America,  claims  that  such  a title  requires  a prior 
question:  "Are  Our  Churches  Financing  Revolution?” 
The  answer  to  that  question,  especially  in  regard  to  the 
WCC  Program  to  Combat  Racism,  is  "No." 

The  eye-catching  blurb  above  the  article  title  casts  the 
aspersion  even  further:  “Preaching  the  gospel  of  racial 
justice,  the  World  Council  of  Churches  is  using  church 
power  and  church  funds  to  back  insurrection  in  the 
United  States  and  Africa.  Is  this  what  Christ  taught?” 
(Though  the  caption  of  the  article  claims  that  the  Council 
backs  insurrection  in  the  U.  S.,  the  content  of  the  article 
offers  no  justification  for  such  a claim.) 

Response  to  such  an  outlandish  charge  is  given  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Smith  as  follows: 

"In  1970,  the  Central  Committee  (of  the  WCC) 
established  a $500,000  Special  Fund  to  Combat  Racism, 
with  the  first  $200,000  allocated  by  the  WCC  and 
$300,000  to  come  through  special  contributions  of 
member  churches.  The  fund  went  directly  to  the 
organization  of  blacks  in  Southern  Africa,  and  to  racially 
oppressed  groups  in  other  areas  of  the  w orld. 

As  in  all  previous  relief  efforts,  the  funds  were  given 
for  humanitarian  purposes,  and  earmarked  for  specific 
health,  welfare,  and  educational  programs  . . . 

Does  that  sound  like  financing  “revolution”  or 
“insurrection”?  Does  that  reflect  “church  power”? 
Clearly,  the  money  was  used  for  people  in  need,  for 
humanitarian  purposes,  earmarked  for  health,  welfare, 
and  education  "for  the  least  of  these  my  brethren.” 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Council,  funds  can  only 
be  used  “for  programs  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  the 
Council.”  The  World  Council  does  not  condone  violence. 
Consequently,  Council  funds  have  never  been  used  to 
finance  violence.  The  Council  has  stipulated  that  fund

grants  go  to  “organizations  of  oppressed  racial  groups! 
supporting  victims  of  racial  injustice  whose  purposes  are! 
not  inconsistent  with  the  general  purposes  of  the  World! 
Council.” 

Thus  the  grants  were  contributed  either  for  refugees! 
or  for  people  living  in  areas  under  control  of  I i berat ion istl 
groups.  The  money  was  used  for  school  improvement, 
teacher  training,  technical  training,  medical  centers,: 
hospitals,  food  and  clothing  provision,  legal  aid  fori 
apartheid  prisoners,  and  housing  for  refugees,  widows,) 
and  orphans. 

“Revolution?”  "Insurrection?"  You  decide,  dear 
reader! 

Mr.  Hall  also  makes  unfounded  accusations  against! 
the  WCC  regarding  efforts  in  ministering  to  American • 
youth  evading  military  service.  He  claims  that  the 
Council  sought  to  raise  funds  to  support  "draft-dodgers” 
and  “deserters”  in  Canada  and  Sweden.  He  evidently 
confused  a three-year  program  of  pastoral  counseling 
and  emergency  care  to  the  35,000  American  boys  in 
Canada  (there  is  no  such  program  in  Sweden)  with 
something  sinister  and  unpatriotic.  This  ministry  to 
youth  “in  dispersion"  costs  $70,000  a year.  Again,  it  is  a 
ministry  to  persons  in  special  circumstances  and  with 
special  needs.  Just  because  we  might  not  agree  with  them,1 
does  that  mean  we  should  not  care  for  them  in  the  name] 
of  Christ?  Does  that  mean  that  they  are  undeserving  of 
Christ's  ministry  and  compassion? 

In  his  second  article  Mr.  Hall  continued  his  critique 
but  from  the  vantage  point  of  the  old  communist  line.: 
The  blurb  above  the  title  reads:  “Has  this  ‘ecclesiastical 
United  Nations'  become  just  another  platform  from 
which  communism  seeks  to  flay  the  free  world?" 

Again,  misrepresentations  dot  his  argument.  He 
claims  that  no  speeches  were  allowed  when  Eastern 
churches  were  voted  in.  The  fact  is  that  each  church  was 
communicated  with  months  in  advance  and  had: 
opportunity  to  interpret  its  vote.  Hall  declares  that  the! 
Russian  Orthodox  Church  overdominates  the  Council 
with  an  inflated  claim  of  70  million  members.  The  fact  is 
that  they  actually  have  less  representation  than  the  I0| 
million-member  United  Methodist  Church.  He  also! 
indicates  that  the  “Soviet-bloc  churches”  have  a “virtual 
veto”  over  Council  decisions.  This  is  simply  untrue  as: 
Council  records  bear  out. 

It  is  getting  so  that  one  must  question  everything  he 
reads.  This  is  particularly  true  with  magazines  which  use 
sensationalism  to  remain  alive  in  an  age  of  the  death  of 
the  popular  periodical.  The  temptation  of  the  magazines 
is  to  print  what  people  are  willing  to  buy.  We  must 
always  keep  the  thought  before  us  that  even  the  largest': 
circulating  magazines  in  the  world  are  ultimately  and 
finally  interested  in  not  so  much  reporting  the  truth,  but! 
rather,  this  above  all  making  money. 

One  last  word  I for  one  am  willing  to  trust  the 
leadership  of  my  own  denomination  and  that  of  the 
World  Council  as  they  seek  sincerely  and  honorably  to 
fulfill  a ministry  in  the  name  of  and  for  the  sake  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Savior  and  Lord.

Meet  This  Year’s  Indian  Student 

Ruth  Frey  is  this  year’s  student  from  India  at  Florida 
Southern  College  on  a “love  offering”  scholarship 
sponsored  by  the  Florida  Conference  Women’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

She  is  here  for  a year  of  special  studies  after  attending 
Isabella  Thoburn  College  in  India,  a 101-year-old  Meth- 
odist institution  for  women. 

When  Ruth  returns  home  she  hopes  to  be  able  to  open 
an  orphanage  or  perhaps  a community  center  for  the 
underprivileged. 

Her  family  became  Christians  when  her  great 
grandfather  was  befriended  by  an  Englishman  named 
Frey,  and  he  changed  the  family  name. 

At  Florida  Southern,  Ruth  is  especially  interested  in 
educational  courses,  English  literature  and  geography, 
and  such  free  time  activities  as  music,  debating, 
dramatics,  and  intramural  games  for  coeds. 

Unlike  most  previous  Indian  students  at  Florida 
Southern,  she  seldom  wears  her  colorful  saris  around 
campus,  preferring  to  dress  like  the  other  coeds  because 
“they  are  more  comfortable  and  easier  to  take  care  of 
compared  to  our  saris,  which  must  be  ironed  every  day.” 

Miss  Frey  finds  ESC  “liberal”  compared  to  Indian 
Schools,  and  finds  the  college  has  more  helpful  aids  in  the 
way  of  audio-visuals,  reference  books,  and  more  areas  of 
specialization.  Professors  are  more  “relaxed  and  open,” 
she  says,  and  permit  more  classroom  discussion. 

She  also  .enjoys  the  food  at  Florida  Southern. 
“American  students  don't  realize  how  well  off  they  are,” 
she  said  in  recalling  the  scarcity  of  food  in  many  sections 
of  India. 

She  has  pledged  a social  sorority.  Delta  Zeta,  and 
likes  it. 


Board  Of  Laity  To  Nominate 
New  Lay  Leader  At  Meeting 

Nomination  of  a new  Florida  Conference  lay  leader  to 
succeed  William  A.  Meadows,  Jr.,  Miami,  next  June  will 
be  a principal  order  of  business  at  the  January  15  meeting 
of  the  Conference  Board  of  the  Laity  at  Florida  Southern 
College,  Lakeland. 

The  Discipline  requires  that  the  Conference  lay  leader 
be  nominated  by  the  Board  of  the  Laity,  by  written 
ballot,  and  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

Meadows,  who  is  relinquishing  the  post  after  eight 
years  of  service,  said  nomination  of  a new  lay  leader  at 
the  board's  January  meeting  would  give  him  time  to 
become  familiar  with  his  responsibilities  prior  to  his 
formal  election  by  the  Annual  Conference  in  June. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  the  Laity,  in  addition  to 
general  officers,  include  district  lay  leaders  and  their 
associate  lay  leaders,  district  superintendents,  the 
Conference  presidents  of  United  Methodist  Men,  the 
Youth  Council  on  Ministries,  and  the  Women's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

United  Methodist  Giving 
In  Florida  Shows  Increase 

United  Methodists  of  Florida  gave  ten  percent  more  to 
mission  causes  outside  of  the  local  church  in  the  first  ten 
months  of  1971  than  in  the  same  months  of  1970, 
according  to  Leroy  Northrup  of  Lakeland.  United 
Methodist  Conference  central  treasurer. 

Substantial  increases  in  giving  were  shown  in  these 
funds:  Christian  Service  Fund,  including  World  Service, 
up  15%;  District  Work,  up  24%;  Florida  United  Meth- 
odist Spanish  Ministry,  up  80%;  Ministerial  Education, 
up  20%;  and  the  United  Methodist  Student  Loan  Fund, 
up  340%! 

Nine-month  national  records  list  Florida  as  leading 
all  eleven  United  Methodist  areas  in  the  Southeast  in 
voluntary  mission  giving  to  both  overseas  relief  and 
national  missions. 

Florida  ranked  fourth  in  world  mission  giving  for  the 
first  nine  months  of  1971.  Over  66%  of  the  annual 
conference  budget  apportionments  had  been  paid  by  the 
700  United  Methodist  churches  at  the  end  of  42  weeks  of 
this  year,  October  reports  showed.  This  1971  Christian 
Service  Lund  giving  was  an  increase  of  $279,000  over  the 
same  period  of  1 970. 

Conference  officials  predict  a collection  rate  of  94  to 
95  percent  of  the  $3.2  million  budget  for  1971,  a sharp 
reversal  of  the  downward  trend  in  giving  in  the  past 
several  years.

Y outh  Who  Care  . . . 

Or  How  To  Spend  A Weekend 


This  story  comes  from  Mrs.  Audrey  Vickers  who  is  a full 
time  "new  shen”  (with  the  Palm  Beach  Times),  president 
of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  her 
church  (First  United  Church,  West  Palm  Beach),  but 
most  of  all  a woman  who  knows,  understands,  and  loves 
\ oung  people! 

Mrs.  Vickers'  story  about  the  way  a group  of 
UMYF's  spent  a weekend  appeared  in  the  Palm 
Beach  Times.  Here  it  is: 

About  25  young  people  recently  traveled  nearly  300 
miles  round  trip  "doing  their  thing”  but  with  a 
significant  difference:  They  were  doing  it  for  others! 

The  young  people  from  First  United  Church,  West 
Palm  Beach,  decided  to  share  their  “work  talents”  and 
help  a former  local  minister  and  his  wife  reads  a day-care 
center  for  an  influx  of  Spanish-speaking  migrant  children 
at  Zolfo  Springs  in  1 lardee  County. 

Under  the  direction  of  their  youth  coordinator,  Guy 
Hufman,  the  young  people  planned  their  menus,  packed 
their  sleeping  bags,  brought  their  own  cleaning  rags  and 
paint  brushes  and  set  out  late  Friday  for  Zolfo  Springs. 

The)  were  met  there  by  the  Rev.  Cesar  Benitez, 
formerly  a pastor  to  a local  Spanish-speaking  congrega- 
tion. The  Rev.  Mr.  Benitez  is  now  in  charge  of  the 
Spanish  Ministry  in  Hardee  Count)  as  well  as  pastor  of 
the  Zolfo  Springs  church. 

The  day-care  center  is  composed  of  a complex 
containing  a new,  concrete  block  structure  for  the 
children:  a tins  frame  cottage  for  the  center  director, 
Mrs.  Colvina  Colon  of  West  Palm  Beach:  a frame 
building  where  used  clothing  is  provided  for  the  migrant 
families,  and  a very  large,  heavily  grassed  yard. 

There  were  windows,  bathrooms  and  a kitchen  to 
clean:  cribs,  tables  and  chairs  to  be  painted;  a playground 
to  move:  clothes  to  sort  and  move;  drapes  to  hang:  and 
erass  to  mow ! 

The  R e\  Mr.  Benitezs  dilemma  was  simple  the 
Spanish  congregation  was  in  the  North  en  route  to 
Florida,  so  couldn't  be  called  upon  to  help.  He  and  his 


wife  Marion  had  performed  much  of  the  post- 
construction  w ork  and  furniture-moving  themselves. 

When  news  of  his  plight  reached  the  local  Youth 
Fellowships  both  junior  and  senior  high  school 
age  the  work  part)  materialized  quickly. 

Workers  slept  inside  the  center  on  the  floor.  On 
Saturday  the  job  of  cleaning,  painting,  mow  ing,  etc.,  w as 
accomplished.  When  the  teen-agers  left  less  than  24 
hours  later  the  center  stood  polished  and  shining,  neatly 
arranged  w ith  its  spotless  furniture  and  a small  but  loving 
Christian  staff  read)  to  meet  its  tin)  occupants  this  week. 

According  to  Mrs.  Vickers,  who  headlined  her  article 
"A  Sparkle  Put  in  Day  Center"  some  of  the  sparkle 
traveled  home  with  the  young  people  who  were  obviously 
impressed  and  full  of  gratitude  for  having  the 
opportunity  for  seeing  and  doing  something  construc- 
tive and  loving!

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Concern,  Effort  Can 
Make  A Difference 

rwo  years  ago  the  commission  on  education  of  the  First 
Jnited  Methodist  Church  of  Brandon  discovered  that 
vhile  church  membership  had  increased  13%,  the  Sunday 
school  attendance  had  declined  three  percent! 

These  alarming  figures  were  the  stimulus  for  the 
:ommission  to  evaluate  its  program  and  to  make  a 
:oncerted  effort  to  prevent  further  decline. 

The  chairman  of  the  commission  on  education.  Bob 
dines,  proposed  a campaign  slogan  Lend  a 
7inger  Receive  a Hand.  Five  Sundays  in  March  and 
kpril  were  set  aside  for  the  campaign  with  the  emphasis 
>n  encouraging  adult  members  of  the  congregation  who 
vere  not  involved  in  Sunday  School,  along  with  inactive 
hildren  and  youth,  to  pledge  themselves  to  attend 
sunday  School  for  these  five  Sundays. 

The  pastor  of  the  church,  the  Rev.  Ray  Harrison, 
tarted  the  campaign  by  preaching  on  the  importance  of 
rhristian  education.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  service,  the 
:ongregation  was  invited  to  sign  pledge  cards  which 
ndicated  their  decision  to  attend  Sunday  School  for  the 
ive  Sundays  of  the  campaign.  A stub  on  the  card  was 
orn  off  and  passed  down  the  aisle  to  ushers  who  placed 
hem  on  the  altar  of  the  church  for  dedication. 

Each  person  signing  a pledge  card  had  a picture  of  a 
land  with  the  dates  of  the  five  Sundays  noted  on  the  five 
ingers,  and  they  wore  these  on  their  lapels  around  the 
:hurch. 

The  goal  was  to  have  a 20%  increase,  but  there  was  a 
10%  increase!  The  skeptics  predicted  that  the  attendance 
ncrease  would  be  short-lived,  but  experience  has  proved 
hat  the  increase  has  never  dropped  below  the  40%  in  the 
wo  years  following  the  campaign.  When  the  campaign 
Parted  the  average  attendance  at  Sunday  School  was 
!98.  The  average  attendance  for  the  last  three  Sundays 
las  been  326! 

A growing  church  in  a growing  community  came  to 
he  realization  that  their  Sunday  School  could  decline 
ind  die  just  as  a church  can  decline  and  die. 

Concern,  effort  and  enthusiasm,  with  quality 
ducation,  is  the  secret  of  continuing  growth.

Florida  Southern 

3TC  is  no  longer  a required  subject  for  Florida 
lUthern  College  male  freshmen  and  sophomores. 

Dr.  Charles  T.  Thrift,  Jr.,  FSC  president,  said  the 
cision  to  end  mandatory  ROTC  participation  was 
ade  last  year,  to  become  effective  this  fall,  in 
nsultation  with  the  army’s  representative.  Col. 
rnneth  Webber,  professor  of  military  science  and 
mmanding  officer  of  the  ROTC  program. 

"The  transition  to  a voluntary  program  has  been 
moth,  and  student  and  faculty  support  has  been 
cellenl,”  Dr.  Thrift  said. 

"When  compared  to  the  experience  of  other  colleges 
lich  have  changed  from  a mandatory  to  a voluntary 
DTC  program,  Florida  Southern  did  much  better  in  the 
rollment  of  sophomores  and  freshmen,"  he  added, 
sorting  that  118  FSC  students  are  in  the  program, 
rluding  31  juniors  in  the  advanced  courses  for  potential 
reers  as  military  officers.  In  addition,  23  students  Irons 
>lk  Community  College  in  nearby  Bartow  are  also 
<ing  ROTC  training  at  FSC. 

Dr.  Thrift  said  the  army  has  awarded  14  FSC 
idents  ROTC  scholarships  valued  at  $2,500  annually 
■tuition,  fees,  books  and  subsistence.

Sexton  Book  Listed 
As  ‘Must’  Reading 

it  may  not  hit  the  best-seller  list,  but  Listening  to  the 
Church  by  Virgil  Wesley  Sexton  (Abingdon  Press,  $2.75) 
ought  to  be  required  reading  for  every  concerned  United 
Methodist. 

So  said  Bishop  Eugene  Frank,  writing  in  the  Missouri 
Methodist  October  issue.  The  158-page  book  grows  out 
of  months  of  intensive  study  and  listening  to  grassroots 
opinions  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Sexton,  who  is 
assistant  secretary  for  planning  for  the  church’s  Pro- 
gram Council. 

The  book,  in  effect,  is  a report  back  to  the  church  on 
what  church  members  have  been  saying  about  general 
trends,  issues  and  church  needs  as  they  see  them  for  the 
70’s. 

“I  have  waited  a long  time  for  this  book,”  Bishop 
Frank  wrote.  “After  reading  and  contemplating  it,  I 
believe  it  is  a realistic  profile  of  grass  roots  opinion. 
Many  of  you  will  find  yourselves  in  this  book.” 


The  October  issue  of  The  Interpreter  gives  some  of 
the  flavor  of  the  Sexton  book  by  reprinting  the 
introduction  to  the  volume,  written  by  Bishop  W.  Ralph 
Ward  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  president  of  the  Program 
Council,  and  the  final  chapter. 

Editor  James  M.  Wall  of  Christian  Advocate  devotes 
his  leading  editorial  in  the  October  14  issue  to  Dr. 
Sexton’s  book  and  some  of  the  questions  it  raises, 
especially  the  tension  between  self-determination  and 
expert  guidance. 

Across  the  church,  other  leaders  and  editors  are 
commenting  upon  it  editorially  or  in  their  public 
addresses.  The  book  is  receiving  much  well-deserved 
attention. 

In  popular  language,  the  book  reports  reactions  from 
the  field  as  discovered  through  more  than  100  hearings, 
some  2,000  tear-sheet  questionnaires  returned  from  an 
earlier  issue  of  The  Interpreter  and  22,000  longer  field 
instruments  used  by  individuals  and  various  groupings. 

Responses  have  been  phenomenal.  One  bishop  called 
it  “the  widest  response  that  I have  ever  observed  in  The 
United  Methodist  Church  or  in  the  former  Methodist 
Church.  I am  astounded  and  pleased.” 

One  of  the  results  of  the  studies  that  surprises  the 
reader  — and  which  admittedly  surprised  the  author 
himself  -is  the  revelation  that  there  are  no  radical 
regional  differences  on  denominational  priorities  for  the 
70's. 

Some  of  the  “churchly  priorities”  the  study  reveals 
are:  more  lay  involvement  at  all  levels  of  decision 
making,  seeking  commitment  to  God  and  a resulting 
commitment  to  service,  dealing  with  the  crisis  in 
professional  ministry,  clarifying  communication 
channels  in  the  church,  and  the  need  for  more 
opportunities  to  designate  funds. 

Anyone  who  reads  the  book  carefully  will  sense  that  it 
is  the  intention  of  Dr.  Sexton  and  the  Program  Council’s 
Division  of  Coordination,  Research  and  Planning  to 
avoid  any  handed-down  program.  As  Bishop  Ward  puts 
it  in  his  introduction,  "In  this  study  the- grass  roots  have 
been  reliably  heard  from  and  a plan  of  action  has  ‘come 
up’  rather  than  being  ‘handed  down’.”

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I uncr. il  services  for  l he  Rev.  W illiam  B.  Mundy,  60, 
widelv -known  pastor  anil  former  Horida  Southern 
( ollege  official,  were  held  November  I I in  Lakeland  at 
the  Wesley  Memorial  United  Methodist  C hurch.  where 
he  served  as  pastor  from  1947  to  1950. 

He  died  unexpectedly  November  X in  Apalachicola 
while  en  route  to  Pensacola  to  lake  part  in  a high  school 
"college  night”  program. 

Since  June,  1970,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mundy  had  served  as 
I lorida  representative  and  assistant  to  the  president  of 
Andrew  College,  Cuthbert,  Ga.,  a United  Methodist 
junior  college. 

A native  of  Buchanan,  Va.,  and  a graduate  ol  Llorida 
Southern,  he  transferred  to  the  Horida  Conference  in 
1936  and  for  the  next  14  years  served  pastorates  at 
Pinecaslle-Conway,  Callahan,  Dania,  Key  West,  Miami 
and  Lakeland. 

In  1953,  after  serving  three  years  as  Conference 
evangelist,  he  joined  the  stall  of  Horida  Southern  as 
director  of  alumni  relations,  and  later  served  as  director 
of  admissions  and  counseling.  While  at  Florida  Southern 
he  also  served  as  pastor  of  the  Ridge  Manor  Church, 
Lakeland  District.  He  took  sabbatical  leave  in  1970  to 
work  for  Andrew  College. 

Survivors  include  his  widow,  Mrs.  Julia  Sessions 
Mund\  of  Lakeland:  two  sons,  Allen  ol  Tallahassee  and 
Was  ne  of  Bartow . 


Dr.  Claude  Thompson,  63,  professor  at  Candler  School 
of  Theology,  Emory  University,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  a 
member  of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference,  died  Oct.  16 
after  a lingering  illness. 

Dr.  Thompson  was  born  in  Maryland.  He  received 
his  education  at  Asbury  College,  Wilmore,  Ky.,  and  at 
Drew  University,  Madison,  N.  .1. 

In  1932  he  was  married  to  Miss  Sue  Chapman 
Lovelace,  who  survives  him.  He  is  also  survived  by  three 
daughters,  Mrs.  Robert  Casey  of  Virginia,  Mrs.  Charles 
Stevenson  of  Tucker,  Georgia  and  Mrs.  William 
Youngblood  of  M ississippi.

Fuster  School  Shows  Type  of  Work  Done 


causes  them  to  do  pooriy  in  a second  language  in  which 
they  feel  unsure. 

Spanish  is  a phonetic  language.  It  has  been 
discovered  that  children  in  the  fifth. "sixth  and  seventh 
grades  who  are  given  a crash  course  in  reading  Spanish 
make  marked  improvements  in  reading  English.  Many 
hispanic  children  are  far  behind  in  their  ability  to  read 
English,  thus  they  are  behind  in  all  their  courses. 

The  Fuster  School  operates  on  the  premise  that  if  a 
child  learns  his  mother  tongue  first  and  gains  confidence 
in  himself,  reading  becomes  a pleasure.  Then  he  is  able  to 
move  very  quickh  into  a second  language  and  do  belter 
in  that  second  language  than  he  would  have  done  starting 
w ith  that  language  alone. 

Often,  too,  if  a child  is  forced  to  read  and  speak 
English  alone,  he  begins  to  get  the  impression  that  his 
first  language  and  background  are  inferior.  Then  he 
begins  to  feel  different,  or  inferior.  The  loss  of  identity 
causes  all  sorts  of  emotional  problems. 

Fuster  School  helps  the  children  know  the  richness  ol 
their  own  hispanic  background  while  giving  them  a keen 
appreciation  of  U.  S.  historv  and  heritage. 

Some  of  the  children  come  with  reading  anc 
emotional  problems.  Small  classes  make  individua 
attention  possible. 

Mr.  Don  Hancock,  a Fund  for  Reconciliatior 
volunteer,  with  skills  in  this  field,  gives  special,  individua 
attention  to  these  children.  The  school  finds  that  childrcr 
can  learn  two  languages  as  easily  as  one.  When  the\ 
finish  the  fourth  grade  at  Fuster  School  they  are  wel 
prepared  for  public  school. 

The  school  is  named  in  honor  of  the  late  Bishof 
Angel  E.  Fuster  of  Cuba,  an  outstanding  world  Christian 
leader.  His  w idow.  M rs.  Hilda  Fuster,  is  employed  at  tin 
United  Methodist  Building  in  Fakeland  as  head  of  th< 
audio-visual  library. 

In  addition  to  full  courses  in  English  and  Spanish,  tht 
Fuster  School  also  conducts  courses  in  Bible  anc 
Christian  literature. 

This  school  is  onl\  one  of  the  projects  of  the  Florid; 
Spanish  Ministry .

All  churches  arc  urged  to  give  special  emphasis  to  the 
work  of  the  Spanish  Ministry  and  to  lake  a special 
offering  for  the  continuation  of  this  vital  mission  thrust. 

The  Spanish  Ministry  provides  for  pastoral  support, 
youth  work,  day  care  programs,  family  and  employment 
counseling,  medical  assistance,  a ministry  to  farm 
workers,  a chaplain  to  incoming  refugees,  summer 
enrichment  to  inner  city  children,  community  develop- 
ment and  a number  of  other  services  to  the  400,000 
hispanic  people  of  Florida. 

One  of  the  outstanding  examples  of  this  kind  of 
creative  service  in  the  inner  city  is  the  Fuster  Memorial 
School  at  the  Tamiami  Church  in  Miami. 

This  hi-lingual,  bi-cullural  school  serves  some  150 
children  from  kindergarten  to  the  fourth  grade.

The  call  for  the  offering  was  issued  by  the  Council  of 
ihops  in  their  recent  meeting  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
ncurrence  in  the  call  has  been  given  by  the  Council  on 
Drld  Service  and  Finance  in  Evanston,  111.  The 
nimum  goal  of  the  offering  is  $ 1 ,000,000. 

The  mass  exodus  of  more  than  9,500,000  refugees 
m East  Pakistan  into  India  has  been  described"  by 
ief  leaders  as  the  worst  human  tragedy  of  history. 
Neither  the  Biafra  nor  Palestine  problems  “even 
tin  to  look  like  the  tragedy  of  the  East  Pakistan 
ugee  situation,”  said  the  Rev.J.  Harry  Haines,  United 
;thodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  executive 
Tetary. 

The  refugees  are  Bengalie  people,  citizens  of 
kistan.  About  80  percent  of  the  refugees  are  Hindu 

1 about  19  percent  Muslim— the  official  religion  of 
kistan.  A small  number  (perhaps  50,000)  are 
ristian. 

Malnutrition  is  rampant.  Food  supplements,  espe- 
lly  milk  and  high  protein  foods,  are  needed,  as  well  as 
thing,  blankets  — even  sheets  of  plastic  to  keep  rain  out 
huts. 

Medical  attention  is  also  a desperate  need.  Indian 
:tors  and  nurses  have  volunteered  to  work  in  the 
nps.  Many  are  from  United  Methodist  hospitals  and 


We  are  aware  that  the  Jan.  9 date  set  by  the 
Bishops  for  refugee  relief  offering  may  be  in 
conflict  with  our  own  Spanish  Ministry  offering 
scheduled  for  January  16.  In  order  that  Florida 
United  Methodists  may  have  opportunity  to 
respond  to  both,  pastors  are  free  to  set  a date  more 
suitable  for  their  congregations. 


dhiana  and  Vellore  Medical  Colleges.  Our  dollars  can 
medicines  and  supplies  into  their  hands. 


The  United  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Reliej 
joins  with  other  Christian  relief  agencies  to  support  the 
Christian  Agency  for  Social  Action,  which  is  the  reliej 
arm  of  the  Christian  churches  of  India.  Milk  is  supplied 
to  150,000  persons  a day  as  a vital  supplement  to  the 
inadequate  diet. 


According  to  Bishop  Ralph  T.  Alton,  chairman  of 
U MCOR,  the  date  of  Jan.  9,  suggested  by  the  bishops  for 
the  offering,  is  important,  but  not  nearly  so  important  as 
giving  United  Methodists  a chance  to  give.  “If  you 
cannot  receive  the  offering  on  January  9,  do  it  on  some 
other  date.  But  soon,”  says  Bishop  Alton. 

Publicity  materials  have  been  sent  out  to  all  pastors 
and  district  superintendents  have  received  offering 
envelopes  for  distribution. 

All  money  given  in  response  to  the  appeal  will  go 
directly  into  relief  programs  to  aid  the  refugees.  The 
work  is  administered  by  the  United  Methodist 
Committee  for  Overseas  Relief,  which  already  has  sent 
some  money  for  food,  clothing  and  medical  work. 


estimated  nine  and  one-half  million  people  have  fled  from  their  homes  in  East  Pakistan  in  terror.  Most  of  them  are 
now  living  in  relief  camps  in  India.  They  live  amid  mud  and  dirt,  protected  by  leaky  thatch  or  thin  canvas. 
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Missionaries  Come  Home  For 
Furlough  Stay  In  Florida 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Curran  L.  Spottswood,  missionaries 
in  the  Phil i ppi nes,  are  currently  home  on  furlough. 

Many  of  our  congregations  have  known  of  the 
outstanding  work  of  the  Spottswoods  and  welcome  them 
home.  They  are  already  busily  engaged  in  speaking  to 
local  and  district  groups  about  their  work. 

The  Spottswoods  went  to  the  Philippines  right  after 
the  second  world  war,  in  1946.  They  were  the  first 
Methodist  missionaries  to  go  to  tropical  Mindanao.  Here 
they  developed  rural  centers  which  sponsored  medical 
and  dental  clinics,  agricultural  extension  services, 
education  and  evangelistic  work.  Two  high  schools  were 
begun  under  their  leadership.  Mrs.  Spottswood  is  also  an 
ordained  minister. 

They  have  served  in  Puerto  Princessa,  Palawan,  and 
are  currently  assigned  to  San  Jose,  Occidental  M indoro.

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The  Role  Of  The  Pastor 

Responsibility  of  the  pastoral  ministry 

as  it  faces  the  needs  and  concerns 
of  Florida  agriculture — labor  and  growers 


By  Lloyd  Knox 

Recently  1 was  asked  to  write  something  to  help  pastors 
understand  the  present  farm-labor  situation  in  Florida. 
In  no  way  do  I pretend  to  be  an  expert  in  the  field.  I am 
not  now  and  never  have  been  a farm  worker  or  a grower. 

As  Christian  ministers  we  all  have  a deep  concern  for 
the  grower  and  the  farm  worker  alike,  with  special 
preoccupation  for  the  migratory  laborer. 

In  this  day  of  amazing  affluence  in  our  nation,  most 
of  us  seek,  and  almost  take  for  granted  as  basic  U.  S. 
rights,  at  least  two  things  — welli-being  and  security. 

Well-being  includes  having  an  adequate  home, 
sanitary  conditions,  proper  food,  mobility,  a certain 
degree  of  freedom,  good  schools,  year  'round  work  and 
dependable  income.  Security  usually  means  hospital- 
ization insurance,  adequate  retirement  benefits 
(including  social  security),  disability  protection, 
workmen's  compensation,  unemployment  compensation, 
and  a number  of  other  safeguards  which  insure  that  we 
and  our  loved  ones  do  not  become  helpless  due  to  injury, 
illness,  or  age.  A good  bit  of  time  at  sessions  of  the 
annual  conference  is  taken  up  with  standards  for 
parsonages,  hospitalization  and  life  insurance,  retirement 
benefits  and  minimum  salaries.  With  any  degree  of 
empathy  we  can  understand  those  desires. 

The  Plight  of  the  Farm  Worker 

Read  the  facts  about  Florida  farm  workers  and  farm 
labor  legislation.  Now  let  your  imagination  run  and  try 
to  place  yourself  in  the  shoes  of  a migrant  who  has  little 
schooling  or  training,  no  job  security,  and  infrequent 
opportunities  for  getting  out  of  the  trap.  To  compound 
the  problem  his  children  are  also  caught,  and  this  augurs 
poorly  for  our  country  which  needs  strong,  healthy, 
educated,  creative  sons  and  daughters. 

Many  farm  workers  are  excluded  from  workmen’s 
compensation,  adequate  housing,  proper  child  care, 
unemployment  and  retirement  protection,  a minimum 
wage,  pesticide  control  (how  well  do  you  wash  your  fruits 
and  vegetables?),  and  a number  of  other  things  to  which 
American  workers  are  entitled.  This  is  discriminatory. 

The  Plight  of  the  Grower 

Our  country  has  an  incredibly  confused  marketing 
system  which  puts  the  grower  at  the  mercy  of  the 
brokers. 

Manipulation  by  the  big  chains  and  the  growers'  own 
“rugged  individualism"  are  often  detrimental  to  him.  He 
takes  risks  with  the  weather  and  is  often  unsure  of  his 
labor  supply. 

The  small  or  middle-size  grower  may  soon  find 


himself  in  the  same  dilemma  as  the  migrant,  who,  inH 
some  cases,  owned  his  own  farm,  was  a sharecropper  or  aft] 
tenant  farmer.  A growing  number  of  people  feel  that™ 
“agri-business,”  not  the  farm  worker,  will  squeeze  the  j 
smaller  growers  out.  The  farm  worker  is  fully  aware  thatia 
his  own  well-being  depends  on  the  well-being  of  theM 
grower.  The  farm  worker  is  not  out  to  destroy  the pj 
grower.  No  one  is. 

Florida’s  $4,000,000,000  per  year  agri-business  hasiii 
become  a stock  market  item,  as  big  alcoholic  beverage}  1 
companies,  large  railroads,  chemical  companies  and  ; 
other  huge  corporations  continue  to  buy  into  Florida* 
agricultural  land.  The  smaller  grower  may  well  be|J 
threatened.  The  whole  affair  is  quite  complex.  We  are  in  ] 
a technological  revolution. 

In  most  cases  the  grower’s  plight  is  not  of  the'  same  | 
personal  magnitude  as  that  of  the  farm  worker.  Most! 
growers  have  seen  to  their  continued  well-being  and} 
security.  They  diversify  their  crops.  They  invest  in  non-[ 
agricultural  concerns.  If  they  have  to  self  their  land  they 
can  usually  get  a good  price  for  it. 

They  are  given  help  through  the  Departments  of  * 
Agriculture,  the  U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers,  federal  farm) 
subsidies,  a host  of  factory  workers  who  make  their 
machines,  county  agents,  university  extension  services, 
chemists,  inventors,  scientists,  banks,  and  a good  God 
who  provides  the  land,  sunshine,  rainsand  growth. 


The  Role  of  the  Pastor 

Since  many  pastors  in  Florida  have  growers  in  their 
congregations,  it  seems  that  it  would  behoove  a; 
concerned  pastor  to  do  several  things  if  he  is  to  be  an 
effective  agent  of  reconciliation. 

First,  he  might  pray  fervently  that  God  will  make  him 
a free  man,  so  he  won’t  get  “up-tight”  about  the  whole 
thing. 

Then  he  could  become  a good  student  on  the  issues. 
Books,  pamphlets,  publications,  etc.,  are  available  from 
the  Florida  Christian  Migrant  Ministry  and  Florida 
Citrus  Mutual,  and  Farm  Bureau  and  other  sources. 
“Fruits,  Vegetables  and  People"  is  a filmstrip  available 
from  the  Conference  Film  Library,  P.  O.  Box  70, 
Lakeland  33802. 

The  minister  should  be  a pastor  to  the  grower.  He 
should  be  genuinely  concerned  and  do  his  best  to 
understand  the  growers'  problems.  If  people  know  their

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.stor  loves  them,  they  are  often  able  to  understand  when 
must  fulfill  the  seemingly  opposite  role  of  the  prophet. 
Become  a teacher  to  your  people.  Help  them 
iderstand  that  the  church  is  responsible  for  what 
ppens  in  society  and  that  God  holds  us  Christians 
sponsible  in  a special  way  for  correcting  injustices  and 
r reconciling  men  to  God  and  men  to  men. 

As  a teacher,  help  the  grower  to  see  that  he  has 
cepted  many  new  ideas,  such  as,  air-conditioning,  T.V., 
per  highways,  automation  in  farming,  modern 
sdicine,  etc.  Why  not  new  ideas  in  cooperative 
arketing  so  as  not  to  be  at  the  mercy  of  buyers? 

What  about  ■&  growers'  union?  Off  season  alternative 
dustries  which  would  keep  farm  workers  more  fully 
iployed,  thus  negating  the  necessity  of  migrating,  could 
a wholesome  and  profitable  innovation.  If  we  can 
lure  a way  to  go  to  the  moon,  why  not  this? 

It  may  never  have  occurred  to  the  grower  that  Henry 
>rd  didn't  fold  when  he  got  unionized.  Many  say  the 
tion  is  more  prosperous  as  a result.  Some  growers  in 
difornia  have  even  discovered  that  union  hiring  halls 
>rk  better  than  the  notorious  labor  contractors  who 
ploit  their  own  people.  Just  as  many  of  us  have 
tomobile  liability  insurance  because  of  conscience  (if  I 


injure  anyone  I want  to  see  that  he  is  cared  for),  so  many 
farmers  carry  workmen’s  compensation  insurance  out  of 
conscience,  not  of  necessity.  New  ideas  can  benefit  all 
mankind. 

Finally,  a minister  is  called  to  be  a prophet  for  his 
people’s  own  good.  He  must  be  effective,  creative,  wise 
and  skilled,  but  he  must  be  a prophet. 

For  their  own  salvation,  the  people  must  know  of  the 
dangers  of  selfishness,  pride,  self-righteousness, 
materialism,  insensitivity  to  human  need,  and  the  living 
of  life  as  if  there  were  no  judgment. 

Only  God  is  sovereign  and  man  is  called  to  be  a 
steward  of  his  possessions,  talents  and  life.  Nihilism  and 
materialism  have  caused  many  people  to  forget  that  God 
is  still  the  Lord  of  history  and  that  His  justice  and 
righteousness  will  prevail.  All  that  we  are,  all  that  we 
have,  and  all  that  we  hope  to  be  are  His. 

A study  of  the  Old  Testament  prophets  will  show  that 
the  Bible  is  as  modern  as  FUTURE  SHOCK.  We  must 
convince  our  people  of  the  absolute  Lordship  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  of  the  necessity  of  living  the  Christ-centered 
life  in  servanthood  to  God  and  man.”  . . . pursue  justice 
and  champion  the  oppressed  ...”  (Isaiah  1:17)

near  Yulee  (which  is  due  to  be  moved  soon  to  Interstate 
95  near  Daytona  Beach). 

If  you  have  a suggestion  for  a new  message,  write  it  in 
the  blank  billboard  space  or  print  it  on  paper  and  send  it, 
with  your  name  and  address,  to:  Church  Billboards, 
Florida  Program  Council,  United  Methodist  Church,  P.

Billboard  messages  should  be  short  and  to  the  point  in 
order  to  be  read  by  motorists  speeding  by. 

If  you  don't  approve  of  the  church  using  highway 
billboards  for  this  purpose,  the  Commission  also  would 
like  to  hear  from  you. 

The  “welcome”  billboards  were  proposed  by  the 
Cabinet  in  1964.  The  annual  cost  of  the  four  boards  is 
$2,910,  and  this  would  increase  to  approximately  $3,750 
if  changes  are  made. 


Proposals  Made  For  Structure  I 
Changes  In  WSCS,  WSG 

The  national  women's  policy-making  body  in  the  Unitec 
Methodist  Church  has  made  what  it  considers  ;; 
fundamental  and  far-reaching  decision  on  organizatior 
and  structure.  It  is  a decision  that  could  affect  36,50( 
local  women's  units,  with  about  1,600,000  members,  ir 
the  50  states. 

The  Women’s  Division  of  the  United  Methodis', 
Board  of  Missions,  acting  after  reports  from  six  differen 
groups  of  women  from  throughout  the  country,  voted  tt 
replace  two  present  women’s  organizations  with  “one 
new  inclusive  organization  for  women,  with  a new 
name.” 

The  action  is  to  be  put  in  legislative  form  for 
presentation  to  the  United  Methodist  General  Con-.i 
ference  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  April,  1972.  Tht 
Conference,  the  denomination's  highest  legislative  body.’ 
must  approve  the  recommended  legislation  for  it  tc 
become  church  law. 

Three  division  leaders,  Mrs.  Wayne  Harrington 
president;  Miss  Charlotte  Andress,  chairman  of  the; 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee,  and  Miss  Theresa 
Hoover,  associate  general  secretary,  said  in  a statement: 

“After  more  than  a year  of  careful,  intensive  study 
and  involvement  by  women  representing  all  levels  ol 
Society  and  Guild,  including  many  from  the  grass-roots.' 
the  Women’s  Division  has  made  a unanimous  decision  in 
making  the  recommendation.” 

In  answer  to  questions  raised.  Division  officials  said 
there  was  "no  plan  or  intention"  to  "phase  out"  either 
the  Guild  or  Society,  and  that  one  would  not  “absorb" 
the  other.  It  would  be  a totally  new  organization  which 
would  seek  “to  retain  the  best  in  program  and  practice- 
from  a great  heritage.”  The  one  new  inclusive: 
organization  holds  real  promise  for  a strengthened 
movement,  offering  opportunity  to  attract  and  involve! 
many  more  younger  women,  a potential  for  greater 
flexibility  in  program  and  activities,  and  appealing  to  ai 
broader  spectrum  of  women  who  have  varying  cultural i 
and  community  interests,  life  styles,  and  values. 

“The  basic  thrust  of  our  movement  will  continue  to: 
be  mission,”  said  officials.  “This  entails  such  varied 
concerns  as  support  of  home  and  overseas  missionary! 
work,  spiritual  growth,  leadership  development,) 
theology,  women’s  liberation  and  a host  of  social  justice;

Upon  invitation  1 spoke  to 
e retired  teachers  at  their  October  luncheon,  and  now 
ree  dedicated  women,  who  retired  last  June,  go  each 
eek  to  help.  Also  a man  and  wife  team.  Additional  cell 
ocks  have  been  opened  to  us  and  we  need  more  help.

prison  term,  out  on  probation,  or  out  of  the  stream  of  life 
with  no  restraints.  Life  is  difficult  for  them  and  many 
return  to  jail.

A 
man’s  voice  said,  “I  met  you  in  the  ’hotel’  downtown  on 
Tuesday  afternoon  (he  was  home  and  his  young  daughter 
was  listening),  and  I want  you  to  know  I will  treasure  that 
hour  as  one  of  the  greatest  of  my  life.

Teacher  Training  Can  Be  An  Exciting  Experience 


. “Mini  Film  Festival!”  Now  doesn’t  that  sound 
itriguing?  Just  what  is  it?  Who  did  it?  And  why? 

It  happened  at  the  Skycrest  Church  in  Clearwater 
nd  was  a teacher  training  program!  You  don’t  believe  it? 
verybody  knows  that  teacher  training  is  one  of  the  most 
ninteresting  and  hardest  jobs  to  be  done  in  the  local 
lurch.  At  least  that’s  what  we’ve  been  told  — and 
nhappily,  it  probably  is  too  often  true. 

But  not  for  Skycrest  teachers.  The  attendance  at  the 
Mini  Film  Festival”  was  excellent.  Imagine  getting  so 
iterested  that  instead  of  seeing  one  film  (with  a choice  of 
iree)  a teacher  elects  to  see  all  three! 

Sessions  were  held  on  two  evenings.  The  first  evening 
lildren’s  division  teachers  saw  “The  Group  Way  of 
eaching”  and  following  this  saw  filmstrips  dealing  with 
;aching  at  a specific  age  level. 

Teachers  of  adults  and  youth  saw  a movie  on  teaching 
lethods  with  adults. 

So  far,  so  good.  What’s  new  about  that?  Well, nothing 
;ally  except  that  special  attention  was  paid  to  excellent 
reparation  with  leadership  taken  from  teachers  present, 
re-planning  and  preparation  was  done  by  the  director  of 
hristian  education  and  coordinators. 

And  then  came  the  second  night.  The  filmstrips  for 
hildren’s  teachers  dealt  with  art  techniques,  use  of 
udio-visuals,  and  helping  children  worship  and  pray. 


Given  a choice  of  one  of  these  the  teachers  saw  all  three! 
A real  learning  experience  came  as  discussions  were  held, 
questions  asked,  and  some  pretty  important  answers 
found. 

While  these  teachers  were  engrossed  in  their  own 
learning  experience,  youth  and  adult  teachers  were  seeing 
movies  and  filmstrips  on  communications  all,  again, 
following  the  pattern  of  listening  and  looking  for  specific 
things  — stopping  to  question  and  discuss.  Each  group 
‘did  its  own  thing’  in  running  the  projectors,  leading  the 
discussion,  and  setting  goals  and  priorities  for  themselves 
as  teachers. 

The  attendance  at  the  Mini  Film  Festival  was 
excellent.

Other  expenses  for  refreshments  and  baby  sitters  brought 
the  total  cost  of  the  Mini  Film  Festival  to  $28.00  — a 
pretty  inexpensive  and  entertaining  way  to  hold  a teacher 
training  class. 

So  who  needs  to  go  to  New  York  to  attend  a film 
festival?  Miss  Carole  Rooks,  director  of  Christian 
Education  at  Skycrest,  says,  “Come  visit  us!”  The  Rev. 
Eugene  Rutland,  Jr.,  is  pastor  of  the  church.

Temple,  pastor  of  the  Asbury  United  Methodist  Church 
of  Bartow  and  chairman  of  the  conference  committee  on 
Ecumenical  Affairs. 

The  reply,  scheduled  to  appear  in  the  March,  1972 
issue  of  the  Reader's  Digest,  will  be  written  by  J.  Irwin 
Miller,  Christian  layman  and  industrialist  and  former 
president  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches.

Bishop  Edward  J.  Pendergrass  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church's  Jackson,  Mississippi,  episcopal  area,  will  join 
the  administrative  staff  of

Lakeland,  next  July  when 
he  retires  from  the  admin- 
istrative episcopacy. 

He  will  serve  as  assis-

Members  Attend 
White  Flourse  Conference 

A large  number  of  United  Methodists-  including  six 
general  board  staff  members  — were  among  the  3,400 
participants  in  the  White  House  Conference  on  Aging 
held  in  November  in  Washington. 

According  to  Miss  Virginia  Stafford,  Board  of 
Education  staff  member  and  a member  of  the  United 
Methodist  Interboard  Staff  Committee  on  Health  and 
Welfare,  “Only  about  5 percent  of  the  United  States’ 
older  population  is  being  cared  for  in  institutions  . . . 
There  is  a tremendous  need  to  serve  the  other  95 
percent.” 

An  action  plan  to  aid  older  persons  by  providing 
services  to  them  in  their  own  homes  has  be,en  approved 
by  the  Interboard  Committee. 

The  goal  of  the  plan,  which  has  been  submitted  to  five 
United  Methodist  boards  for  approval,  is  to  make  needed 
services  available  to  all  older  people  wherever  they  may 
live  and  to  give  older  people  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
contribution  to  society  if  they  desire.

Restructure 

Long-awaited  proposals  for  restructuring  United 
Methodist  general  hoards  and  agencies  moved  nearer 
completing  at  a recent  meeting  of  the  general  committee 
held  in  Chicago. 

According  to  the  Rev.  Dow  Kirkpatrick,  Evanston, 
111.,  chairman  of  the  group  conducting  the  four-year 
study  of  agencies,  most  of  the  Chicago  sessions  of  the 
commission  was  devoted  to  perfecting  the  group's  so- 
called  “Denver  Plan”.  This  plan  provides  for  a general 
Council  on  Ministries,  a series  of  three  or  four  “support 
service”  agencies,  and  program  units  in  Church  and 
Society,  Discipleship,  Higher  Education  and  Ministry, 
and  Global  Ministries. 

Proposed  legislation  in  all  these  areas  will  now  be 
drafted  and  was  before  the  commission  for  further 
consideration  at  their  December  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 

Final  proposals  will  go  to  the  1972  General 
Conference  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  April  16-30 

Family  Life 

The  United  Methodist  General  Committee  on  Family 
Life  has  adopted  for  consideration  by  the  1972  General 
Conference  a resolution  covering  such  topics  as  housing 
in  suburbs,  family  planning,  sex  education  in  school,  the 
role  of  women  and  homosexuality. 

Among  other  things,  the  resolution  supports  sex 
education  and  family  life  programs  in  public  schools 
while  “affirming  the  home  as  a center  of  moral 
development  and  religious  training.” 

Each  family  is  asked  to  practice  an  adequate  form  of

birth  control  in  response  to  a concern  for  overpopulation 
and  the  quality  of  life. 

The  proposal  will  ask  local  churches  to  “extend  to  all 
persons,  including  those  of  homosexual  orientation,  the 
fellowship  of  the  church”  and  to  work  for  removal  of 
laws  “which  define  as  a crime  homosexual  acts  privately 
committed  by  consenting  adults.” 

‘Call  for  Peace’ 

A “call  for  peace  and  self-development  of  peoples” 
was  issued  by  the  United  Methodist  Council  of  Bishops 
at  their  recent  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  meeting. 

The  five-page  document,  drafted  by  a seven-member 
committee  headed  by  Bishop  James  Armstrong  of 
Aberdeen,  S.  D.,  will  be  offered  to  the  1972  General 
Conference  for  consideration  as  a church-wide  emphasis 
during  the  1972-76  quadrennium. 

The  “call  for  peace  and  self-development  of  peoples” 
terms  it  a response  to  the  “profound  concern”  by  many 
United  Methodists  “about  the  cheapness  with  which 
human  life  is  treated  and  the  possibility  of  the  total 
extinction  of  the  race.”  Divided  into  three  parts,  the 
nature  of  peace,  enemies  of  peace  and  the  sources  of 
peace  are  discussed. 

In  another  action  related  to  peace  concerns,  the 
bishops  in  the  closing  session  of  their  semi-annual 
meeting  called  on  President  Nixon  and  Congress  to 
provide  legislation  for  rehabilitation  of  war-torn  areas  of 
Southeast  Asia.

Following  the  story  of  the  practice  of  some  church 
members  of  not  sending  Christmas  cards,  but  using  the 
monies  saved  for  a worthy  cause,  a letter  has  been 
received  from  the  Rev.  Lawrence  J.  Loveday,  pastor  of 
the  Trinity  Church,  Charlotte  Harbor.

New  Bible  Study  Being 
Prepared  For  Adults 

"Our  Living  Bible,”  a new  comprehensive,  systematic 
study  of  the  entire  Bible,  will  be  released  late  in  1973, 
according  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  M.  Bullock,  editor  of 
church  school  publications  for  the  entire  United 
Methodist  Church. 

The  undated  study  w ill  be  released  in  twelve  quarter!} 
units  beginning  w ith  the  Book  of  Acts. 

The  study  is  being  prepared  in  response  to  requests 
for  comprehensive,  systematic  Bible  study  materials. 
Most  United  Methodists  involved  in  Bible  study  now  use 
either  the  ecumenically  planned  International  Lesson 
Series  or  the  United  Methodist  produced  Adult  Bible 
Course  materials.  “While  both  of  these  are  good,  they  do 
not  deal  systematically  with  the  entire  Bible,”  says  Dr. 
Horace  Weaver,  editor  of  adult  publications  for  the 
United  Methodist  Board  of  Education’s  Division  of 
Curriculum  Resources. 

The  new  series  is  being  written  so  that  an  individual 
spending  at  least  three  years  with  the  study  can  have  a 
responsible  overview  of  the  entire  Bible. 

A careful  training  and  research  program  for  the  new 
series  is  being  developed.  The  first  four  chapters  of  the 
first  unit  will  be  tested  in  approximately  200  churches 
across  the  nation  before  final  editing. 

\n  interpretation-training  project  on  the  new  Bible 
studs  will  be  conducted  in  the  Florida  Conference  during 
the  period  of  March,  1972,  through  May,  1973.  During 
this  period  four  training  sessions  will  be  held.  The 
projects  will  consist  of  interpretation,  teacher  training, 
and  motiv  ation,  all  related  to  Our  Living  Bible  Series. 

Plans  lor  the  four  sessions  will  be  made  b\  the  Rev. 
Charles  Penney,  adult  coordinator  of  the  Program 
Council  staff,  the  Rev  . James  Crooks,  chairman  of  the 
Adult  Department  of  the  Program  Council,  and  a 
representative  ol  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church, 
Div  ision  of  Curriculum  Resources  of  the  General  Board 
of  Education.

Continuing  Story  On  The  Church  And  Taxes 


iother  story  on  what  is  happening  to  church  properties 
:h  reference  to  taxation,  comes  from  Tennessee  where 
: Tennessee  State  Court  of  Appeals  has  ruled  that  the 
ethod ist  Publishing  House  equipment  and  buildings 
ich  do  not  “exclusively  promote  religious  belief  and 
irship  in  accordance  with  the  doctrine  and  practices  of 
: United  Methodist  Church"  are  to  be  taxed. 

The  decision  overturned  a ruling  by  the  Chancery 
• urt  that  allowed  the  taxes  on  church  property  to  be 
crated  according  to  that  portion  of  the  church  business 
t related  to  strictly  religious  purposes. 

John  E.  Proctor,  president  and  publisher,  said  the 
est  ruling  will  very  likely  be  appealed  to  the  State 
preme  Court. 

The  ruling  says  any  buildings  in  which  strictly 
igious  and  non-religious  activities  are  carried  on 
nultaneously  are  to  be  taxed.  If  it  can  be  shown  that  the 
n-religious  activity  is  limited  to  a certain  portion  of  the 
ucture,  then  only  that  portion  would  be  taxed.  Any 
uipment  — a printing  press,  for  example  would  be 
bject  to  taxation  if  it  is  used  at  any  time  for  a purpose 
t exclusively  related  to  promoting  that  church’s 
ctrine. 

The  ruling  said  that  Methodist  Publishing  House 


property  is  to  be  taxed  unless  the  activities  are  “properly 
restricted  to  the  production  and  distribution  of  that 
literature  which  is  inherently  Methodist  literature, 
prepared  and  distributed  to  instill  and  propogate 
Methodist  doctrine.” 

The  specific  guidelines  set  down  by  the  three-judge 
panel  may  establish  a precedent  in  court  determination  of 
taxing  church-related  property,  depending  on  the 
outcome  of  the  expected  appeal.

The  state’s  oldest  private  college,  Florida  Southern 
founded  in  1885  and  was  located  in  Leesburg  until  its 
oval  to  Sutherland  in  1902. 


Communication  Is 
Top  Priority  — Whitley 

The  1970  Florida  Annual  Conference  authorized  Bishop 
James  W.  Henley  to  appoint  a Board  of  Publication,  to 
be  composed  equally  of  lay  persons  and  clergy. 

The  Board  is  now  in  its  second  year  of  study.  It  is 
composed  of  men  and  women  who  have  had  experience 
and  knowledge  in  the  field  of  communications. 
Numerous  studies  have  been  made  of  the  needs,  interests 
and  the  possibility  of  publishing  a weekly  newspaper  for 
United  Methodists  of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference. 

According  to  the  Rev.  Clarence  W.  Whitley,  recently 
elected  chairman  of  the  Board,  and  pastor  of  the  First 
United  Methodist  Church  of  New  Smyrna  Beach, 
members  of  the  Board  hope  to  enlarge  upon  the  idea  and 
presentation  of  the  Florida  United  Methodist  with  a 
weekly  newspaper  of  four  pages  which  will  carry  the 
story  of  Florida  United  Methodism,  its  programs, 
missions,  interpretations;  General,  Jurisdictional  and 
Annual  Conference  news,  and  editorials  stating  the 
policies  and  directions  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

Says  Mr.  Whitley,  “To  set  up  a weekly  newspaper, 
the  Board  will  need,  in  the  first  year  of  operation,  a 
workable  amount  of  monies  from  the  conference  until 
subscriptions  and  other  revenue  can  be  attained. 

“This  voice  of  a weekly  in  the  homes  of  United 
Methodist  people  will  enlarge  knowledge  and  program  as 
well  as  inform. 

“Suggestions  from  lay  persons  and  clergy  will  be 
appreciated.” 

The  new  chairman  of  the  board,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Whitley,  succeeds  Victor  Leavengood  of  Tampa,  who 
resigned. 

John  S.  Detweiler,  Gainesville,  was  named  vice- 
chairman  to  succeed  Whitley.  The  Rev.  Donald 
kokomoor.  Fort  Myers,  continues  as  secretary. 

The  Board  will  report  its  finding  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Florida  Annual  Conference  in  June.

What  Do  You  Think  About  Television 
And  The  Drug  Culture? 


The  Christian  Science  Monitor,  a widely-read  and  highly 
regarded  newspaper,  has  printed  a hard-hitting  report  on 
television  advertising  and  the  “drug  lobby."  The  articles 
ran  in  the  newspaper  on  November  4,  5,  and  6th. 

\ccording  to  the  newspaper  report,  the  drug  industry 
is  spending  some  $300  million  a year  on  television 
advertising.  More  than  $100  million  a year  is  spent  just 
on  advertising  non-prescription,  over-the-counter 
analgesics.  The  makers  of  Anacin  spend  $24  million  a 
year  on  advertising  alone. 

The  total  promotional  cost  of  all  drugs,  including 
prescription  drugs,  is  in  the  range  of  $ 1 billion  a year. 

The  newspaper  spotlighted  information  that  has  been 
coming  into  prominence  in  recent  months,  much  of  it 
through  Congressional  hearings.  The  Monitor  found  that 
between  I ()(),()()()  and  200,000  over-the-counter  products 
are  “available  to  the  bewildered  customer.”  All  of  them 
are  formulated  of  some  combination  of  around  200  active 
ingredients  designed  to  treat  about  30  easily  recognized 
sy  mptoms. 

“Dr.  Robert  Pitofsky,  director  of  the  Bureau  of 
Consumer  Protection  of  the  Federal  Trade  Commission, 
says  that  drug  advertising  appears  ‘primarily  directed  at 
breaking  down  consumer  resistance,  creating  consumer 
acceptance  and  developing  consumer  demand.'  He  says 
that  it  is  frequently  ‘deliberately  uninformative’  and 
‘avoids  any  appeal  to  rational  judgment  and  addresses 
itself  to  the  emotions'." 

Dr.  David  C.  Lewis,  assistant  professor  at  Harvard 
Medical  School,  says:  “My  concern  is  that  such 
widespread  promotion  of  drugs,  their  magical  qualities 
and  the  immediacy  of  their  effects  may  be  factors  that 
encourage  children  to  experiment  with  their  own  chosen 
array  of  drugs,  whose  effects  are  just  as  immediate, 
magical,  and  wonderful  for  them." 

The  Monitor  article  called  Sen.  Gaylord  Nelson's 
“omnibus  drug  bill”  the  most  important  potential  piece 
of  drug  control  legislation  in  decades,  but  noted  there  was 
some  question  whether  it  will  pass  Congress. 

The  bill  calls  for  the  Secretary  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  to  approve  in  advance  all  advertising  for  any 
drug  that  is  to  appear  on  radio,  television,  or  in 
publication.  It  would  set  up  a national  center  for  testing 
all  drugs,  make  manufacturers  pay  the  cost  of  testing, 
and  publish  the  results. 

The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  is  responsible  for 
ensuring  that  standards  of  purity  are  met  and  that  drugs 
are  properly  labeled.  But  the  Federal  Trade  Commission 
is  technically  responsible  for  regulating  drug  trade.  But 
the  FTC,  w ith  a staff  of  only  eight  or  ten  medical  experts 
probing  advertising  claims,  “is  hamstrung  by  lack  of 
funds,  lack  of  personnel,  and  a general  pass-the-buck 
attitude  about  federal  enforcement,"  says  the  newspaper. 

Hearings  conducted  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Senator  Nelson  disclosed  instances  of  questionable  TV 
advertising  of  drugs,  according  to  the  articles.  A 
commercial  for  Vanquish  said  it  “has  a unique  way"  of 
relieving  headaches,"  . . . with  extra  strength  and  gentle 
buffers  . . . it's  the  only  leading  pain  reliever  you  can  buy 
that  does." 

\t  the  same  time  commercials  for  Bay  er  Aspirin  were 


saying,  “You  see  ....  no  one  has  ever  found  a way  to 
improve  on  Bayer  aspirin  . . . Even  we  can't  improve  it, 
though  we  keep  trying." 

Both  Vanquish  and  Bayer  Aspirin  are  manufactured 
by  the  same  firm,  the  Sterling  Drug  Company. 

The  Senate  hearings  also  singled  out  Vivarin.  a small 
white  perk-up  pill  containing  sugar  and  caffeine  equal  to 
about  a half  cup  of  coffee,  the  paper  stated.  Vivarin's  full 
page  Parade  magazine  ad  last  March  quoting  a 
housewife's  description  of  how  Vivarin  “worked"  to 
bring  her  husband  and  her  closer  together  was  called  an 
example  of  the  exaggerated  or  false  claims  resorted  to  by  : 
many  drugs  on  the  market  today. 

The  Monitor  noted  that  spokesmen  for  the  drug, 
lobby  consider  their  work  “an  uphill  grind"  with  the 
growing  popularity  of  consumerism.  But  despite  that 
movement,  the  series  concluded,  "the  power  of  the  drug 
lobby  is  being  proved  again  and  again."

.two  major  appropriations  were  made  by  UMCOR  for 
clothing,  blankets  and  foodstuffs.  UMCOR  also  helped  [ 
lo  provide  medical  services  to  destitute  people  in  the  | 
refugee  camps. 

The  war  has  come  and  gone.  What  had  been  East  i 
Pakistan  now  is  the  poor  but  proud  nation  of  Bangla  i 
Desh. 

But  most  of  the  refugees  are  still  in  India.  The  refugee 
camps  are  still  their  home  and  will  be  for  several  j 
months.  The  process  of  repatriation  is  likely  not  to  be  | 
completed  until  May.  Meanwhile  the  dire  needs  already  j 
described  in  press  and  television  continue  for  millions  in  | 
the  camps. 

And  when  the  refugees  return  to  Bangla  Desh  they 
will  be  going  back  to  ruined  homes  and  unplanted  fields  . 
They  will  go  back  across  the  border  as  they  came  with 
nothing. 

Said  a spokesman  for  the  Div  ision  on  Interpretation: 
“We  are  all  aware  of  chaotic  conditions  in  the  area.  All 
of  us  have  been  touched  by  the  depths  of  human  need.  1 
Most  of  us  have  been  angered  by  the  bloody  reprisals  and  1 
it  now  appears  that  both  sides  in  the  controversy  are  I 
guilty  of  crimes  against  humanity . Still,  our  respons- 
ibility as  Christians  is  not  to  judge,  but  to  bind  up  the  i 
w ounds  of  the  afflicted."

Relations,”  and  “The  United  Methodist  Church  and 
Peace”  — include  statements  on  a variety  of  issues.  In 
addition,  two  other  resolutions  submitted  to  the  General 
Conference  deal  with  "The  American  Bicentennial”  and 
“Legalization  of  the  Birthday  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.” 

The  resolutions  on  “Health,  Welfare  and  Human 
Development”  has  statements  on  national  incomes 
policy,  social  welfare,  health  care,  responsible 
parenthood,  public  safety,  crime  prevention,  repression, 
gambling,  and  drug  and  alcohol  concerns.  Furthermore, 
the  last  statement  includes  discussion  of  alcohol,  tobacco, 
marijuana,  narcotics,  sedatives  and  stimulants. 

“Human  Relations”  deals  with  race,  community  life, 
housing,  the  right  to  privacy,  the  right  to  knowledge, 
extension  of  the  right  to  organize  and  bargain 
collectively,  equal  rights  of  women,  and  agricultural  and 
rural  life  issues.  Among  the  concerns  of  the  rural  life 
statement  are  population  distribution  policy  and 
planning,  regional  and  area  planning  and  development, 
improved  services  for  rural  people,  self-help  efforts  of 
poor  people,  justice  for  commercial  agriculture  and  new 
priorities. 

“The  United  Methodist  Church  and  Peace”  deals 
with  disarmament,  imperialism  and  racism,  the  UN, 
world  trade  and  economic  development,  and  military 
conscription,  training  and  service. 

In  addition  to  the  resolutions  going  to  General 
Conference,  “Statement  ’71”  also  includes  eight  other 
resolutions  that  will  stand  as  positions  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Social  Concerns  only.  These  include  discussion 
of  environmental  stewardship,  home  rule  for  the  District 
of  Columbia,  the  (recently  rejected)  “Prayer  Amend- 
ment,” the  educational  voucher  system  and  the  funding 
of  education,  campaign  spending,  protection  for  humans 
from  being  used  as  laboratory  animals  for  research 
purposes,  Southeast  Asia  and  the  Supreme  Court.

Continued  COCU  Participation 
Recommended  To  General  Conference 

Continued  participation  by  the  United  Methodist  Church 
in  the  nine-denomination  Consultation  of  Church  Union 
(COCU)  will  be  sought  when  the  General  Conference 
meet's  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  next  April. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Commission  on 
Ecumenical  Affairs  meeting  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  ask 
participation  in  COCU  “with  a view  to  the  perfecting  of 
a plan  of  union  upon  which  a future  General  Conference 
(after  1972)  may  be  asked  to  vote,”  and  calls  for 
continuing  review  and  response  by  United  Methodist 
churches  to  a present  draft  of  union. 

The  Commission  also  supported  United  Methodist 
participation  in  an  “interim  eucharistic  fellowship” 
proposed  by  COCU. 
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1971:  A Very  Good  Year

Wage-Price  Control 
And  The  Local  Church 

Numerous  calls  and  letters  have  come  to  the  General 
Council  on  World  Service  and  Finance  for  information 
regarding  the  effect  of  the  wage-price  freeze  on  salaries 
for  local  church  workers,  including  ministerial  support. 

The  Rev.  Gene  Zimmerman,  Orlando  District 
superintendent,  was  named  as  liaison  for  the  Florida 
Conference  to  get  what  information  is  available. 

According  to  Mr.  Zimmerman,  neither  the  Cabinet 
nor  the  World  Service  Commission  can,  at  this  time, 
issue  blanket  guidelines  upon  which  local  churches  can 
make  decisions  re  pay  increases.  Each  church  must  make 
its  own  decisions  and  if. such  salary  increases  are  out  of 
line  adjustments  may  be  made  later. 

The  most  recent  statement  concerning  this  matter 
issued  by  R.  Bryan  Brawner,  general  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Council  on  World  Service  and  Finance, 
reads  as  follows:  (I)  Salaries  of  church  employees  come 
under  the  5.59?  maximum  increase  guideline,  but  do  not 
require  prior  approval  or  reporting; 

(2)  A major  point  is  that  pay  increases  for  individual 
employees  are  not  subject  to  a 5.5%  ceiling.  The  5.5% 
level  applies,  not  to  individuals,  but  to  each  group  of 
employees  that  fits  the  Pay  Board's  definition  of  “an 
appropriate  employee  unit."  Anyone  in  such  a group  of 
employees  may  gel  an  increase  above  5.5%  so  long  as  the 
annual  aggregate  increase  for  the  unit  as  a whole  does  not 
average  more  than  5.5%.

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(3)  Wage  and  fringe  benefit  increase  commitments!® 
made  prior  to  or  during  the  August  15-November  14 
freeze  period  for  payment  on  or  after  that  day  become, 
payable  as  scheduled  after  November  14th.  These 
increases  are  subject  to  Pay  Board  rulings  only  wheni 
challenged  by  a party  of  interest. 

(4)  Retroactive  pay  increases,  insofar  as  the  church  is, 
concerned,  seem  to  be  definitely  ruled  out. 

(5)  There  are  no  exceptions  among  employers,  insofar 
as  being  covered  by  the  pay  ceiling  is  concerned. 

(6)  Practically  all  fringe  benefits  and  all  wages  are 
covered  in  the  phrase  “Wage  Increases."  Most  increases 
in  compensation  measurable  in  dollars  and  cents  term 
must  be  counted  in  determining  whether  you  are 
complying  with  the  wage  adjustment  standard.  “All  .pi 
forms  of  direct  or  indirect  remuneration  or  inducement:  is 
to  employees  by  their  employers  for  personal  servicesi  Ij 
which  are  reasonably  subject  to  evaluation"  are  covered. 
Examples:  vacation  and  holiday  payments,  bonuses,! 
housing  allowances,  cost  of  living  allowances.  The  Pay 
Board  expects  soon  to  establish  specific  criteria  for 
permissible  exceptions  to  the  5.5%  guideline  ceiling  on 
the  new  wage  and  salary  increases.  Once  these  standards j 
are  established,  the  Pay  Board  will  require  almost  anyj 
employer  granting  more  than  the  5.5%  limit  to  clear  such 

a proposed  pay  boost  with  the  IRS. 

(7)  There  are  certain  pay  increase  exclusion, 
exemption  and  exception.  These  are:  increases  in 
compensation  paid  by  employers  that  are  outside  the 
scope  of  control  system  such  as  contributions  to 
insurance  plans.  Social  Security  and  Workman's 
Compensation;  longevity  and  automatic  progression  pay  j 
increases  and  increases  to  employees  who  receive  less 
than  $ 1.60/hr.  minimum  wage. 

According  to  Mr.  Brawner,  “I  had  earlier  advised 
some  groups  that  merit  increases  did  not  come  under  the 
5.5%  increase  limit.  This  now  seems  to  have  been  in 
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error. 

“If  in  doubt,  get  in  touch  with  your  District  Director 
ol  Internal  Revenue  Service,"  continued  Mr.  Brawner.

Vhite  House  Conference  on  Aging 

Focus  On  Responsibility  Of  Local  Church 


Whether  or  not  the  proposals  made  at  the  recent  White 
louse  Conference  on  Aging  become  laws,  the  United 
;Jethodist  Church  does  not  have  to  wait  to  begin  acting 
n such  proposals.  We  must  begin  now  says  Miss 
J'irginia  Stafford,  director  of  Ministries  to  Older  Adults 
nd  the  Homebound,  Division  of  the  Local  Church, 
Jnited  Methodist  Board  of  Education. 

Miss  Stafford,  who  not  only  attended  the  conference, 
ut  played  a key  role  in  helping  set  it  up,  emphasizes  that 
he  local  church  must  become  actively  involved,  not  only 
1 plans  for  older  persons  in  their  own  congregations,  but 
lust  go  out  into  the  community  to  where  the  people  are 
/ho  are  in  great  need  of  special  services.  Says  Miss 
itafford,  “As  a church,  we  are  being  reminded  by  a 
overnment-sponsored  activity  as  to  what  our 
esponsibilities  are  and  what  we  should  do  to  fulfill  them. 
Ve  must  make  more  of  an  effort  to  reach  the  homebound 
nd  older  people  who  are  not  members  of  any  faith  or 
ongregation.” 

According  to  Miss  Stafford  every  community  is  full 
f needy,  lonely,  older  persons  and  every  local  church  has 
pportunity  to  begin  immediately  to  help  meet  these 
eeds. 

Less  than  five  percent  of  the  older  people  in  the 
Jnited  States  are  being  cared  for  in  an  institution.  Older 
ersons  not  in  such  institutions  should  be  supported  in 
teir  own  independent  way  of  living,  but  they  do  need 
elp! 

Laymen  and  clergy  need  to  get  rid  of  the  prejudices 
ancerning  older  persons  and  become  sensitive  enough  to 
>ok  at  life  through  an  older  person’s  eyes  — this  means 
nowledge  must  be  gained  about  older  people.  Out  of 
nowledge  comes  understanding,  care  and  concern, 
•lder  persons  must  be  treated  as  individuals  with  their 
wn  special  needs  and  desires. 

“The  church  can  go  to  work  on  these  jobs  now.  We 
[ready  know  a lot  as  to  what  older  people  need;  we  do 
ot  have  to  wait  for  public  directives.  The  proposals  set 
p by  each  of  the  work  groups  at  the  conference  can  be 
le  beginning  of  a reorganization  of  what  we  should  be 
aing  in  the  church,”  says  M iss  Stafford.

United  Methodist  Workshop 
To  Be  Held  Sn  Washington 

Three  years  and  four  White  House  Conferences  later, 
where  should  the  United  Methodist  Church,  and  the 
country  as  a whole,  be  going  in  regard  to  recom- 
mendations from  those  national  gatherings?  (We  have 
reported  in  some  degree  the"  last  White  House 
Conference  on  Aging.) 

I hose  and  other  questions  are  to  be  considered  by 
participants  in  a United  Methodist  Workshop  to  be  held 
in  Washington  February  3-6.  The  conferences  in  question 
are  those  held  in  President  Nixon’s  administration: 
White  House  Conference  on  Food,  Nutrition  and  Health 
in  1969;  White  House  Conference  on  Children  in  1970; 
White  House  Conference  on  Youth  in  1971;  and  the 
latest  one,  the  White  House  Conference  on  Aging. 

Sponsoring  the  workshop  is  the  United  Methodist 
Interboard  Staff  Committee  on  Health  and  Welfare, 
comprising  staff  members  from  five  national  agen- 
cies T Board  of  Education,  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare 
Ministries,  Board  ol  Christian  Social  Concerns,  National 
Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  Commission 
on  Chaplains  and  Related  Ministries.  Out  of  the  meeting 
may  come  some  recommendations  to  General 
Conference. 
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One  of  the  many  opportunities  which  the  local  church  has 
to  work  in  the  field  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  is 
for  local  churches  to  consider  the  kinds  of  "grass  roots" 
operations  that  could  he  undertaken.  The  following  story 
is  how  one  church  meets  the  needs  of  its  community. 


James,  received  a severe  cut  and  was  ordered  by  he 
physician  to  stay  off  her  feet  for  a period  of  severa 
weeks.  The  cut  required  surgery  to  repair  ligaments  ant 
it  was  necessary  for  her  to  use  a wheelchair  at  home  ant 
also  at  nursery  school.  By  having  a portable  wheelchai 
she  was  able  to  use  it  both  at  home  and  school  allowing 
her  mother  to  continue  to  work. 

This  program  is  one  of  several  community  act i vitie 
which  can  be  carried  on  by  any  local  church  and  is  tin 
kind  of  “grass  roots"  activity  that  is  being  encouraged  b' 
the  General  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries,  a 
part  of  its  Golden  Cross  program.  Rather  than  handini 
down  programs  to  local  churches  this  agency  i 
suggesting  that  every  congregation  should  survey  th< 
health  and  welfare  needs  in  the  community  and  see  wha; 
should  be  done  to  meet  these  needs.

A Church  Library- 
And  a Pair  of  Crutches 

"I  would  like  to  check  out  some  children’s  books  and 
a pair  of  crutches.”  Sound  like  a peculiar  reuuest  for 
your  church  library?  It  isn’t  in  Trinity  United  Methodist 
Church.  Ruston,  Fa. 

This  congregation  saw  the  need  for  providing  sick 
room  supplies  in  the  community  and  members  and 
friends  are  able  to  check  out  these  supplies  just  as  they  do 
books  from  the  library.  In  fact,  it  is  the  church  librarian 
w ho  cares' for  the  sick  room  equipment.  In  existence  for 
more  than  six  years,  this  program  was  initiated  by  the 
task  force  on  Christian  Social  Concerns.  The  task  force 
collected  equipment  from  church  members  and 
purchased  additional  items  from  funds  in  the  local  church 
budget. 

Over  the  years  the  church  has  received  all  kinds  of 
gifts,  including  some  that  were  memorial  items.  The  sick 
room  equipment  is  available  to  anyone  in  Ruston  or  the 
immediate  vicinity.  No  one  needs  to  be  a member  of  the 
congregation  and  no  time  limit  is  placed  upon  the  use  of 
the  equipment. 

Once  the  doctors  and  hospital  administrators  became 
aware  of  the  availability  of  the  sick  room  supplies  the 
requests  began  to  come  in.  Individuals  can  come  by  the 
church  and  check  out  items  for  their  family  or  friends. 
The  church  custodian  is  available  to  deliver  larger  items. 
Perhaps  the  most  used  equipment  are  the  wheelchairs, 
walkers  and  crutches.  Wheelchairs  are  the  most 
expensive  item  carried  in  the  inventory  and  are  in 
demand  because  many  families  cannot  stand  the  expense 
of  purchasing  one  for  a short  time. 

Typical  of  the  persons  who  used  the  sick  room 
equipment  is  Mrs.  .1.  A.  Norris.  Mrs.  Norris  is  a widow 
who  lives  alone  and  had  a severe  fall  in  her  home.  She 
was  in  the  hospital  for  68  days  and  was  able  to  leave  the 
hospital  only  if  certain  equipment  was  available  to  her. 
She  used,  in  turn,  crutches,  a walker  and  a metal  walking 
cane.

Andrew's,  Winter  Park,  Union  Park,  Orlan- 
do, and  Christ,  Orlando. 
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This  is  a good  story  a once-upon-a-time  story  if  you 
can  see  that  the  possibilities  opening  up  for  the  people 
involved  can  he  far-reaching,  dynamic,  exciting,  and 
fulfilling.  And  best  of  all,  the  people  and  the  churches 
they  represent  will  he  Christ's  church  in  mission  as  they 
minister  to  people. 

Up  in  the  Northeast  section  of  the  Orlando  District 
there  are  six  churches  St.  Andrew’s,  Union  Park,  Hast 
Orlando,  Bonneville,  Christ  and  Curry  Ford  Rd.  These 
are  smaller  churches  as  far  as  membership  goes.  Then 
there  are  five  pastors,  Al,  Curtis,  George,  Dick  and  Carl, 
plus  a district  superintendent.  Gene.  And  they  are  all  a 
part  of  the  story. 

Being  smaller  churches,  there  exists  certain  attitudes 
and  conditions  which,  for  the  most  part,  impose 
restrictions  upon  a pastor  and  his  congregation 
restrictions  which  can  and  do  severely  limit  inward 
growth  as  well  as  outreach.  The  Rev.  Gene  Zimmerman, 
district  superintendent  of  the  Orlando  District,  in 
speaking  of  some  of  his  smaller  churches  and  the  men 
who  serve  them  said,  “These  churches  tend  to  have 
ministers  in  and  out  and  frequently  have  no  minister.  So, 
to  begin  with  there  is  lack  of  continuity.  These  churches 
frequently  become,  or  feel,  isolated.  Because  of  the  small 
numbers,  they  can  easily  lose  their  sense  of  mission,  their 
sense  of  accomplishment  and  vitality,  and  frequently  feel 
that  nobody  cares  about  them  that  they  are  on  the 
“outside,”  and  not  a real  part  of  ongoing  United 
Methodism. 

“Also,"  he  continued,  “pastors  of  these  churches  get 
these  same  feelings.  As  persons  they  often  feel  left  out.

separated,  and,  in  trying  to  fulfill  their  ministry  to  their 
people,  feel  frustrated  and  discouraged.” 

Well,  to  get  on  w ith  the  story  of  these  six  churches.  Al 
Donovan,  pastor  of  St.  Andrew’s,  started  the  ball  to  roll 
when  he  invited  ministers  and  congregations  of  the  other 
five  churches  to  join  the  St.  Andrew's  congregation  for 
an  evening  service.  A group  of  singers  the  Warren 
Willis  Singers  from  East  Hillsborough  county  — were 
invited  to  come  and  give  a concert.  Al  felt  that  the  singers 
deserved  a full  house  and  he  also  felt  that  he  wanted  to 
share  the  tremendous  message  of  the  singing  group  with 
other  congregations  and  fellow  pastors. 

The  first  “union”  service  was  a tremendous  success 
with  more  than  two  hundred  people  filling  the  St. 
Andrew’s  sanctuary.  Delighted  with  the  response  and 
enthusiasm,  members  and  pastors  decided  that  they 
should  ‘do  it  again.'  And  so  the  regularly  monthly  series 
of  get-together  services  began. 

As  the  meetings  have  continued  all  pastors  report  that 
results  show  an  increased  feeling  of  a supportive 
fellowship,  an  enthusiasm  and  confidence  which  is

spreading  throughout  all  the  congregations.  Cooperation  | 
in  other  areas  of  ministry  are  beginning  to  take  place  as 
the  feeling  of  “we  can  do  it”  expands. 

Each  church  takes  its  turn  in  being  host  church,  so  all 
are  beginning  to  feel  “at  home”  in  any  of  them.  They  are 
getting  to  know  each  other  and  to  feel  a kinship  and 
closeness  they  did  not  have  before. 

The  effects  of  being  involved  in  larger  groups  are; 
showing  up  in  activities  in  each  local  church.  Said  Curtis1 
Norton,  pastor  of  Union  Park  Church,  “At  the  beginning 
I was  hesitant,  because  of  the  irregularity  (once  a month)' 
of  the  meetings.  I was  afraid  that  someone  not  knowing' 
about  the  union  service  would  come  on  a Sunday  evening 
and  find  Union  Park  closed.  But,  this  hasn't  been  a 
problem.  I have  seen  the  results  of  this  reaching  out  to 
other  congregations.  We  have  recently  been  involved  in 
an  interdenominational  meeting  which  was  tremendously  ! 
successful.  Our  people  are  beginning  to  feel  ready  and 
open  to  new  programs  and  ideas.” 

All  the  pastors  expressed  their  awareness  of  the 
deepening  feeling  of  fellowship  with  one  another  and  the 
strength  derived  from  such  a fellowship,  both  personally 
and  as  pastors  to  their  people. 

Said  Mr.  Zimmerman,  “This  whole  experience  has 
upgraded  the  churches  and  is  upgrading  the  feeling  the 
pastor  has  about  his  church.  The  necessity  of  this  is  of 
prime  importance,  and  the  need  urgent,  since  the 
majority  of  churches  in  the  Florida  Conference  have  a 
membership  of  under  200. 

George  Watson,  pastor  of  the  East  Orlando  church 
told  of  the  plans  of  his  church  to  conduct  a six-week 
series  of  services  on  Sunday  evening.  The  church  has  not 
been  having  evening  services,  and  the  plan  for  the  series  is 
an  outgrowth  of  the  experiences  the  congregation  has  had 
in  the  “union”  services. 

Some  ideas  for  future  plans  include  cooperative 
efforts  in  the  work  of  United  Methodist  Men.  a Saturday 
morning  prayer  breakfast  for  men  of  all  the 
congregations,  building  on  the  prayer  breakfast  already- 
begun  at  Bonneville  where  Richard  Campbell  is  pastor, 
continued  meetings  of  combined  youth  groups,  and 
expanded  youth  programs  planned  for  summer. 

Although  the  original  idea  of  the  combined  services 
was  initiated  by  the  ministers,  they  give  full  credit  to  the 
people  of  the  congregations  for  its  success.  The  new 
feeling  of  fellowship,  understanding  and  enthusiasm 
opens  the  door  for  creative,  new  areas  of  mission.  Where 
this  feeling  exists  spiritual  growth  takes  place.  And  that's 
what  it's  all  about!

There  are  387  churches  of  the  Florida  Conference 
ho  are  participating  in  the  Sunday  School  Attendance 
"ive  for  this  conference  year. 

The  Lakeland  District  leads  the  conference  with  an 
crease  in  attendance  of  444  for  the  month  of 
ovember.  Second  is  the  Tampa  District  with  an 
crease  of  295  over  the  same  period  last  year,  with  the 
'est  Palm  Beach  District  third,  showina  an  increase  of 
)4. 

Of  the  387  churches  participating,  there  are  194  that 
owed  a substantial  increase.  The  increases  shown  in  the 
i r i o us  age-level  groups  indicated  91  for  children,  92  for 
>uth,  and  I 1 5 for  adults. 

Four  other  districts  were  less  than  82  below  their 
erage  for  last  year  which,  the  Sunday  School 
ammittee  feels,  will  come  up  in  the  succeeding  months. 

In  the  district  rallies  held  throughout  the  conference, 
ere  was  a great  deal  ol  interest  and  enthusiasm  shown, 
lurches  demonstrating  the  greatest  enthusiasm  have 
oven  that  this  ingredient  alone  will  make  a substantial 
ange  in  the  attendance  at  the  Sunday  School  hour. 

Two  districts  have  reported  for  December.  The  West 
tlm  Beach  District  has  a small  increase  over  December 
4 year,  and  the  Tampa  District  is  only  23  below  their 
erage  for  last  year.

This 
is  where  plans  are  laid  for 
United  Methodism  in  its 
missionary,  evangelical, 
and  financial  programs 
throughout  the  world.  It  is 
the  place  where  the  rituals 
of  the  church  are  revised  and  adopted  for  use  in  public 
worship.  It  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  church.  Literally 
thousands  of  petitions  are  being  assembled  as  they  come 
from  local  congregations,  annual  conferences,  and  even 
individuals,  suggesting  revisions  and  adaptations,  new 
programs  and  the  discontinuation  of  programs  for  the 
church.  All  these  petitions  will  be  distributed  among, 
considered  by,  and  referred  with  approval  or  disapproval 
for  the  action  of  the  General  Conference  by  legislative 
com  mittees. 

Almost  every  night  during  the  two  weeks  of  the 
General  Conference  a report  will  be  telephoned  into 
Lakeland  from  the  seat  of  the  General  Conference  by  a 
Florida  Conference  reporter  who  will  conscientiously 
seek  to  define  all  the  legislation  and  activities  of  that 
particular  day.  Whatever  is  legislated  will  be  reported 
upon  with  trustworthy  reliability. 

The  conference  office  will  dispatch  the  same  night  a 
letter  to  each  minister,  conference  and  district  lay 
leaders,  WSCS  officers,  and  others,  the  report  that  has 
been  received  of  the  action  of  the  General  Conference 
that  day.  In  this  manner  we  are  seeking  to  keep  every 
local  minister  and  his  congregation  abreast  of  what  is 
happening  in  Atlanta  with  the  hope  that  each  church  may 
have  accurate  and  as  adequate  information  as  can  be 
communicated  almost  immediately. 

Pray  for  the  General  Conference.  The  United 
Methodists  throughout  the  world  will  be  affected  by  what 
happens  in  Atlanta  during  the  sessions  of  this  important 
body. 

While  we  are  pondering  General  Conference  and  its 
importance  to  the  church,  we  become  soberly  reminded 
that  our  annual  conference  is  just  around  the  corner. 
Delegates  have  already  been  elected  from  each  local 
church.  For  me,  this  is  going  to  be  one  of  the  most 
significant  gatherings  in  my  entire  life.  1 trust  that  it  will 
be  a triumphant  year  in  the  spiritual  life  of  United 
Methodism  in  Florida.  The  Lord  is  expecting  such  great 
things  of  us  and  there  is  so  much  to  be  done. 

May  the  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you,  may  the  Lord 
rejoice  in  the  commitment  of  your  life  to  His  ministry 
and  service.  May  the  Lord  find  you  faithful  in  your 
endeavor  to  extend  His  Kingdom  until,  at  long  last,  it 
embraces  all  men  everywhere  throughout  the  whole  wide 
world.  C'X  Cordially  yours.

It  Is  Our  Purpose  . . . ’

the  evening  session  of  the  day  of  Thursday,  June  3, 
71,  the  Florida  Annual  Conference  approved  a 
cument  that  may  be  one  of  the  most  significant  in  its 
itory:  “A  Statement  of  Purpose  and  Priorities  for 
73”  (see  1971  Journal,  pp.  162-3  also  p.  4,  1972 
tuncil  on  Ministries  booklet). 

It  is  significant  in  that  it  may  be  the  only  occasion  in 
- history  of  Florida  United  Methodism  that  a definitely 
>rded  statement  as  to  our  mission  in  the  State  of 
arida  has  been  adopted.  We  have  all  talked  about  our 
.k  in  this  State.  We  have  theologized,  philosophied, 
d opinionized  about  it.  But  we  have  never  come  to  any 
reement  as  to  how  such  a statement  of  mission  ancl 
rpose  should  be  articulated — that  is,  until  June  3, 
71. 

The  inspiration  for  such  a document  has  come  from 
; new  thinking  about  church  structure  since  the  local 
urch  structure  was  implemented  in  1969  and  1970.  We 
re  all  advised  to  allow  form  to  follow  mission.  Many  of 
r churches  made  the  mistake  of  plunging  headlong  into 
w forms  without  ever  once  determining  their  mission, 
en  our  annual  conference  had  never  thought  through 
:h  a matter  until  its  Program  Council  offered  a 
tatement  of  Purpose  and  Priorities.” 

At  its  March,  1971,  program  planning  meeting,  the 
ogram  Council  named  a number  of  smalt  task  forces  to 
•mulate  portions  of  the  overall  statement.  The  task 
xes  met  separately  with  each  individual  struggling  to 
me  to  a written  expression  of  his  group’s  assigned 
rtion.  Then  the  individuals  pooled  their  thoughts  and

lerged  with  a consensus  statement  which  was  then 
urned  to  the  Program  Council  for  consideration. 
After  considering  each  of  the  statements  and  making 
t'eral  changes  in  wording  and  phrasing,  the 
tatement”  was  adopted  for  presentation  to  the  Annual 
inference.  It  was  first  circulated  in  May,  1971,  at  the 
rious  district  pre-conference  meetings  and  then 
proved  by  the  Annual  Conference  in  June. 

Such  a document  as  a “Statement  of  Purpose  and 
iorities,”  representing  over  seven  hundred  churches 
ving  almost  three  hundred  twenty  thousand  members 
serves  some  kind  of  interpretation.  In  this  and  other 
icles  to  follow,  it  will  be  our  purpose  to  attempt  to  give 
iphasis  and  commentary  to  this  important  document. 
The  Statement  follows  a neat  well-organized,  and 
peal  format,  very  adaptable  to  a sermon  or  even  a 
ies  of  sermons.  It  is  divided  into  four  parts.  The  first 
rt  points  to  our  Purpose  in  response  to  God’s 

:onciling  love.  The  second  part  deals  with  our 

sponsibility  as  an  annual  conference  to  carry  out  that 
rpose. 

The  third  part  lists  the  Priorities  which  should  be 
emost  in  our  concerns  as  we  seek  to  fulfill  our 

ponsibility  to  our  purpose.  The  fourth  part  lists  five 
inciples  which  guide  the  development  of  the  strategies 
'ograms)  to  fulfill  the  conference  purpose  and 

orities. 

The  first  division  of  the  Statement  reads:  “In 
sponse  to  God’s  Reconciling  Love,  it  is  our  Purpose'. 


(a)  To  bring  persons  into  a vital  relationship  with  the 
mind  and  spirit  of  Christ;  (b)  To  draw-  them  into  a 
fellowship  of  mutual  trust  in  which  they  may  grow  in  the 
knowledge  and  worship  of  God;  (c)  And  to  so  order  our 
lives  by  proclamation,  witness,  and  service  that  we  may 
manifest  that  reconciling  love  in  the  world  at  the  point  of 
personal  and  social  needs.” 

The  theme  here  is  “reconciling  love.”  Whatever  we 
do  as  faithful  members,  as  a church,  as  a conference,  we 
do  in  response  to  the  love  which  has  already  acted  in  our 
behalf,  toward  us  and  for  us.  (“God  was  in  Christ 
reconciling  the  world  to  himself,  not  counting  their 
trespasses  against  them,  and  entrusting  to  us  the  message 
of  reconciliation.  So  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  God 
making  his  appeal  through  us.”  Second  Corinthians, 
5: 1 9-20a,  RSV.) 

The  first  purpose  we  have,  therefore,  is  to  share  that 
reconciling  love  with  others,  to  help  “bring  persons  into  a 
vital  relationship  with  the  mind  and  spirit  of  Christ.”  We 
are  missionaries.  We  are  evangelists.  We  are  the  disciples 
called  to  go  and  “make  disciples  of  all  nations  . . . ” 
(Matt.  28:19a,  RSV.)  All  of  us  as  Christians  are  both 
cleros  (ministers,  servants)  and  laos  (people  of  God) 
called  to  this  purpose  of  aiding  and  assisting  others  in 
being  related  in  fellowship  with  God. 

But  that  is  not  all  there  is  to  purpose.  We  are  not  only 
to  relate  them  to  God,  we  are  also  to  relate  them  to  a 
people,  to  the  company  of  believers.  An  old  proverb  says 
that  the  coal  taken  out  of  the  fire  to  glow  by  itself  soon 
dies.  This  is  true  with  the  Christian.  A member  needs  the 
church,  and  the  church  needs  the  member.  It  is  our 
purpose  “to  draw  (persons)  into  a fellowship  of  mutual 
trust  in  which  they  may  grow  in  the  knowledge  and 
worship  of  God.” 

In  the  worship,  study,  and  fellowship  of  the  church 
the  Christian  learns  of  God’s  claims  upon  him,  God’s  call 
to  an  obedient  discipleship. 

Through  the  “proclamation,  witness,  and  service”  of 
the  church  to  us  we  come  “to  order  our  lives  ...”  But 
this  is  not  an  ordering  of  life  for  self-gratification  or  self- 
idolization, but  rather  "that  we  may  manifest  that 
reconciling  love  in  the  world  at  the  point  of  personal  and 
social  needs.”  Here  we  learn  that  the  Gospel  of  which  we 
preach  has  both  personal  and  social  implications.  We  are 
concerned  about  the  person’s  inward  and  inner  being  and 
his  outward  existence. 

The  needs  of  an  empty,  restless  soul  are  intimately 
and  inseparably  wrapped  up  in  the  needs  of  freedom, 
justice,  equality,  dignity,  a peaceful  home,  a “planned” 
family,  adequate  medical  care,  a decent  job  with  decent 
pay,  clean  air  and  water,  an  unprejudiced  society,  and  a 
world  at  rest  from  war. 

The  human  person  is  a mixed  conglomerate  of  needs 
both  personal  and  social.  As  a conference,  and  as 
churches  and  Christians,  we  have  the  purpose  of 
manifesting  God’s  reconciling  love  as  it  centers  in  at 
those  points  of  personal  and  social  needs.

Nearly  10  million  persons  are  victims  of  the  natural  and 
man-made  problems  of  Bangla  Desh.  These  people  have 
been  battered  by  forces  bevond  their  control 
hurricanes,  civil  strife,  war.  For  hundreds  of  miles  along 
the  India-Bangla  Desh  border  these  relugees  live  a day- 
to-day  existence  with  barely  enough  food  to  stay  alive, 
and  for  most,  only  a meager  shelter,  if  any  shelter  at  all. 

On  March  12  the  United  Methodist  Church  joins 
more  than  30  other  Protestant  denominations  in 
observing  the  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing.  The  offering 
received  that  day  will  be  channeled  through  the  United 
Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief. 

Much  of  it  will  be  used  to  try  and  fulfill  this  year’s 
One  Great  I lour  of  Sharing  theme  - “Here’s  Hope.” 

While  there  have  been  other  appeals  for  the  relief  of 
refugees,  there  is  still  much  left  to  be  done.  The  Bangla 
Desh  situation  has  resulted  in  the  largest  migration  of 
people  in  such  a short  period  of  time  in  all  of  human 
history. 

The  church,  through  UMCOR,  has  already  done 
much.  Joining  with  oldier  religious  relief  agencies,  we 
have  assisted  in  establishing  hospitals  near  the  border 
and  provided  mobile  inoculation  and  medical  teams. 
Winter  has  come  to  Northern  India  and  blankets  and 
items  of  clothing  have  been  purchased  and  distributed. 
Supplemental  food  is  provided  through  Church  World 
Service. 

United  Methodists  are  urged  to  take  the  March  12 
One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  as  a time  to  give  again  to 
help  those  in  need  around  the  world,  proclaiming  again 
that  through  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  there  is  hope. 

Coral  Gables  Church  Loses 
Two  Charter  Members 

I he  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  Coral  Gables  has 
lost  two  of  its  charter  members  by  death  within  a period 
of  about  a month. 

Charles  M.  Moon,  prominent  retired  Miami 
attorney,  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Coral  Gables 
Church,  passed  away  December  22  after  a long  illness. 

Mrs.  Grace  W.  Penney,  charter  member  of  the 
church,  and  mother  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Penney  of  the 
Conference  Program  Council  staff,  died  January  17 
following  a short  illness. 

Mr.  Moon  was  the  son  of  a Methodist  minister.  In 
1926  he.  with  a small  group  of  other  Methodists,  began 
holding  worship  services  in  a store  building  from  which 
came  the  church  now  known  as  the  First  United 
Methodist  Church  of  Coral  Gables. 

Mr.  Moon  served  in  many  capacities  in  the  church 
organization,  including  that  of  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  I le  held  this  post  for  45  y ears.  He  gave  the  first 
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land  to  the  church  uhich  became  a part  of  the  major 
complex.  The  original  sanctuary  now  serves  as  the  social 
hall  and  has  been  named  Founders'  Hall,  with  a special 
plaque  noting  Mr.  Moon's  generosity. 

The  Chapel  which  serves  many  uses  was  built  by  Mr. 
Moon  in  cooperation  with  his  friend  William  H.  Stubble- 
field, as  a joint  memorial  to  their  parents. 

Mr.  Moon  is  survived  by  his  wile.  Celeste  Shadburn 
Moon,  and  one  son,  Charles  M.  Moon,  Jr.,  a sister.  Miss 
Eloise  Moon,  and  two  grand  children. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Coral  Gables 
sanctuary  with  the  Rev.  David  Scoates.  pastor  of  the 
church,  officiating. 

Mrs.  Grace  W.  Penney  came  to  the  Miami  area  in 
1916.  In  1926  when  the  movement  was  started  to  charter 
a Methodist  church  in  the  area.  Mrs.  Penney,  with  her 
late  husband,  Harry  Fllwood  Penney,  signed  the  original 
charier. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  a long  and  devoted  service 
to  her  church.  The  work  of  the  Sunday  School  caught  her 
interest  and  her  sense  of  commitment  and  for  more  than 
35  years  she  was  busy  teaching  children  and  youth.  The 
Missionary  Society  of  that  day  also  opened  a field  of 
service  to  her.  and  one  of  her  treasured  possessions  was 
her  life  membership  in  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  awarded  to  her  in  recognition  of  devotion  and 
service. 

But  the  area  of  greatest  devotion  was  her  service  as 
Communion  Stew  ard  for  the  entire  history  of  the  church. 
This  sacrament  was  important  to  her  and  it  was  her 
pleasure  to  see  that  it  was  properly  prepared  for  all  who 
came.  With  additional  help,  she  continued  and  expanded 
this  service  and  in  recent  years  secured  the  help  of  the 
Altar  Guild  in  the  execution  of  these  duties. 

Known  affectionately  to  all  just  as  “Penney,”  this 
great  lady  demonstrated  her  faith  throuch  years  of 
church  and  personal  struggles,  always  ready  to  go  the 
“extra  mile”  in  serving  her  church  and  her  Lord. 

In  addition  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Penney,  Lakeland. 
Mrs.  Penney  is  survived  by  two  other  sons:  Dr.  Wallace 
Penney  of  Ft.  Lauderdale  and  Harry  Penney  of  Miami: 
nine  grandchildren  and  two  great  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  sanctuary  of  the 
Coral  Gables  church  with  the  Rev.  Dav  id  Scoates  and  the 
Rev.  .1.  Barclay  Jackson  officiating.

drs.  Donald  Crist,  treasurer  of  the  Florida  Conference 
Vomen's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  has  been  named 
o serve  on  the  specially  constituted  24-member  Planning 
'ommittee  whose  purpose  is  to  develop  a constitution 
nd  discuss  other  plans  for  the  new  United  Methodist 
women's  organization. 

The  new  organization,  if  approved  by  the  General 
lonference  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  April,  will  be  the 
uccessor  to  the  present  organizations,  the  Women’s 
iociety  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Juild. 

The  Planning  Committee  was  geographically 
epresentative  of  the  nation,  including  women  of  varying 
acial,  age,  and  socio-economic  backgrounds.  One  third 
if  its  members  were  selected  from  the  Women's  Society 
4 Christian  Service,  one-third  from  the  Wesleyan 
iervice  Guild,  and  one-third  who  were  members  of 
either  organization. 

A constitution  for  the  organization,  on  the  local 
hurch  level,  was  adopted  by  the  Women’s  Division  of 
he  United  Methodist  Board  of  Missions  by  an 
verwhelming  vote.  However,  to  become  official  and 
perative,  the  constitution  and  other  provisions  must  be 
pproved  by  the  General  Conference. 

No  name  has  been  chosen  by  the  Women’s  Division 
Tr  the  proposed  new  organization.  Rather,  local 
ocieties  and  Guilds  throughout  the  nation  will  be  asked 
3 vote,  in  a massive  name-selection  referendum,  on  four 
lternatives.  They  were  chosen  by  the  Division  Irom 
mong  many  submitted  from  throughout  the  country, 
he  four  alternative  names  are;  United  Methodist 
^omen;  United  Methodist  Women  in  Mission; 
ellowship  of  United  Methodist  Women;  and  Women 
Inited  for  Mission. 


Why  — Plan

The  reasons  for  studying  The  Plan  can  be  listed  in  eight 
categories: 

(1)  To  discover  the  major  yet  brief  statements  of 
consensus  among  responsible  Christians  which  are 
expressed  here  for  the  first  time  in  history.  Concensus 
includes  the  creative  facing  of  disagreements  and 
differences  with  which  we  can  live  together  in  diversity. 

(2)  To  serve  the  contemporary  churches  by  facing  issues 
with  fellow  Christians  honestly.  Review  of  the  plan  offers 
us  an  opportunity  to  grow  personally  and  to  assist  our 
churches  to  be  part  of  a continuing  reformation  in  Christ. 

(3)  To  serve  the  future  of  the  Christian  Church  by  being 
drawn  out  of  isolation  into  the  fuller  relation  of  Christian 
tradition  and  mission;  to  discover  other  dimensions  of  the 
human  community  in  Christ. 

(4)  To  exercise  our  own  best  self-interest!  What  a tragedy 
if  we  vote  in  1976-77  on  a plan  for  union  which  we  have 
influenced  but  little. 

(5)  To  find  in  the  first  six  chapters  and  portions  of  others 
as  useful  a digest  description  of  the  nature  of  the  Church 
as  is  written  anywhere. 

(6)  To  assist  re-evaluation  of  cultural  attitudes  and  of  the 
value  of  the  Church  as  a human  institution. 

(7)  To  take  advantage  of  an  opportunity  which  may  not 
long  be  ours.  There  is  an  urgency  both  to  meet  the  June  1, 
1972,  deadline  for  responses  to  be  used  in  revision,  and  to 
meet  the  broader  deadline  of  the  whole  decade  for  the 
deepest  possible  understanding  of  the  “why”  and  “why 
not”  of  church  union. 

(8)  To  be  obedient  to  God,  since  the  obligation  to  unity 
arises  from  the  Gospel  itself.  “One  Lord,  one  faith,  one 
baptism;  one  God  . . .”  (Ephesians  4:5-6) 


Have  You  Thought  of 
Overseas  Exchanges? 

Anyone  interested  in  short-term  service  in  exchange  with 
someone  overseas  would  do  well  to  check  with  the  World 
Methodist  Council  at  Lake  Junaluska,  N.  C. 

For  many  years  the  Council  has  arranged  summer 
pastoral  exchanges,  and  this  year  there  are  opportunities 
that  involve  teachers  as  well  as  clergymen. 

According  to  the  Rev.  Russell  L.  Young,  Jr.,  of  Lake 
Junaluska,  administrative  secretary  of  the  Council,  there 
are  currently  at  least  four  overseas  assignments. 

These  opportunities  included  two  year-round  pastoral 
exhanges  from  July,  1972,  through  June,  1973-  one  in 
Belfast,  Northern  Ireland,  and  the  other  at  Burton-on- 
Trent,  England. 

In  the  educational  field,  there  is  an  exchange 
opportunity  for  a college  teacher  to  serve  in  the 
department  of  religion  at  Newcastle  Upon  Tyne  in 
England  for  the  summer  term  of  1973  (roughly  April 
through  July),  and  the  need  of  a prep  school  music 
director  in  Cambridge,  England,  for  the  academic  year, 
September,  1972,  to  June,  1973.

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Summertime  II,  1971

July  19,  1971,  the  doors  of  the  Hanger  Building  of  the 
I irst  United  Methodist  C hurch  in  Coral  Gables  were 
open  to  usher  in  a six- weeks  ministry  with 
children  rising  first  graders  black  and  white  boys  and 
girls  who  were  to  attend  Carver  Elementary  School  in 
September.  These  boys  and  girls  were  joining  the  ranks 
of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  children  who,  on  a national 
level,  were  to  live  and  learn  together  bi-racially. 

As  early  as  February,  1971,  Mrs.  R.  W.  Payne  and 
Mrs.  Robert  Parks,  active  members  of  the  Young 
Married's  Church  School  class,  had  dreamed  of  a plan  to 
help  prepare  first  graders  for  the  experience  of  public

school.  Behind  their  dreams  was  a genuine  Christian 
concern  for  the  socio-emotional  adjustment  of  both  black 
and  white  children  in  the  fall  of  1971.  The  role  of  the 
local  church  was  also  there— the  Christian  community 
could  not  evade  its  responsibility. 

Dreams  crystallized.  The  program  adopted  a title: 
Summertime  II,  the  second  of  a series  of  five  experiences 
provided  by  the  church  for  its  children  during  the 
summer.  Specific  nlans  were  endorsed  by  the  local 
children’s  council,  the  council  on  ministries,  and  finally 
approved  by  the  administrative  board  for  imple- 
mentation. 

The  program  was  to  include  thirty  children  — a ratio 
of  fifteen  black  to  fifteen  white  two  full-time  employed 
black  college  students,  and  a good  number  of  adults  and 
youth  from  First  Church. 

The  schedule  each  day,  Monday  through  Friday,  was 
to  start  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning  and  conclude  at 
three  in  the  afternoon.  A vast  variety  of  experiences, 
ranging  from  the  typical  kindergarten  classroom  small 
szroups,  and  large  stroup  activities,  to  outdoor  excursions, 
had  a prominent  place  in  the  plans. 

Finances?  The  church  budget  had  not  anticipated  a 
Summertime  II  program  and  the  figure  of  $2,500  was  no 
light  burden  especially  during  the  summer  months. 
Yes,  a weekly  tuition  was  to  be  expected  of  the  children, 
but  the  total  amount  received  could  not  underwrite  fully 
the  expenses  that  were  incurred. 

The  Rev.  David  Scoates,  senior  minister  of  the 
church,  contacted  a few  individuals  who  were  more  than 
willing  to  make  donations  toward  this  meaningful 
endeavor.  In  addition,  an  appeal  was  made  to  the 
congregation  for  funds.  The  response  was  tremendous 
and  Summer  II  was  launched. 

.What  actually  happened  in  the  lives  of  the  thirty 
children  from  the  moment  they  boarded  the  bus  that  was 
to  bring  them  to  the  church  each  morning  and  deliver 
them  to  Carver  Elementary  school  in  the  afternoon. at  the 
end  of  rich,  active  days? 

Growth,  socio-religious  growth  that  comes  through 
exposure  to  mature  loving  and  accepting  leadership, 
creative  programming  and.  most  of  all,  the  magic  of 
childhood  that  sees  no  color  barriers  and  no  social  strata. 

It  happened  in  our  church,  to  our  church.  It  can  also 
be  the  experience  of  other  congregations  that  take 
seriously  our  Ford’s  mandate  to  be  in  ministry  where  the 
need  really  calls  for  generous  self-giving. 

The  Women's  Division  of  the  United  Methodist  Board  of 
Missions  has  reported  an  increase  of  $145,524  in  1971 
income  above  that  of  1970,  reversing  a two-year 
downward  trend.  The  Women's  Division  supplies  about 
one-third  of  the  total  income  for  the  national  and 
overseas  work  of  the  mission  board. 


Key-73  Consultation 
Held  In  Lakeland 

The  Florida  Council  of  Churches,  through  its 
Commission  on  Christian  Fife  and  Mission,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Evangelism  of  the  Florida 
Conference,  United  Methodist  Church,  sponsored  a Key- 
73  Consultation  at  the  Florida  United  Methodist 
Building  in  Fakeland  on  January  14. 

The  purpose  of  the  consultation  was  to  become 
acquainted  with  Key -73  and  to  express  possible  ways  for 
member  jurisdictional  units  of  the  Florida  Council  of 
Churches  and/or  their  constituency  to  participate  in 
Key-73. 

The  Rev.  Joe  Hale,  United  Methodist  representative 
on  the  Executive  Committee  of  Key-73,  presented  the 
broad-based  contemporary  evangelism  to  a joint  session 
of  the  Board  of  Evangelism  and  the  consultation. 

The  Rev.  John  B.  Dickson.  Tampa,  and  the  Rev.  W. 
E.  Joyner,  St.  Petersburg,  served  as  co-chairman.  The 
Rev.  William  M.  Belk,  executive  secretary  of  the  Florida 
Council  of  Churches,  served  as  staff. 

Participating  in  the  consultation  were  representatives 
from  the  Christian  (Disciples  of  Christ)  Church.  Church 
of  the  Brethren,  Fellowship  of  Community  Churches, 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S..  United  Church  of  Christ, 
and  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

Key-73  is  a broad-based  strategy  specifically  designed 
to  allow  Christians  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  to 
join  other  Christians  to  make  known  the  good  news  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

It  proposes  to  raise  an  overarching  Christian  canopy 
in  both  countries  under  which  all  denominations, 
congregations  and  Christian  groups  may  concentrate  on 
evangelism  during  the  year  of  1973. 

Key-73  is  contemporary  evangelism  to  meet  the  needs 
of  now  and  evolved  out  of  the  Key  Bridge  Consultations 
that  started  in  1967.  As  the  consultation  grew,  it  changed 
in  breadth  and  intent  to  become  an  enlarged  steering 
committee  for  a new  initiative  in  evangelism.  Presently 
more  than  100  denominations  and  Christian  groups  are 
involved. 

Only  a bare  outline  a continent-wide  program 
calendar  will  be  provided  in  local  congregations.  Each 
denomination,  each  local  church,  each  inter- 
denominational association,  each  Christian  is  urged  to 
develop  his  own  planning  for  involvement. 

Historic  Gavels  Now  Rest  In 
Archives  At  Florida  Southern 

Two  historic  gavels,  given  to  Mrs.  Allen  Watson, 
Wildwood,  when  she  assumed  the  presidency  of  the 
Florida  Conference  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  have  now  been  placed  in  the  archives  of  Florida 
United  Methodism  located  in  the  library  at  Florida 
Southern  College.  Lakeland. 

The  navels  "came  to  Mrs.  W atson  from  the  former 
Florida  Conference  Women's  Society  of  the  SF.J.  and  the 
Florida  Conference  Women's  Society  of  the  CJ. 

Since  the  merger  of  the  two  Societies  in  June,  1970,  it 
seemed  fitting  that  the  two  original  gavels  be  retired  and 
placed  in  the  archives  as  a symbol  of  that  unity  . This 
action  was  taken  by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
conference  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  at  their 
November  4th  meeting. 

One  of  the  gavels"  a gift  from  Mrs.  .1.  T.  Feaster  ir 
1943.  is  inscribed  “Florida  Conference  W.S.C.S.  " and 
Mrs.  Feaster's  name  and  the  date.  The  other  gavel  i> 
inscribed  “Florida  Conference  former  Centra 
Jurisdiction  WSCS.”

Jought  For  Black  Colleges 

17-member  Commission  appointed  in  1968  to  study 
le  12  black  colleges  related  to  the  United  Methodist 
hurch  will  recommend  to  the  top  legislative  body  of  the 
hurch,  the  General  Conference,  that  it  help  finance  the 
:hools  with  $6, 000, 000  each  year  of  the  1972-76 
jadrennium. 

Findings  and  recommendations  of  the  study  were 
leased  in  Washington  in  January.  Declaring  that  a 
pledge  to  the  future  is  empty  hypocrisy  without  a pledge 
i our  substance,”  the  report  asks  the  United  Methodist 
hurch  to  create  a fund  of  $5,000,000  annually  during 
le  quadrennium  for  educational  and  general 
(penditures  and  $1,000,000  annually  for  capital 
iprovements. 

The  commission  will  ask  the  General  Conference 
eeting  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  in  April,  to  raise  the  funds 
mtrally,  as  a part  of  the  World  Service  budget,  or  by  a 
;rcentage  apportionment  upon  all  United  Methodist 
lurches,  or  by  a combination  of  the  two. 

Council  of  Secretaries  Looks  at 
Project  Equality,  Investments 

everal  forward  steps  toward  relating  all  United 
lethodist  agencies  to  Project  Equality,  (interfaith  fair 
mployment  program),  were  taken  at  the  United 
lethodist  Council  of  Secretaries  meeting  recently  in 
Jashville. 

The  Council  also  named  a task  force  to  bring  together 
uidelines  for  the  investment  of  trust  funds  which  might 
e recommended  to  constituent  boards  and  agencies.  The 
isk  force  will  also  consider  the  development  of  a 
omposite  statement  relating  to  church  agencies’ 
ivestments. 

Looking  ahead,  the  Council  of  Secretaries  voted  to 
;commend  to  the  1972  General  Conference  that  $20,000 
er  annum  be  provided  for  national  Project  Equality 
uring  the  next  quadrennium. 

Implementing  earlier  endorsement  of  Project 
quality  by  the  church’s  1968  General  Conference,  the 
auncil  also  voted  to  ask  the  forthcoming  General 
onference  to  adopt  a policy  statement  which  would 
ommit  all  United  Methodist  Conferences,  local 
lurches,  institutions,  boards,  agencies,  commissions  and 
rganizations  to:  Recruit,  hire  and  promote  persons  for 
11  job  classifications  without  regard  to  race,  creed,  color, 
ational  origin,  sex  or  age,  except  where  creed,  sex  or  age 
a bona  fide  occupational  qualification;  provide  equal 
pportunities  for  training  during  employment;  insure 
iat  all  other  personnel  practices  such  as  compensation, 
enefits,  transfers,  layoffs,  return  from  layoff,  education 
nd  tuition  assistance  will  be  administered  on  a non- 
iscriminatory  basis;  periodically  conduct  analyses  of  all 
srsonnel  practices  and  develop  plans  to  insure  that  equal 
pportunity  is  supported  through  an  affirmative  action 
rogram,  making  full  use  of  the  services  of  Project 
quality,  Inc. 

The  other  action  of  the  Council  grew  out  of  recent 
relations  of  church  investments  in  war-related 
idustries  as  reported  in  a National  Council  of  Churches’ 
udy  of  “Church  Investments,  Technological  Warfare 
nd  the  Military-Industrial  Complex.” 


Report  Calls  For 
Greater  Role  For  Women 

Greater  representation  of  women  at  all  levels  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  is  recommended  in  the  report 
of  a special  study  commission  to  come  before  the 
denomination’s  19/2  General  Conference,  which  opens 
April  16  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 

The  36-page  report  of  the  1 1-member  Study 
Commission  on" the  Participation  of  Women  in  Program 
and  Policy  Making  Channels  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church  asks  the  church's  highest  law-making  body  to  set 
up  a number  of  goals  to  enhance  the  participation  of 
women  in  the  church.  It  also  proposes  establishment  of  a 
Commission  on  the  Role  of  Women,  which  would  report 
to  the  1976  General  Conference,  and  outlines  three 
amendments  to  the  church's  constitution  that  would 
delete  masculine  references.

Conference  Daily  Advocate 

Subscription  rates  for  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate, 
official  record  of  the  April,  1972  United  Methodist 
General  Conference  in  Atlanta,  have  been  announced  by 
the  Methodist  Publishing  House. 

Rates  are:  daily,  airmail,  $12;  daily,  1st  class,  $10; 
full  set  (10  to  12  copies  mailed  after  Conference,  May  3), 
$6;  and  hard  bound  volume  (ready  about  August  15),  $8 
plus  postage.  Individual  copies  may  be  purchased  for  75 
cents. 

The  Advocate  will  provide  a daily  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  General  Conference,  including  major 
addresses,  general  agency  reports,  floor  debates  and 
resulting  legislation. 

The  Advocate  will  be  published  by  the  Methodist 
Publishing  House  and  edited  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Ewing  T.  Wayland,  associate  general  secretary 
of  the  Council  on  World  Service  and  Finance. 

Rural  Life,  Environment 
Resolutions  In  Hopper 

Support  by  the  church  both  for  the  right  of  the  farm 
worker  to  organize  and  the  right  of  the  family  farmer  to 
get  a fair  return  on  his  investment  are  parts' of  a wide- 
ranging  resolution  on  Agriculture  and  Rural  Life 
adopted  by  the  National  Division  of  the  United 
Methodist  Board  of  M issions  held  recently. 

The  resolution,  which  is  almost  identical  to  one 
adopted  by  the  Women's  Division  of  the  mission  board 
and  the  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns,  will  be  sent 
for  action  to  the  1972  General  Conference. 

A resolution  on  the  environment,  which  stresses  that 
“the  Church  cannot  remain  indifferent  to  acts  which 
ravage  nature  and  upset  delicate  ecological  balances,” 
also  was  adopted  and  goes  to  the  General  Conference. 

Program  Helps  Scheduled 

Looking  ahead  to  the  United  Methodist  Church’s 
projected  “Planning  for  Ministries,  1973  and  Beyond,” 
The  Interpreter  magazine  will  publish  a special  program- 
planning number  in  September. 

In  announcing  plans  for  the  special  issue,  Editor 
Darrell  R.  Shamblin  of  Dayton  said  that  normally  the 
program-planning  number  has  come  out  in  May,  but  this 
year  it  will  be  the  September  issue,  out  early  in  August.

First  Church,  Orlando 
Dedicates  New  Facility 

A SI  million  addition  to  the  First  United  Methodist 
Church  of  Orlando  was  dedicated  recently  during  special 
services  and  open  house. 

The  new  three-story  Fellowship  and  Youth  Hall  is  the 
culmination  of  an  idea  born  12  years  ago. 

Louis  Candedo,  church  administrator,  explained  that 
the  4,800  membership  of  the  church  is,  for  the  most  part, 
a young  membership.  “We  needed  more  room  for  the 
youth  as  well  as  office  space  and  a dining  room  which  can 
accommodate  as  many  as  600  persons,”  said  Mr. 
Candedo. 

The  Rev.  Robert  M.  Blackburn  is  the  present  pastor 
of  the  church,  serving  his  fourth  year. 

The  first  floor  of  the  building  includes  the  dining  hall, 
kitchen  and  an  area  which  can  be  used  for  a stage.  The 
second  floor  is  taken  up  with  offices,  library  and  adult 
classrooms  while  the  top  floor  is  dedicated  entirely  to 
youth  from  junior  high  age  and  up.  The  floor  includes  a 
half-size  gym  with  basketball  and  volley  ball  courts, 
television  and  study  rooms,  classrooms  and  game  rooms 
sporting  table  tennis  and  pool  tables. 

A family-oriented  church.  First  United  Church  of 
Orlando  is  also  a missionary  church,  presently 
supporting  five  missionary  families  overseas.

Asbury  United  Methodist  Church  of 
Maitland  held  its  opening  service  in 
the  new  sanctuary  recently 
completed.

The  Rev.  Hugh  Lake,  pastor, 
praised  the  rapidly  growing 
congregation,  which  now  numbers 
850  members,  for  completing  its 
fourth  building  program  in  its 
twelve-year  history.  Church 
members  have  personally  done  the 
landscaping  of  the  property  under 
the  supervision  of  landscape 
architect  Dale  Baldwin.

And  Adoption  Programs 


We  have  a home  for  children  located  at  Enterprise, 
Florida!  Everyone  knows  about  the  home,  don't  they? 

We  know  that  every  fifth  Sunday,  plus  an  extra 
Sunday  in  December,  we  take  an  offering  for  the  support 
of  this  home. 

We  know  that  a few  of  the  boys  and  girls  at  the  Home 
are  from  United  Methodist  homes  (though  this  is  not  a 
requirement  for  admission).  We  know'  that  some  of  the 
children  arc  from  multi-racial  backgrounds,  that 
children's  ages  range  from  three  to  18  years,  and  that 
some  of  them  are  cared  for  by  the  Home  for  a short 
period  of  time,  while  others  are  there  who  will  never  be 
able  to  return  to  their  natural  homes. 

The  United  Methodist  Children’s  Home  is  not  an 
orphanage  in  the  sense  that  the  children  there  do  not  have 
any  parents.  Most  of  them  do  have  at  least  one  parent, 
but  for  many  reasons  involving  various  family  situations, 
the  boys  and  girls  can  no  longer  remain  at  home. 

Ali  of  these  facts  most  of  us  know.  However,  there 
are  some  other  facts  which  we  may  not  know:  That  the 
United  Methodist  Children's  Home  at  Enterprise  does 
have  a fully-operative,  professionally  staffed,  and 
properly  qualified  department  which  operates  a foster 
home  care  and  an  adoption  program. 


Inquiries  concerning  either  of  these  two  pro- 
grams foster  homes  or  adoption  should  be 
addressed  to  Mr.  Walter  D.  Tropf.  ACSW, 
Director  of  Casework  Services,  Florida  United 
Methodist  Children's  Home,  P.  O.  Box  8,  Enter- 
prise, Florida  32763. 


In  speaking  of  the  foster  home  program,  Mr.  James 
W.  Parker,  one  of  the  two  case  work  supervisors,  pointed 
out  that  this  program  is  a part  of  the  total  treatment  for 
boss  and  girls  who  come  into  their  care.  Says  Mr. 
Parker,  “When  we  find  that  children  have  gained 
whatever  benefits  they  can  from  the  institutional  setting, 
but  are  still  in  need  of  special  care,  or  the  kind  of  care 
which  can  only  be  provided  for  in  a foster  home  setting, 
we  make  every  effort  to  find  this  kind  of  home  so  that  the 
child  can  have  this  experience  before  being  returned  to 
the  natural  home. 

“If  the  boy  or  girl  can  no  longer  use  the  institutional 
program,  then  at  that  point  in  time  foster  home  care  may 
he  the  only  answer. 

“The  trouble  is."  continued  Mr.  Parker,  “we  do  not

have  enough  foster  homes  to  care  for  the  children  who 
need  this  type  of  experience." 

Mr.  Parker  pointed  out  that  the  Florida  United 
Methodist  Childrens  Home  is  a church-related  agency, 
and  that  the  need  for  Christian  homes  to  enter  into  the 
foster  home  program  is  urgent. 

“We  are  especial!)  in  need  of  foster  homes  to  help 
care  for  black  children."  said  Parker,  “though  we  have 
need  for  homes  for  children  of  all  racial  backgrounds." 

In  entering  into  the  foster  home  program,  Mr.  Parker 
stressed  that  fact  that  foster  parents  are  considered  an 
arm  of  the  professional  staff  at  the  Home,  and  that  foster 
parents  and  staff  members  enter  into  a continuing  and 
supportive  service  for  the  welfare  of  the  child. 

Requirements  which  must  be  met  by  the  foster  homes 
are  (1)  that  they  are  a church-related  family  religious 
training  is  a necessity  for  the  children  - and  (2)  that  the 
prospective  home  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Florida  Division  of  Family  Services  in  order  that  the 
proper  licensing  may  be  secured.  Says  Mr.  Parker. 
“What  we  are  looking  for  are  good  Christian  homes, 
providing  a Christian  atmosphere,  homes  that  are  stable 
in  terms  of  employment,  marriage,  etc.,  and  parents  that 
want  a child. 

Once  a child  is  placed  in  a home,  the  foster  parents 
receive  financial  support  on  a graduated  scale  depending 
on  the  age  of  the  child.  This  support  is  paid  directly  to  the 
family  by  the  agency  and  includes  all  expenses  incurred 
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i the  exception  of  medical  expenses.  These  are  paid  by 
agency  directly  to  doctors,  dentists,  etc. 

The  adoption  program  of  the  home  follows  in  many 
tects  the  same  kind  of  selectivity  and  processing  as  the 
er  home  except  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  receive  a 
nse  from  the  state  agency. 

The  adoption  program,  though  similar,  differs  in  that 
s oriented  to  different  interests  in  terms  of  the 
licant.  Requirements  are  also  somewhat  different, 
ividuals  who  are  entrusted  with  adopting  a child  are 
pie  who  obviously  wish  to  increase  the  size  of  their 
ily  and  want  to  assume  totally  and  legally  the 
lonsibilities  of  care  for  an  additional  child. 

Mr.  Parker  stressed  again  that  the  services  of  the 
ne  are  oriented  to  older  children  and  this  means  that 
viduals  interested  in  the  adoption  program  would  be 
cerned  with  boys  and  girls  from  age  three  and  up. 

It  is  a fact  that  the  older  the  child,  the  harder  it  is  to 
adoptive  parents.  But  this  does  not  lessen  the  need  of 
s and  girls  who  want  very  much  to  become  a part  of  a 
ily.  Nor  does  it  mean  that  Christian  homes  should 
be  just  as  open  and  receptive  to  older  boys  and  girls 
>se  needs  are  just  as  great  and  sometimes  more 
than  that  of  a newborn  infant. 

The  program  at  the  Home  includes  a full  year  of 
ement  before  adoption  can  become  legal.  This  gives 
: for  adjustments  for  both  parents  and  child  and  for 
aer  evaluation  by  all  parties  concerned. 

At  this  point,  if  all  is  well,  the  Home  signs  the  consent 
n with  the  courts  and  the  adoption  can  then  become 
1. 

So,  here  they  are:  Boys  and  girls  who  have  great 
is,  who,  because  of  age,  race,  or  other  difficulties 
ing  from  previous  experience  and  background,  are 
ned  “hard-to-place". 

And,  out  there,  in  the  Florida  Conference  of  the 
ted  Methodist  Church,  are  homes  and  parents  who 
ready  and  willing  to  open  their  hearts  and  enter  into  a 
tionship  which  will  be  a great  blessing  -a  giving  and 
iving  of  loving  care  and  concern.

Easter  — A Joyous  Day 


Dear  Friends: 

A blessed  Easter  to  you 
all!  We  stand  at  that  mo- 
ment in  each  recurring 
year  when  Christendom 
becomes  vibrantly  aware 
of  the  mystery  which  sur- 
rounds its  gospel.  There  is 
the  story  of  the  incarna- 
tion. The  very  Son  of  God 
was  born  in  Bethlehem  to 
be  known  as  the  Messiah, 
the  Redeemer.  There  is  the 
matchless  intervening  sto- 
ry of  the  life  and  teachings 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour.  Consider  the  unattainable  no- 
bility to  which  we  are  called  in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 

Then  there  come  on  apace  the  days  of  the  rejection 
and  persecution  and  trial  of  Jesus.  It  seems  to  close  with 
the  crucifixion  on  Good  Friday. 

But  all  was  born  anew  that  first  Easter  morning.  The 
hearts  of  men  were  set  aglow.  The  message  of  the 
universal  fatherhood  of  God  as  a redeeming  grace 
through  fellowship  with  Christ  was  to  be  proclaimed 
throughout  the  earth.  We  stand  at  the  threshold  of 
another  Easter!  I rejoice  with  you.  Come  rejoice  with  me!

For  me,  the  thought 
of  the  approaching  Easter  brought  on  almost  unbearable 
loneliness.  But  this  was  dispelled.  1 discovered  that  it  was 
not  necessary  for  me  to  be  occupying  a pulpit  in  order  to 
experience  the  inexpressible  joy  of  a believing  Christian. 

I thank  God  for  the  day  has  not  lost  its  radiance. 
More  than  ever,  I am  confident  that  this  Jesus  who  stood 
in  resurrected  beauty  among  his  fearful  disciples  is  not 
only  the  answer  to  their  woes,  but  is  the  hope-  indeed, 
the  only  hope  —of  a weary,  frightened,  hungry  world. 

We  have  a pathetic  group  in  our  generation  who  are 
forever  reminding  us  that  the  church  itself  must  become 
secular  to  reach  a secular  world.  There  are  those  in  that 
group  who  demonstrate  their  secularly  through  crass 
defiance  of  a personal  morality.  They  become  cheap 
hucksters  of  a fraudulent  gospel.  Jesus  moved  in  and  out 
of  his  world  with  his  finger  upon  the  pulse  of  its  suffering 
and  its  sin  and  its  sorrow.  But  he  never  became  worldly. 
He  stood  aloof  in  the  majesty  of  his  own  character  and 
the  purity  of  his  love.  God  deliver  us  from  those  who 
renounce  the  example  and  teachings  of  Christ, 
demonstrating  their  heresy  through  the  shame  of  their 
own  lives! 

Lift  your  eyes  to  the  rising  sun  this  Easter  morning!

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New  Format  Proposed  For 
Florida  United  Methodist

Two  years  ago  a Board  of  Publication  was  appointed  by 
the  Annual  Conference  to  study  and  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  a conference  news  organ.  As  the 
members  of  the  Board  gathered  information  and  made  a 
comprehensive  analysis  it  became  clear  that  a way  ot 
better  communication  and  the  sharing  of  more 
information  was  greatly  to  be  desired. 

After  considering  all  the  possibilities  the  Board  of 
Publication  is  now  prepared  to  recommend  to  the  1972 
Florida  Annual  Conference  meeting  in  June,  the 
publishing  of  a weekly  Florida  United  Methodist  edition 
of  The  Texas  Methodist.  This  means  that  we  would 
prepare  the  front  page  with  news  items  of  special  interest 
to  Florida  United  Methodists;  the  remaining  three  pages 
of  the  newspaper  would  contain  religious  news  items  and 
features  of  general  interest  on  a national  scale,  but 
oriented  toward  Methodism. 

This  same  format  is  followed  by  the  six  Texas 
conferences,  the  New  Mexico  Conference,  the  Rocky 
Mountain  area  and  the  Pacific  Northwest  area. 

While  we  would  prefer  a newspaper  fully  assembled 
and  printed  here  in  Florida,  the  cost,  publishing  and 
editorial  demands,  seemed  far  too  great  to  be  carried  by 
our  present  subscription  list.  Until  we  have  a subscription 
list  of  about  50,000,  the  plan  being  recommended  by  our 
Board  of  Publication  would  seem  to  be  a practical  and 
comparatively  inexpensive  way  to  provide  Florida  United 
Methodists  with  weekly  news  about  the  church  in 
mission. 

In  an  effort  to  alert  the  conference  to  the  proposed 
plan  that  they  make  a responsible  decision  at  the  Annual 
Conference,  we  will  not  publish  the  May  and  June  issues 
of  the  Florida  United  Methodist.  Instead  we  will  use  the 
money  budgeted  for  this  purpose,  along  with  some 
additional  funds,  to  send  nine  sample  issues  of  the 
proposed  newspaper  to  all  those  now  receiving  The 
Florida  United  Methodist.  The  sample  issues  would 
indicate  what  the  new  format  would  be  like. 

The  first  issue  should  be  out  about  April  21  and 
during  the  nine-week  period  will  cover  the  five  special 
General  Conference  issues  and  four  others  leading  up  to 
the  meeting  of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference  the  first 
week  in  June. 

We  urge  you  to  read  your  Florida  United  Methodist 
and  be  prepared  to  share  your  ideas  and  suggestions. 

Mrs.  Doris  Buhrman,  the  present  editor  of  the 
Florida  United  Methodist  magazine,  will  continue  as  the 
editor  of  the  new  newspaper  format.

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The  second  in  a series  of  commentary  articles  on  the 
Florida  Annual  Conference  Purpose  and  Priorities 


‘It  Is  Our  Responsibility...’ 


By  Robert  Temple 

In  the  first  installment  of  this  series  on  "A  Statement  of 
Purpose  and  Priorities”  (see  / 97 1 Journal,  pp.  162-3.  and 
the  IV72  Council  on  Ministries  booklet,  page  4)  we  saw 
that  the  overall  biblical  and  theological  theme 
undergirding  our  work  here  in  Florida  is  that  of 
reconciliation  (II  Cor.  5:19-20);  reconciling  persons  to 
Christ:  drawing  them  into  the  reconciling  and  reconciled 
fellowship;  and  sending  them  back  out  into  the  world  in  a 
ministry  of  reconciliation. 

But  purpose,  as  so  stated,  leads  to  responsibility . 
What  is  one's  purpose  if  it  does  not  lead  him  to 
responsibility  for  fulfilling  that  purpose?  The  Florida 
Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  has 
officially  articulated  its  responsibility  in  this  language: 

"In  order  to  carry  out  this  purpose,  it  is  our 
responsibility  as  an  annual  conference  to  (a)  exercise  the 
strength  of  our  connectional  church  in  accomplishing  our 
corporate  ministry  as  a community  of  faith;  (b)  define 
priorities  that  will  guide  our  churches  in  fulfilling  this 
ministry;  and  (c)  devise  strategies  that  will  enable  our 
churches  to  meet  these  priority  needs.” 

First  and  foremost,  consider  that  it  is  our 
responsibility  to  exercise  the  strength  of  our  connectional 
church  in  accomplishing  our  corporate  ministry  as  a 
community  of  faith.  This  is  beautifully  stated  if  only  it 
could  be  done! 

One  of  the  great  problems  of  today’s  large 
organizations  and  institutions  is  the  task  of  making  their 
structures  work  and  serve  effectively,  efficiently,  and

humanly.  Big  businesses,  large  universities,  and  our 
national  and  state  governments,  as  well  as  the  various 
church  denominations,  are  struggling  to  make  their 
structures  work.  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  no 
exception.  As  Virgil  Sextion  so  ablv  points  out  in  his 
book,  Listening  to  the  Church,  we  are  having 
considerable  difficulty  in  making  our  denominational 
structures  serve  as  intended. 

In  the  Florida  Conference  we  have  an  abundance  of 
structure.  We  have  twelve  districts,  eight  boards,  seven 
commissions,  seven  groups  of  trustees  or  directors  for 
various  institutions,  thirteen  annual  committees,  three 
additional  committees,  and  two  fellowship  agencies. 

In  addition,  we  have  the  Conference  Program 
( ouncil  with  its  four  age-level  ministry  departments,  its 
three  standing  committees,  and  its  five  optional 
committees,  plus  other  task  forces  which  might  be 
presently  functioning. 


Also,  we  have  one  bishop,  twelve  district  supe 
intendents,  over  seven  hundred  pastors,  and  around  ihrt 
hundred  twenty  thousand  laymen.  One  would  think  th; 
with  all  that  structure  we  would  have  strength!  An 
strength  we  have  to  a certain  degree!  But  our  strengt 
could  be  greater  if  it  were  more  effectively  and  efficient! 
channeled,  facilitated,  and  implemented. 

We  are  not  "a  sinking  ship”  as  some  ha\ 
concluded  but  we  may  be  a "sleeping  giant!”  We  have 
structure  and  we  have  a potential  strength.  Havin 
structure  does  not  necessarily  mean  having  strength 
that  is,  until  it  is  effectively  implemented  (after  perhaj 
being  re-structured)  into  creative,  reconciling  service  I 
humankind.  (We  presently  have  a Committee  c 
Structure  of  the  Conference  Council  studying  ot 
organization  for  possible  alterations  and  changes.) 

It  is  awesomely  nerveshaking  to  consider  what  migl 
be  done  for  the  sake  of  Christ's  reconciling  ministry  : 
the  State  of  Florida  if  we  indeed  really  exercised  tl 
strength  of  our  corporate  ministry  as  a community  < 
faith. 

Suppose  we  did  actually,  genuinely,  literally  mobili; 
the  strength  of  three  hundred  twenty  thousand  layrnei 
seven  hundred  preachers,  fifty -three  boards  and  agencie 
and  twelve  districts,  and  literally  exercise  them  in 
reconciling  ministry  ! Why  . all  hell  might  break  loose  — : 
Florida  at  least!  Remember  what  they  said  of  tl 
apostles  "these  men  who  have  turned  the  world  upsic 
down.” 

A lesson  from  our  past  reminds  us  that  the  Ho 
Spirit  does  indeed  work  through  needful,  we 
intentioned.  creative  church  body  structures.  Georj 
Whitfield,  when  compared  to  John  Wesley,  was  by  f 
the  greater  preacher.  He  was  the  greater  evangelist  ar 
soul-stirrer.  But  Wesley . the  lesser  preacher  (he  w role  o 
his  sermons  in  manuscript  form.  "Tch!  Teh!”)  was 
great  organizer.  He  had  the  remarkable  ability- 
channeling  human  experiences,  energies,  and  concer 
into  groups,  classes,  societies,  and  a mighty  movemer 
As  we  review  the  ministries  of  these  two  men,  who 
work  is  still  alive  and  vital  todax:  Whitfield’s? 
Wesley's? 

Wesley  was  one  who  truly  exercised  the  strength  ol 
system  (take  careful  note,  however,  that  he  exercised 
outside  traditional  church  structures)  in  accomplishing 
corporate  ministry  of  a community  of  faith.  His  life  a 
ministry  teach  us  that  organization  is  not  the  nemesis 
Satan,  but  rather  a means  to  an  end  for  the  Spirit— it 
end  which  we  are  calling  here  the  "ministry- 
reconciliation.” 

Obviously,  such  a connectional  system  as  ours  mi 
come  to  terms  with  priorities.  It  must  "define  priorit 
that  will  guide  our  churches  in  fulfilling  their  ministry 
and  furthermore,  “devise  strategies  that  will  enable  c 
churches  to  meet  these  priority  needs.”

Delegates  to  United  Methodism’s  General 
Conference  meeting  in  Atlanta  April  16- 
30  will  represent  86  nations  — and  a local 
committee  has  worked  almost  four  years 
to  guarantee  that  they  (the  delegates) 
know  the  vibrant  spirit  of  Georgia  and 
Atlanta.  Virtually  every  point  on  the  globe 
will  be  represented  with  several  Christians 
coming  from  communist  countries. 

Though  most  of  us  cannot  be  present 
at  this  historic  meeting,  Florida  will  be 
represented  by  29  officially-elected 
delegates  and  many  visitors  from  our 
state.  Gene  Carroll,  director  of  public 
relations  for  the  United  Methodists  in 
Georgia,  is  chairman  of  the  120-tnember 
committee  which  has  worked  on  every 
conceivable  end  of  “convention  planning” 
from  a well-stocked  first  aid  room  through 
a major  theatrical  production. 

Mr.  Carroll,  who  has  worked  in 
convention  planning  for  several  civic  and 
church  groups,  calls  the  United  Methodist 
meeting  “about  as  involved  as  any 
meeting  ever  held  in  Atlanta."  V 

It  will  be  the  first  time  the  worldwide 
body  has  met  in  the  deep  South.  In  referring  to  facilities 
being  provided,  Mr.  Carroll  says,  “Thanks  to  the  Atlanta 
Civic  Center  staff  and  the  Shepard  Decorating 
Company,  we  will  have  space  for  almost  10,000  persons 
daily  during  the  two-week  meeting.  Delegates  will  have 
the  best  hotel  facilities  they  have  had  at  any  conference  in 
the  past  20  years.” 

No  tickets  will  be  needed  for  daily  sessions  or  special 
productions.  About  20,000  visitors  are  expected  during 
the  period  of  the  conference  meeting. 

Though  the  conference  could  seem  structured  around 
the  institution,  actually  it's  a very  spiritual  sort  of 
meeting  and  highly  democratic.  There  will  be  1,000 
voting  delegates-  half  laymen  and  half  ministers. 
Among  the  laymen  will  be  corporation  presidents, 
Governors,  Senators,  merchants,  football  coaches, 
farmers,  educators,  doctors  and  government  employees. 
Ministers  will  represent  every  type  of  church  from  the 
smallest  and  largest  to  the  most  conservative  and  most 
unconventional. 

Much  of  the  past  year  has  been  spent  in  writing  and 
producing  a major  theatrical  play  “The  Bridge.”  The 
production  will  tell  the  story  of  John  Wesley’s  work  in 
Georgia  (the  only  place  where  he  served  in  America),  and 
the  British  clergyman’s  ultimate  influence  in  creating  the 
Methodist  movement  which  has  20  million  followers 
around  the  world. 

“The  Bridge”  will  be  produced  on  April  22  and  23  in 
the  Atlanta  Civic  Center  Theatre.  It  will  include 
professional  actors  and  singers  in  a one  hour  and  fifteen 
minute  show. 

A 20x40  foot  screen  will  be  used  behind  the  stage  set 
and  actors  will  tell  the  story  of  Methodism’s  effect  on  the 
world  and  show  priorities  and  problems  facing 
Christianity.  Starting  with  John  and  Charles  Wesley’s 
work  in  Georgia  as  Anglican  missionaries,  the

Doctrinal  Committee  Sets 
Constructive  Guidelines" 

\ new  statement  on  doctrinal  standards  for  the  United 
Vlethodist  Church  will  be  presented  to  The  General 
Conference  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

The  work  of  the  30-member  commission  which  has 


been  meeting  for  the  past  four  years,  the  proposals  are 
intended  to  serve  as  a “framework  of  constructive 
guidelines”  rather  than  a set  creed,  according  to 
commission  officials.  The  chief  function  of  the  new 
guidelines  on  doctrine  is  described  as  helping  church 
members  view  their  faith  in  the  context  of  the  kind  of 
world  in  which  they  find  themselves  today. 

Endorsed  is  “theological  pluralism”  an  option  for 
varying  theological  interpretations  within  the  framework 
of  basic  Christian  doctrine.  Stressed  repeatedly 
throughout  the  proposed  statement  is  the  traditional 
United  Methodist  linking  of  faith  and  u'ork  the 
conviction  that  “person  salvation  leads  always  into 
involvement  in  Christian  mission  in  the  world." 

Ministry  Proposals  Will  Reduce 
Number  Of  Seminaries 

Recommendations  that  could  eventually  reduce  the 
number  of  United  Methodist-related  seminaries  from  14 
to  1 1 will  be  made  to  the  church's  General  Conference 
opening  April  16  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 

A special  24-member  study  commission  says  in  the 
report  that  it  will  not  endeavor  to  say  precisely  how  many 
seminaries  the  church  should  be  supporting  on  a long- 
term basis,  but  declares:  “It  is  our  judgment  that  the 
United  Methodist  Church  could  provide  theological 
education  of  high  quality  with  fewer  than  14  seminaries.” 

If  the  report  is  approved  by  General  Conference,  a set 
of  principles  for  theological  education  and  questions 
related  to  number,  size,  and  location  will  be  considered 
by  five  regional  task  forces.  The  study  group  also  says 
that  ministerial  needs  are  not  likely  to  vary  much  from 
the  present  needs,  but  cautions  that  the  cost  of 
theological  education  will  continue  to  rise  rapidly.

‘She  Took  Them  by  The  Hand. . 


A Mississippi  minister's  wife  who  has  reared  40  needy  or 
retarded  children  since  1934  has  received  a top  national 
award  for  individual  volunteers. 

Mrs.  Charles  Giles,  whose  husband  is  pastor  of  the 
black  United  Methodist  Church  in  Bay  St.  Louis,  Miss., 
was  presented  a plaque  by  President  Nixon  and  a $5,000 
award  from  the  National  Center  for  Voluntary  Action. 

Married  a half-century,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Giles  live  in 
Pearlington,  Miss.,  from  where  she  drives  80  miles  a day 
to  help  teach  in  a school  for  retarded  children,  and  to 
attend  a college  class.  At  70  years,  she  is  on  the  way  to  a 
degree  in  special  education. 

Her  volunteer  work  began  with  a vow  when  very 
young  that  never,  if  she  could  help  it,  would  any  child 
suffer  the  rejection  of  being  unloved  and  unwanted.  Mrs. 
Giles  "feeds  them,  cloths  them,  loves  them  . . . and  takes 
them  by  the  hand  to  the  learning  tree.” 

Portions  of  a news  story  in  the  Biloxi,  Miss.,  Daily 
Herald  tell  Arnette  Giles'  story: 

“Were  it  not  for  a small,  quiet  woman  in  Pearlington. 
40  abandoned,  retarded  or  needy  children  might  never 
have  known  anyone  cared.  Her  compassion  prevailed 
over  their  despair,  and  today  their  lives  are  no  longer 
barren. 

“Mrs.  Giles  says  that  ‘there  are  just  seven  children  in 
my  house  now  . Live  of  those  are  retarded  . . . ' 

“The  first  child  to  need  her  was  a five-nionth's-old 
bain  whose  mother  lay  dying  when  Mrs.  Giles  was  asked 
to  raise  it  in  1934.  That  child  was  the  first  of  40  to  come 
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into  her  home  during  the  past  37  years. 

“Knowing  the  importance  of  education.  Mrs.  Giles 
has  been  insistent  that  her  charges  attend  school.  To 
supplement  her  income  in  order  to  send  one  young  man 
to  college,  she  took  a cleaning  job. 

“Church  attendance,  too,  is  a requisite  for  those  in 
the  Giles  household. 

“While  many  of  her  wards  have  been  referred  by 
‘desperate  welfare  authorities'  ( for  w horn  the  county  pays 
$1 .62  per  day),  many  others  were  unprovided  for. 

“Mrs.  Giles  indicated  before  receiving  the  award 
that,  if  it  included  any  money,  she  would  use  it  for  the 
school  for  retarded  in  Hancock  County.” 

The  Florida  United  Methodist  brings  this  story  to  our 
readers  just  at  the  time  when  the  Florida  United 
Methodist  Children's  Home  at  Enterprise  is  asking  the 
help  of  our  constituents  in  finding  foster  homes  for 
children  and  for  homes  for  boys  and  girls  who  are 
available  for  adoption. 

We  are  also  coming  into  a time  of  increased  need  for 
church  facilities,  volunteer  help  and  other  aids  to  work 
with  SEMAR  and  our  state  government  in  care  and 
training  for  the  mentally  retarded. 

In  the  light  of  these  expressed  needs  we  thought  that 
Mrs.  Giles'  story  would  point  out  in  a dramatic  way  that 
help  in  these  areas  of  our  concern  can  begin  with  the 
individual's  desire  to  make  a contribution,  to  be  aware  of 
the  need,  and  to  act  each  in  his  or  her  own  way  to  help 
answer  these  needs.

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Pilot  Project  Planned 
For  Teachers,  Leaders 

A pilot  project,  initiated  by  14  churches  in  the  south  end 
of  the  Gainesville  District,  has  been  planned  lor 
September  and  October  this  year. 

The  project  involves  a series  of  five  evening  meetings 
(one  evening  for  five  weeks)  designed  for  Sunday  School 
teachers  in  the  area.  The  teachers  will  plan  together  the 
Sunday  School  lessons  for  the  upcoming  Sunday,  and 
each  week  evaluate  the  results  of  the  past  Sunday’s 
lesson.  A final  meeting  will  be  held  with  an  evaluation 
session  conducted  by  editors  from  the  Division  of 
Curriculum  Resources  of  the  General  Board  of 
Hducation,  Florida  Conference  Council  staff  personnel, 
and  other  certified  leaders  in  the  conference.

III-IV,  V-VI;  Explore  (youth)  7-8,  New  Creation 
(youth)  9-10  and  Real  (youth)  I 1-12:  Youth  Fellowship, 
Adult  and  Administrative. 

All  meetings  will  be  held  at  the  First  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Ocala.
